and faults before our eyes — and by the prudent reflections it either 

presents, or gives us an opportunity of making, soon teaches us to 

be vnse before our time, and in a manner far superior to all the 

lessons of the greatest masters. * • • • It is History 

which fixes the seal of immortality upon actions truly great, and 

sets a mark of in&my on vices which no after age can ever 

obliterate. It is by History that mistaken merit and oppressed

Skakcb, -whkh in the limca of the Romana was nailed Gnu], or Gallia, 
ertended&omUiePyreneestolhe Rhine, and on the sideof Italy, beyond 
the Alps to the Adriatic : that whieh was aitiiated on tho Italian aide of 
the Alps bting named Cisalpino Gaul, and that bayond tho Alps, Tnms- 
alpina Gaul, The part of Trauaalpina Gaul noarEit Upper Italy, and 
Hretcbing along the Mcditorninean towards the Pyrcneos, was uooquered 
b; Fabiua. iU this waa tho Srat part that wad oonvcrt^d into a Roman 
province, it was called, bj way of eminence, tho Pi'oviiicia (aftotwards 
obanged into Provence). It waa hounded by the Alps, the Carcnnea, and 
the Bhone. Cmsur, who conquered Tranaalpma Gaul at a later period; 
found it divided into three parls : 1 . Aquitaine, extending from tho Py- 
renees to the Qaronoe, utuufly occupied by Iberian tnbea j Z. Qalua 
Oeldaa, from the Garonne to the Seme and Marna; 3. Gtdlla Belgioa, 
iathenortli, exteDding to the Rhine. But sulieequeotlv, by tka com- 
mind of AugUEtui, a very diSeroat aad niuuh mere minute diviuon 
of the oountry took place, vMeb, however, it is not bore oeceBsary to 

The Gaul* were tlie chief bransh of tbe great original stouk of Oella, 
and aa tbey called themselves Oall, the name Gaul probably thus look 
ita rise. A sreat reaemblanue appears to have existed amoag all the 
Celts; and although they were divided into numerous tribes, there were 
lint few brauehea that were pcroeptiljly different froni each other. Tho 
period of their earliest migrationa ia, however, too remote for hisloij, 
and. moteovor. Its cooaidctatioa would carry ua beyond our limits. 

Gaul was reduced by Caasar under eubjection to the Romans about fifty 
ftan previoua to the birth of Chriat. Tbc country remained for the apaceof 
ibaeoDturics under theii sway, troubled, neve rthcloaa, during the latter half

'Tra Bud to hnvQ hee^j OQ tbe wBolef destmctiTe of liberty ; aince by a 
vere gown the precioiia seeds of muniGipal nnion and righta which <ff 
never altogetlmr Etifled, and whieh Bpcmg up after the long v' 
dajk ages, to ufier the earlic^st buddiaga of civilisation ^ and ' 
first Iritits of modem freedom. 

Of the natorol and Tell-knavn bomidaries of tlis Botnan province ■ 
Gaul, the KhinD was llie moat impurtunt. It WS9 the great bairjar w' ' 
defunded the empire from tha ercant uibea Rod nations the' 
beyond. Wealth and civLliBSlidn werti on one side of the atr 
and barbariam upon the other. Betwixt aiuih neighbours 1 
slate ia war. The discipliucd I^ona of Eome, however, quelled the 
tufbulence of thn German tribes, and penetrated far, and at diSereot 
intervals, into their ooimtry, fully avanged one or two defeola, and lonf 
hold their rude enemies iu oaluta^ awe. 

The German 3. though little versed io policy, began after (ome time to 
psrcoiva that their frequent defeats were in e great meoaure owiug to tieir 
dieunion, to their diapersion iu different tribe«, and to tbe want of any 
solid or Issticg bond of counoiion, whilat they were opposed by the 
tiuited mind and forces of a large empire. The mutual leagiii^a hithuito 
formed amongst tho barbarians were not aufficiently knit and woven to- 
gether. Thu consciousness of this dofeot produced in the third century 
fkoae confeduracius, in whioh many li'ibca united, not occasiunally but lut- 
ingly, under one common came, and often under one monarch or chief. 
Borne assumsd llie appellation of AllRins,nni, or AH -Men ; otbers, ^ 
eimplij dktinftioQ of Franlit, tbat i«, J^rave or Free men, 

The ditef Mat of the confederacy of the Franks was that marBhy terri- 
tory, overflowed and divided into ialets by the Rhine, from the spot 
where the rivet commencefl ta turn westward to its junction with the 
sea. The first menticn of them by tlie historians of the empire take* 
plac8i.li. 2il. In nearly forty years after, Probus quelled one of their 
inouTBioDs, and drove them haiji into their morasses. The civil war 
betwixt Magncntius and Cimalantiui, which occupied and wasted dia 
Boman forces in mutual slaughter, allowed both Franks and AUcmanni 
to establish their desolate rule on the left bank of the Rhine. Tbe em- 
paror Julian defeated and subdued them, drove the Ailemnnni within 
thair ancient bounds, but allowed the Franisto settle permanently on the 
Human aide of the Rhine, in the province of Toiandria, supposed to bt 
tbe modern Brabant. 

Tbe oommencement of tho fifth century ia marked by tlio grent and 
victorious irruption of all the barbarian hosts iuto Oaul. They poured, 
like ■ long pent up and gathering tide, in a thousand destructive torrenta 
tiiroughout the land, sweeping away and ovErwhelming in a mass, lift, 
property, and institutions. Were it not for tbe Christian church, whidi 
bald iiself aloft and alive above the general inundstion, the very momoiT 
Hud prednus traditions of the past would have perished amidst tho uin* 
nml ruin. Years elapsed ero the agitatian subsided and the inebrie^ 
of oonqueet vas ov<.r. When calm was restored, the ViKiguths were m. 
poSKSaian of Aqiutaino and the lands southward of the Loire, with Ton- 
leuse for their capital. The Burgundiatia held the provinces bordering 
imthcSbanp, ftum the Lalto of Gtmeva to the Mediterranean. Brittany 
Asrf eetabliaheii a kind ot iiidepBiidenc!. Tht Ftauks, who had looked

^fn tiiemielves at tha oULoi maro thsQ aa the enamiei of Koiiun poww, 
and viio litA at first bmrelj iCoodfurCh in iiadBfonoe, liiid ad lanced their 
««tBbli£hiti*QtaciTeT ths prcaent Nelhcclunda to the Uiaita of modem France; 
whiUt tliti eenlcal pruviucaii, prcacrVGd to tho empiro hj the victories of 
^tius, yreie, like Biilxin, gruduiilly ^tiundoaed to thenwelres, and cuae 
to obey, under Eoman tutwa aod titlsg, tlia wealthiant and moat powerful 
of the ustive pruvincials. It was thus t^at Cuunt ^gidius, and after 
lum his son Sjogrine, goveuted, and were even said to Imio rcigntd at 
StrisKtns. 

It is aing-ilar la observe that, of all the nadons wliicli overran Gaul, 
tiiat which evraituallf subdued the rest, and gave ita name both to the 
land Hjid to the general race, VOB the leut united, and the least advanoed 
In thA afta of lifif and policy^ Both the Ootha and the Burgondiana 
were marc civilised than tho Franks. Each of the former vaa a natJOn 
Cnming one race, and olioying one monarch ajid family of monarohg. 
The Fianka, on the oantrarf, wurs but a looaor kind of confederacr, 
Thjeh held together still leaa as (hef advanced from the Kbinc. £ach 
torn or territory had its petty and independent soverei^ ; aod previoui 
lo Clovis, we meet vith no sign of suptemc chief or capital town amongat 
them. This, no doubt, was Bdranlageoue to Ihcm. They vere thus more 
free to emigrate and to invade. It left the Ihrooe of chieftsinfiy open to 
fie first Icadt-r of pri?-eminent talonta; whilat the vagoeness and com- 
wbenaivenBia of their name waa calculated to oongrogato and admit 
beneath tbuir banner any toviug bands, or oven vbols DatianB, of bsrbBiiana 
(hat might be in aearub of plundec or sstabliabmenls. 

Soiih ia the secret of the rise of Clovu, the fomider of the Frenoli 
taeiuudiy. He was the young ohief or king of a small colony of the 
Praiilu established at Touruay. In conjunction with the Frank chief of 
Ounhray, he attacked Syegrius, theprovmcialgOTBniorofthH Soiaaonaoia, 
defsAted him, and took poaaeasion of hia territory and capIlaL (a.d. 485). 
It was on this occaaion the circomstance took place, so ofiea narratediuid 
■naded to as aproof of thepiDtyof ttiuking, aadtheindependsnt habits of 
the barbarians. A silver vase, reseived for sacred uses, had been taken, 
onidst other plunder, ftum the ohurch of Bheime. It was at Saiasoni 
QM the diathhution of boutf was to take plane. Thither come Saint 
Bsnj, biahop of Eheinu, supplicating for the resbiration of tho Bilvac 
nag, Cloris was favourable \o the biahop'a request, and sought to gratiff 
it. He addressed his asaemhled goldiera, and begged of them, in addition, 
to his shore, to grant him the vase in q^ueation- Ere the assembly could 
aaiwer, a ohol^frous soldier, jealous of his righfa, struck tho voac with hia 
ate, exclaiming that tie king had no right to more than fiiU to his allofr- 
meoL Despite the rudeness of the act, it vna still consonant to tho 
habits and laws of the free bacbaiiacs. Clovia was obliged lo dieaeiable 
hit reaentmont, and ditfec hia vengeance. It was notuntU several moalhg 
ttter, that, at a review, he took an opportunity to find fault with the 
I«Bker of the vase for tho bad condition of his arms. Clovia flung the 
■cldier't axe to the ground, aad whilst the latter stooped to pick up the 
WeuoD, the moaaivh slew him with a blow of his own, exclaiming, 
" nua didst thou use the vase of .Soissoua 1"

The Pranls had been hithorto healhena ; hut Clovis, hsviog married CIo- 
tildflj a Burgundiaii pTincesa^ hQcoJoe inHtructed in the rili:e and religion 
of the CtriatiODB. lii the heat of a battle agamaC the GemrnuB in the 
neighbourhoud of Cologne, Clofis rei:alled the example of Constantme, 
vho in a doiibtfnL moment of action invoked the Qod of the Christtane, 
and waa heard. The king of the Fmnka imitated the eiamplo of the 
Koman, prayed for Tiotory to the God of Clotilda and of Constantine, 
won it Boon after, and was baptized, with the greater nnmber of hia 
fulloweiB, in grateful acknowledgement of thn divine aid. CloTia had tba 
good fortune to imbibe chrietianity at iti pure Buurce. The Visigoth 
STid Burgundian monarche, though ChrJEtian, were Arians ut this Ume, 
CloTiB leccived the orthodox faith, whiuh brought to him the zcaloaa 
Bupport of the GaulLih oleigy, and gave to him the tide of Moit CAriiliim 
Sxng^ worn bu bis ancceaaora to the preaent day. 

The oompariaon between Clovia and Conatantine might ba followed 
further. Their embracing of chriatianitf had a aimilar elfect upon both. 
Instead of tempering their paaaiona, and inapiringUietii with the virtaes 
of mildnees and mcrey, it seems to have rather given rein tn their fetooiCy 
and blood-thiratinesB. The domeatio murdera idommitted by Conetautine, 
that of hia wife and of bis son, are known. To aaaaaainaliun CIotIb united 
perfidy. All the rival monarchfl or chieftaina whom he oould eonqutr or 
entrap were aacri^ced to hia jealuuey and unbition. The whole race of 
a rival family was extirpated, in some instances by the hand of Cluvij 
himself. How could chrietianity be made conduuive to auch crimes ? 
By heicg coupled witi the corrupt doctrine of persona] coofeaBioii and 

absolution, wcich, by supeiaedingthe voice 3f conaeience, took away all 
natural obstacles to crime, and held forth, in a barboroua age, the certain 
prospect of impunity. 

Although Clovis won a great battle over the Visigotha in Aquitaine, and 
obtained a nominal dominion over a portion of that provinco, neverlhclesa, 
Mb kingdom cannot bo aaidlo have really extended beyond tho Loire. Hia 
system, though favourable to conquest, waa by no means sn to extended 
away. Whilst the Gothic sad Burgundian chiefs dispersed and settled 
on the soil, a ootisiderablo portion of which they foretd from the native 
pruprietors, the Fianka remained in a warlike body, a kind of standing 
army, about the king. Even if they did scaltor and divide, for the 
greater convenience of pssturago end provision, into winter qiiartera, in 
spring they never foiled to re-assemble in their C/iamp rfo Mai-i ; a Idnd 
of h^ parliament, half review, at first used for discuiaiag and arranging 
plana of oonquest. But in time, as the inferior order of warriors eeaaed 
to attend, and the prelates appestod there in greater numbera and influ- 
ence, the national aasemhly came to exercise judicial and leglalatiTa 
fonctiona, to elect aovcrcigns and offlcera, and to sanotion laws. 

Clovia reigned until the year SU. He had first fixed his residence at 
Soisaona, and waa crowned in the eathedral of Rheime. About the 
middle of hia reign he transferred the seat of aovereignty to Paris. Its 
central aituation and security, owing to iti being surrounded by the Seine, 
proved the wisdom of the choice. Clovia ended hia dayain his new oapital, 
iind was buried in tho churoh of St. G^ntfvibve, ita future patron, so

iJdeM, Theudorio, resided at Mutz, Clodomir at Oileoos, Childebert & 
Paru, and Olothaira at Suiuona. Eai:h of Ihem, bssidcB, oliotttd to him 
lelf his own share in the aouthntn proviocea. In lilio niannar, tho oos 
lorn of his tribe ia Tequiring milituy lervioe, instead uf rente or taxsi, | 
was extended lo the succession to the throne ; end Ihua the Salic law of 
thetebarbBrianapreventsto this day n female from rcigniog in FrsQce, 

Clodotoir died in Surgundy, and left throe young cMldiun, who M'ere 
pnt to death by tlieir imelea. Childebert had only Had daughterg. 
Xhe iaeuG otTheodoric had beoome extinct after diaa^tiaui cumpaigns in 
Italy. Ctothaire became, Chereforc, like Cluvie, the sole king uf France 
(S5B,) But liks hiia, he left fuur Bons, and the same hurrors recam- 
mnoed. One of these, Caiibcrt, died, and there were now only three 1 
binsB in France: Gonthram the king of Burgundy, Ohilpcric ttio king 1 
of Nenstrisf and Sigebert the kiog of Auetrasia. 

- HrH^imie end irMneAflu/.^Peaco under such eonditiona was impos«i- 
tde. Wbilst Sigebert waa defending Austrasia against aa invasion of 
Wbariana, Chilperio SEized upon eomo contaated towna. This led to 
• fint war ; a reconciliatiun, however, speedily took place, and Ihs 
two brothers married two sisters, daughters of the king of the Vieigotlis, 
Bnmliaalt and Qoleevinthp. But Fredrgund, a peasant girl, the favouiite 
htadmaid of Galaeyiulhc, had obtained such mastery over the weak mind 
of Chilperio, that ahe caused the ijueen to be strangled, and took hei 
Blase. The qiieen of AuBtrasie, Bruniiault, was resolved to arengti 
W liiller, and thus was laid tlie foundation of the animosities whi^ 
eiuted torreoti of blood to be shed, and rent asunder the empire of 
the Franks for upwards of half a century. I 

fiigebert summoned the Germans tu his aid, marched against Chilperio, j 
dsTa^ed tha Neuatriang evotywhero, burnt their towns, and at length ' 
held Chilperio a prisoner in Touniay, boLioving iiimself already maaler 
of Nenstria, when two of Fredegund's emissoriea stabbed him with 
poisoned knivca (G7fi).

But het Aeaih, after that of Gouthrun, Im-ring i 
yonng son of ChiipBric, Clothaire I1-, without support against his «, 
suea, ho was eompelled to yield them a portion of bis kingdom. Bnt | 
truth, tliDdissonaions among the canquerora soan gave him back morefhl 
he had lost. The a^d Brunhault, eipeUed by her grandson Tbeudeb 
whom she had debased in order to maintaki power in horownliai 
took refuge in Bm-gandy, where she was destined to exercise grel 
tsoendancT. Bhe armed the heir of Gonthram against Ilia brolier Th 
debert. Theudebert had already been twice defeated, when bia advers 
died. Brunhault, who waa detested by the Auatmaian grnndees for hav 
ia aome respects restored the imperial administration, and by the pec 
and the prieata for having persecuted saints, waa delivered up without 
fence to tlie king of Ncnatria. After a short struggle she was ci '

Then the king of XeuMria, Clothaire II., believed himself all-powetfll 
But his victory had been tliat of the great vasaala and the prieata. 31 
biAope commenced to ait in the assembUes of the grandees. This wil 
the commencement of the dominion of the church in iJie kingdom of til 
Pranks. 

Duffobcr I .^-It was not without a struggle that the Austrasians 
wbmit to the authority of the king of Weustria, and it was neces! 
render tiem the provinces which had belonged lo then!, and to givt 
a king of their own. After the death of Clothaire a new pa 
of the country took place. Hia aoa Dagoberl, already at the head e 
the Aastrssians, had NeuEtria nnd Burgundy ; the ancient kingdom faundeC 
bytbe Tisi^oths between the Loire, thaPyrenee", and the Bhone,ln'- 
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allotiad to Lib brother. But the latter died, and Dagobert having put his 
Mphenr to desth, thus obtained entire poasesaion of the kingdom. After 
tloBy mrreiinded by Boman miniaters, by the goldsmith, St. £loi, and by 
the rs&ndary St. Ouen, he founded conventa, eauaed church omainenta to 
be manufactured, drew up laws, and ultimately gave himself up to cruelty 
and debauchery. Daring this period the Saxons emancipated themselves 
from the tribute which tbusy paid to the Franks ; the Franks were defeated 
by the Yenedee, the Ayarians established themselves in Bavaria. The 
Oaaoons and Britona made tiieir voluntary submission to the priests by 
whbn the king was surrounded. This was the last conquest, the last 
■yBptom of power of the Merovingian kings (636).

The Anatraaian chie&, to whom Bnmhault had confided her son, had, 
in ndaing on the shield a child which would for a long time be incapable 
of bearing arms, elected one of their number as major-domus, or mayor of 
the palace, who was entrusted with the education of the youthful king 
and the government of the country. About this period, the whole em- 
pire of the Franks was divided between children. Austrasia, Neustria, 
and Burgundy, each had their mayor. This was no new dignity ; but 
hitherto these officers had been the creatures of the king, whilst now they 
entirely ruled him, and in the name of the chiefs became his master. 
Thus a rival power grew up by the side of the crown — a dynasty of 
mayors. Pepin was mayor of Austrasia, after him his son Grunwald, 
who, on the death of Sigebcrt, one of Dagobert's sons, endeavoured to 
Yisurp the sceptre to his own family, by imprisoning Dagobert II. in an 
Irish monastery. 

The monarchy of the Franks was becoming extinct, the mayors of the 
palace in vain endeavouring to maintain It. One of them, Erchinwald, 
▼as for a short period sole master of Austrasia, of Neustria, and Burgundy, 
whilst Clevis II. was giving himself up to debauchery, and after the death 
of that king, who left three sons, he still maintained undivided sway 
(654). But when he died in his turn, the Austrasians would nut recog- 
nise the famous Ebrouin, whom the Neustrians had raised to the mayoralty. 
Power was once more divided. Austrasia had its king, Childeric II., 
and its mayor. The war then naturally recommenced between Neustria 
and Austrasia, eternally rivals. Ebrouin, abandoned by the great chiefs 
whom he had endeavoured to deprive of their privileges, was vanquished 
and incarcerated in a convent with a young king, fifteen years old, Thierry 
IIL, whom he had imposed upon Neustria. Childeric II. then reigned 
alone, but knew not how to profit by his victory. Ho estranged the 
nobles from him, who assassinated him in the forest of Chelles, with his 
wife and hia son (674^. 

In Austrasia, the freemen had taken Dagobert II. from his monastery 
in Ireland. But on his -side, Ebrouin, having also left his monastery, 
depended on the phantom of a king to resume authority anew ; he re- 
turned to Neustria and put to .deatb the bishop of Autun, Saint Leger, 
whom he accused of the murder of Childeric II. By way ot x^^x^&'s>^^'Ccife

'Utfl Dagobeit to be condemned to death b; v. cquqcU of bisliopg. H* 
t™ guilty of the crime of being the king of tie freemen, that ia to bij, 
of the party oJlied lo Ebrouia. A Htrugglc then took place, which «u 
martod on both sidei by a Bene* ot crimes, which only terminated with 
tlo death of Ebrouin. 

The succcsBor of Ehrouin eouH not etcuggle against the growinj 
ascendanoy of the Australian chiefs, who continually threatened to 
invade veBtem Gaul. Pepin led them on against the Neustrians. The 
ireilcened character of tho Boman Franks vas vanquished at Teatiy 
by the baibarian genius of the Franks of Auatraeia. This vittury in- 
Hurcd the sway of the nobles ovec the people, andcf tbeAuiitis»ians ov» 
tho remainder of Gaul. At tho same time, the dignity of mayor, whiiji 
had beeomo hereditary, was conHnncd in the race cf Pepin. A great re- 
Tolutian had bijen aocamplished. The degensrate race of MorovingiaiiB 
might atill bring forth some effeminate and imbecile prinoes ; but the 
ftdTEot of a new dynasty was at hand, and Kaman Oaul was regene- 
lated by the barbarous blood which flowed more freely through its yeink 




SECTION I.-THE EUTIltE OF TUB CAHI-OVlNGIASa. 

Ptfin and CharUi Jfsrfii.— Pepia D'Hetialal, wLo tad attained iha 
end In which his racii had deFoted itself for 8™ geasrations, undortoolt to 
pomplete the unity of Qaul, inCerrapted by eo many vari. He did not, 
hovOTer, live tn achieve it : the Keuatriana even Buoeeeded in emaiici- 
pating theniselTes under his grandiOD, Theodebald, who hid been hii 
■nocsasoriii tho mayonlty. But the Auitrasiana lolled from the cloiitcrB a 
tiatonl aoD of Pepin, Chsrles, gumamcd Uulel, (the Sammcr) from the 
tbrae vith which he hammered dawn the Snracene, vho belonged i1 H 
nuQ odiaoB to thechorch, having atsincd ilselF with the bloodofaiaiTtyr, 
He baatard comnienced by defeating the Neustrions aeox Camhray : aner 
thii he marched to the aid of the inbabitauts of AquiCaine, frani whom 
the Sanusens, masten of Spain, hod juittafceu Languedoc. He eitcnni- 
DAted the Sarscena in the plains of Poitiers (732), entered Mines, and 
drove avay the enemy from all the atrongholde which they nccupied la 
ProTeace. The Mnatanl inronda of the people of Germany ware not lea 
to be dreaded, Charles Martel earned his armi to the north and to the 
cut of Onul, defeated tho Allemandi, Bavaiiins, and Frisona fhim 718 
to 739, and penetrated Bis limea among the Saxons, without, however, 
being able to reduce them. As a rooompenae to bia companiDna in arms, 
he distributed to them the apnUs of the idergy, but ha placed hia influ- 
ence at the service of pope Qregi^ry 1(1. when menaced by the Lombards, 
who had entered Ravenna. TUa sufficed to reconcile Mm vith Iho 

On hie death (711) he bequeathed hia authority to hia three sons. Tho 
two eldest, Pepin, Bumsnuid the Short, and Carluman, dispoaessed thnir 
hrotberGrippo, and imprisoned him in a convent in the forest of Ardennea. 
Ckrioman^ after having aidud hia brother Popin to repress the disorders of 
the clergy, by convoking tho councila of Leptinea and Soieeons (743), and 
in defeating the Aquitaniana, the BavariEuia, and the Allemanda, on the 
banks of tho Rhine and the Loire (741-16), retired to a monastery, leaving 
Peirio entire possesei.in of tie paternal inheritance. Pepin having now no 
tiwfl to the throne but his nephews, despoiled them, caused their heads 
to be shaved, and thus remained in undispnlcd possesaion of the sove- 
reignty. He governed Fmneoas a king, and was weary of reigning with- 
out a sceptre. He was beloved by the ohuroh, hucauae he rendered it 
important service; the pipe, ever threatened by the IjOinbards, stood in 
need of him and favoured bis dosi^ns. The aeaombly c>f tho nation hold 
at Soisaona. in 752, dethroned Childcric III., who was sliut up in a 
I all Mt III, and proclaimed Pepin as hia successor. 

'a commenced by marching against tho Aquitantans, whom hii 
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brother Giippo bad urgeA to tevolt, defeated ihera, and added S , 
to the crown (753). Pops Srepben II., threatened in Rome brtb 
Lombatda, rome to meet fcim coTcred vith aabea and sockoloUl, U 
implore his aid.

Cat sworn t'>, held the papa a priaoner in Rome, homing to cruah bi 
fore the tidioge of it should reach the Franln. Again be darted in 
the Lombards, whom the rapidity of his march atiuck witb terror 

Mesnsoile the fccntiara of North Ganl had continued to be 
aantly ravaged by the inroads of the Saxons. Pepin turned his 
against them, ioflioted another defeat upon them, and then atti. 
A^uitaine. The Baracsns bad held Karbonne for nearly forty yt 
after a siege of aaven jears he again drove them beyond the Pytta .. 
There still remained the duke of Aquitaine, Waifer, who abal3nk( 
refused to recognise the sovereignty of Pepin, and who made incun ' 
into Burgundy. A war waa kindled which exposed A^uilaine to the: 
fearful ravages. Pepin demanded of Waiferthe restoration of the prop* 
which be had taken from the church. Upon his refusal, Pepin a 
the Loire, burnt tbe provinces of Berry, Auvergnc, and a porti 
Aquitaine ; but it was only after nins consecutive (am palgns and after the 
death of the duke Waifsr, who ftll by assaeainatiMi, that he was finally 
enabled (o lake posBeaaion of the vast provinces which fltretch &om lU 
south of the Loire to the Ocean and the Pyrenees (7fiS). 

CiarleiKaifnB. — War qf Iht Lombards. — Pepin the Short died tftef 
having made a partition of bis dominions between his two sons. TheK 
sons, between whom tJiere had been strife since the death of their fatber, tac 
a while combined their forces to suppreaa an insurrection broken out in 
Aquitaine. Shortly after Carloman ^ed, and Charles had ooly to eiduds 
hii youthful □epho'TS to held undivided sway over the empire. Thk 
vas the cause of a newwar against the Lombards. Their king, Didier — 
alieadf exasperated against Charles, who, after having been married to 
his daughter twelve months, repudiated her and sent her back to him — 
sided with the sons of Carloman. Charles hiutened to cross the AlH 
and besieged in Favia Bidier, who had not dared to hazard a batue. 
He wu obliged to capitulate. Charles then took the king prisoner, and pot 
an end to the Lombuil domination in Italy, which had lasted more than twD 
centuries. He gave up a portion of it to pope Adrian, who bad refused to 
aaust the enemies of the Franks, and kept the other for himself, with 
the title of king of tlio Lombards, which he added to that which he 
already passesscd. The sons of Carloman disappeared (77i). 

War agaiiat the Saxont Previausto the expedition into Italy, Cbarlai 

had commenced against the Suiona that war which occupied him duiiuf 
Hie greater portion of his reigo. He bad taken their fortress of Blue** 
tinrg, overthrown their idols, obtsj-ned twelve hostages, and for tiie

Cbiarlo defeated them; he establiahsd a 
rtraa on the lappe : he bad already oompelled them to be biptiaed 
n— "^"i and thought be had finally quelled them, when one of their 
Witdldnd, aniT^ fi-om the north with the torrible irorihippen of 
irho now for the firat time entiired the battle Beid. 
kt an anny of Franks, which hid pursued the SarBeens in Spain, 
rated at Ronae<™llei, in the Pyrenees (778). Charles, nt tho head 
oldifin of iha uorth, defeated the redoublabla Saiona at Buckholx, 
Ting advanced aa fai- aa the Elbe, occupisd himself in cstabttshiog 
a tM oountjy wbiob he imsgined he had conquerad. H« had fou.>ided 
abbey! and buboprioi and organiaed a whole aimy of pricati — a 
teayatem of religioua oonqueit, when Wilikind onoc more arriyed 
M north, Burprioed the generals of Charlemagne, defeated them, and 
Mied. Oharlemmfuo pursued them, burning, ravaging, and da- 
g ftQ that renuiaed of them, nearly 5,000 Sainn prisoners being 
ed in one day on the banks of the Allier (782). At Dethmold 
Oanabruck ho massacred the remainder. It was only ten yeara 
■xdi that they aroused themai^lTes, vhon they once more surprised 
Tiiona, burned the churches, aUughtered the prioals, and returned 
rda to their idolatry. Chsrlemsgoe seeing that he onuld not siibju' 
e Saxons, wiwed against them a war of oitermination, eatabliahad 
r upon the Weaer, put Saion; to flre and sword, and carried off 
TV of tha iahabllanta to diatant provinces. He at the same time

Charlemagne SnyierDr.— CharlemagnE, after so muiT ■victoriea md 
cnnquLBls, div amt of reeuEcitaling the BoiDHD empire. In the year 800 
he went to Rome in the alleged interest of the pope, who in the bisiliM 
<if St. Peter's, at Rome, placed a crown on the head of the Mag, Balaled 
him Bs AugiistUB, and raised him to the lofty station of emperor of tlie 
West. Ho was deeiroua of roairying Irene, wBo reigned at Conataali- 
nople, and negMiationa were aet on foot for that purpose ; hut they led 
to no result. Charlemagne and the succesBor of Irene regulated by 
treaty the hmltB of the eSBtem and western empires (S04). 

The glory of Charlem^ne filled the world. The ceUph of Bagdad aad 
the emir of the Edriaeites of Fea eent him amboseadors laden with pro- 
Bents. Being at length in the enjoyment of peace, the chief of the harba- 
lians, Burrounded by the ceremoniea of the court of Byzantium, atudisJ 
grammar, and kamt to write and sing in the palace of Aix-la-Chapel!e, 
which he bad caused to be ornamented with the moet precious marbUt 
of Ravenna. At the same time he promulgated or revised laws, and wt) 
engaged in organiaing a regular system ofgOTermnent, and in oonatilutiaf 
the unity of the empire. 

As Clmrlemagne canim?red himaelf the greater part of his etapirs, W I 
had to appoint the rulera or lords of provinces and distrioti ; in oHWI 
words, counts and duties. He dreaded the oristocraey, which had nuljH 
his family on the ruins of the Merovingians ; and his object woa to ]^H 
Tent the great charges of the empire and the gOTuriLments of proviSJ^H 
from becoming hcruditarf. Ha wanted to form a monarchy on ^H 
oriental plan, in which the nobles, enjoying privileges attached to dl|^| 
persons, not to their race, were unable to perpetuata or consolidate tll^H 
power. This plan, ebvioualy tending to daBpotiim, was fortunately. fii^H 
trated. Charlemagne's views in this respect led him to lean so muol^H 
the church, as Co prefer bestowing temtnriil commands upon prell^H 
rather than upon lay noU«s, And the same principle governed both b^H 
and Pepin in their UDaeeonnlable generosity to the pope otRomo. JH 

Death r)f ChBriemagtie. — The last years of Charlemagne's rei^| 
were clouded by wara of littlo impurtancji, but which led him to fiimtiMH 
great miaforlunea to his desoondanta. Solavonian trihea were conOnoiE^^ 
making incursions on the eastern frontiers ; the Kormans landed in tii4 '

Whilst new 
nationalities were forming-, and power wiu being Blattered in the huids 
ef the amted nobles, this Becond race of kinge, wee Iho first, wu beooiU' 
ing extinct in inaction and iteiiltty, 



Stueiuiant Srfwsm the Sow qf Louh h Dtioanaire.—Lolhairt, who 
for tweaty-thrce years had been eiBocrated in the imperial authority, 
dnned to be n^eugnised as supreme chief of the empire ; Ctuulea 
tiie Bsld was for maintaining the capitulary of Worma, vhitih bad given 
him die entire of weatem France ; Louis complained of having only 
BsTSiia ; whilst the son of Pepin demanded to have Aquitaine reatored 
lo him. A furioua war broke out ; a war not leas of the people than the 
prince*. LaniB, whom all the Gennanic nations bad just proclaimed as 
tbeir Idng, and Charles the Bald, combined their forces against Lothaire, 
and they wer* joined by the king of Aquitaine. The battle, which took 
place at Fontenay, near Aiutone, was bloody, but not dcoisiTe (841). 
Lotliaire yns ranqiiished, but the Tiators were unable to puTcue him and 

Id follow np their victory. He retnmed against them. Charlea the Bald 
md Louis of Oermany then united together by means of a new treaty 
■greed at Straahurg, uaing no longer the language of the church, but the 
popular language used in Qaul and Germany, both people collectively 
guarBnteeing the oath, and swearing to compel their kings to keep it 
towards each othei (S43). 

liOthaite, disconcerted by this alliance, and, moreover, alarmed at 
ihe iDTaaiDna of the Normans and Saracens, who had profited by the 
dvU war, consented to lay down arms, and propoaed to ratify by a treaty 
the iroaration of the cations; a final partition waa agreed upon in the 
uaembly of Vndim. Ctiarlea waa king of Gaul to the Sa6nc, the Rhdna, 
and the Ucuse, and beyond the Pyrenees to the Ebro. Louis had Ger- 
masy as liar as the Rhine.

The name of New 
France was given to the kingdom of Charles. Pepin waa obliged to re- 
nounoe all claim to supremacy, and accepted Lotharingia, or Lomxine, 
with other districts (SiS). 

Hot lodg after the death of Lothaire and his children, Chnrloa the 
Bald sad touia of Germany were brought in opposition lo each ether, 
1001 aspiring to the imperial dignity, Carles waa tfae abler of the two, 
nd was crowned by the pope (B76), Tbc new emperor flying fi-am 
Bd; on the approach of one of his nephews, died in a miserable but, in

Ooont Eudoi wu the repmeatutivD of the Freneh imd feudal puif, 
Thich inclined to reject the CarloTingiui race. On thu depuBitiga 
of Ourlei the Fat, he was choeen king of France. Through [fau lerribU 
btttle which he gaio to the Nonnana, at Uontfaucan, he conaelidated 
his pawer in lli« aouthem provinces; after thia ho reduced a powerful 
league in the Bouth. In tbe meanwhile, the Gormansliad inlfreited them- 
gelraa in behalf of a posthumouB bod of Leuia II. (the Stammerer),! 
Clurlea III. isamamed le Simple (the SLmpte), whufouodhimself forth*; 
lecondtiine eidudiid from the tfaione. Eiulee, in order not to prolong ihs< 
WIT, ooiuented to divide the kingdom with tbia deplorable pretender, aodj 
eeded tlie aouthem banlc of the Riiine to him. , 

On Oe death of Eudea, in 898, Charles the Simple had tlic entire at 
Fianoe, but only to loee hta finest pr(ivinc0> and to add to tbe number oi^- 
tiia nuiala one moie ledoubCable than all the othera. It was he who 
ceded to Hollo, a Nonnaa chief, the province of Normiudj (912J. Ha 
tbuattutnght to create himaolf a powerful aupport, which, however, failed 
bim irhen the nobiea, iaoited to revolt b; the iuducnca cierled over him 
bj on obaouie individual, named Haganum, conferred the orown upon 
Eobeit duke of France (brother to Eudea, the late king). Ha being 
aluD in battJo, waa aever proclaimed among tbo French kioga. Hia aou, 
finsh 1b Blimc, count of Paris, namiiiated to the Chtoce Itioul, or 
Kodolph, of Burgundy, wbile the count de Yemandoia held Charles a 
priiOnerinthechaleauofPc'ronne, where he died (929). Until 932, the 
great vanala of the south and the duke of Normandy had refoBed their 
tumugoto tbe new king. At this period, however, the count of Toulouae 
xndtlte prince of the Normans having made their submiaaion, Raoul waa 
enabled to reatcre peace to France. 

On tiia death(930). Hugh reruscd lo assume tbe crown, and invited &ani 
England a eon of Charles the Simple, Louis IV. aumamed d'Outremer 
(ibe SUanger). Burgundy became tbe reward of thia service. Louis, 
•oaroely seated on the throne, grew weary of the tutelage of Hugh, against 
whom be fbrcacd a league. The alliance which he had formed wjui the 
emperor Otho gave the finishing stroke to the diaconlent of the nobleK, 
who were opposed to the Germanic influence. Hugh count of Faria, to 
whmn the name of Great was given, in eonEequence of hia inunonse poa- 
Muiona, <raa the repteaeatative of thia nation^ opinion ; he deprived the 
tbreign faction of the support of the duke of Normandy, and immured 
in t^ <nly of Laoa the king, who had just been defeated and taken. 
priiiniBr, with lixteen of hia couuta. Otho the Great, emperor of Ger- 
many, liberated him. la vain, however, Louis proved himself by hia 
(ga in jy to be a worthy descendant ot Charlemagne ; he was killed by a 
Ml Iram hia horsB at Rheina (054). With him expired the hopes of 
(ha Owlovingiaa race rising from the stale iata which it had fallen. 

Loma d'Outremer left two sons, Lothaire and Charlea (an infant). 
Tt/t the Brat time, in a similar case, the custom of dividing tha crown 
nMOg all the aona ceased, and was never revived in France after- 
vnda. Lotbaire succeeded hia father, in t>64. The minority of tne 
nmg king exposed Franco to the Germanic influence, his molhoi .

With him ended the eecDod dynaaty, afler poaant' 
ing the throne of France 337 yean. Charles dulce of I,orraiae wu tba 
sole Burvivor of Charlemagne ; he was oncla to l<oitis V. ; bat for hi*

He mtd the 
proTinca of Burgundy to hia eon Henry, re-eetabltahed peace between 
the Eount of Uloifl and tie duke of Normandy, and drove back the 
NormanB, wtiom the latter had eummoned once more. 

The son of Bobert, Heniy 1., was maintained by the church agoinatlua 
own mother. The widow of Bobert was deeirous of raising to the IhiODS 
a younger son, ijiorder to prolong the domination to which she had become 
accustomed. By the aid of the duko of NormaQdy, Henry stifted the 
revolt of this brother, who was supported by the counta of Flandera anj 
Champagne, and overtlircw a league fonned by noLlea who had placed 
another of his brothera at thoir head, llonry was victorious, pardoned 
hia brother, and bcatowed on him the duchy uf Burgvady. He d!cd, 
sfti-'r oausing a son whom he had had by a daughter of J&roalauB, ow 
of Musoory, a country at that time almost unknown to France, to bo 
crowned (lOGO). 

Philip I. was only eight yeflra old at the deati of hia father. He 
remained indifferent to Ihe great events which overturned flurop^ under 
hia reign, took part in useless and sterile wars, suffered all his good 

Sualities to be tarnished by his love of pleasure, for which, to raise funds, 
e made a tral^: with church benefices. On his deathbed bo evincSB 
eomo feclinga of hia unwoithinesa ', he desired to be buried in the abbey of 
St. Bennit, on tho Loire, and not in the abbey of Bt. Denis, the usual 
burial place of iLe French kings, being, as ho said, too great a sinner to 
presume to lay his bones by those of the great martyr (llOR). 

The Contjueiii qf l/te Normaaa, and the Cnaadea. — During this period 
Bie Normans, under tha rule of Tancrod of Hauteville, the father rf 
Robert Guiseatd, founded tio Miigdora. of the two Sicilies, after having 
driven away the Arabs (1053). Aftur this, their duke, William the bas- 
tard, led them on to tJie conquest of England, which had been adjudged 
to him by the pope, and ilivided the entire country into sixty lhou«uid 
baronioa, created at tho eipense of tho SaKons (1060). 

The church of Komc had hoped much from the victories of tho Nor- 
mana, Thoae originally of Italy, and afterwards those of England, ac- 
knowledged themsHlres feudatories of the Holy see. But this did not 
suffice for the ambition of Gregory VII, and his successors, who wished 
to lower both empires, and to found the unity of Europe under the pope. 
Since the year IDOO they had conlemplaied a great holy war. 

It bad long been a favourite project with the popes to arm tho Wertem 
world against the infidels, for the deUveranee of the Holy Laud ; but 
their ouiorlations would hardly have awakened much enthnsiaaoi during 
the sway of the enlightened Saracens, who offered no hindrance to tliB 
Chriatiau pilgnms who Qoclted to Jerusalem, the capital of Palestine, 
from all parts of Europe. Now, however, the ease was difTcrenl, Tb( 
rude and brutal Turks praotised imheard-of tyrannies against Quit 
visitors ; and what n pope would have failed in, was acoomplishcd by s i 
wandering monk. ' 

Piter the Hetroit had seen Ibe 
on hia return from a pilgrimage to 
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proviDce to pntvinoe with a crucifix in hii hand, eicitiDgbotbpi 
pBopIa Id tno tluMnaelyea for a holy war. At IhU time men's miaia v 
rtjjTed by tha love of Bdvonture injpired by ohiyalry, and by tl

it ia tie will of God !" Thaw words ware adoptod aa tha motto for Iho 
ncTod standard ; and the warlike pil);rima, vbu speedily gathered ronnd 
if from all quartere of Europe, afoied, as a badge upnn thctr right 
■hmildtm, Ote symbol of their f^th, &om whioh they wore denominated 
file CbampioDB of the Crots. 

The Bnthusiaam became so general in France, that eren women Hocliod 
to Ihe Crusade ; and at length lo vast and ubcIgsb a multitude coUeoted, 
that the real wairiotB, who were busy planning the oipcditioo, were glad 
(o get rid of tbem. They, on their port, were as glad to go; and putting 
themsalns, tu tlie Dumber of eighty thousand, under the leadership in 
Peter, and a oertoin. 'Walter, atyled the Pennilew, Ibay set forth on foot, 
mea, wninfai, aad boys, in tlie year 109S, for the cotiqueat of tha Holy 
Lacd, The Hermit walked at their head in hia pilgrim a aandola, clothed 
in A robe of aackcloth, and with a rope round hia waiat. Having neilhet 
monay nor foiettuiURht, they had mode no preparationa for tlioir subiiat- 
GBce, but devoured like locuita aa tbey want along; and oa for the Jews, 
they murdered aa well u robbed them— to the number, in Bavaria alone, 
of twelve thonaand. 

It it wandcrful to thinlc how tliey mcceedod in performing ao long a 

joomey ; but about a fourth part of them ootually reached Conatontino^o, 
the capital of the Greek emperor, where Ihey were joined by other haiidl 
of German and Italian fanatics. Tbe emperor, who had expected allies 
igainit the Turks, waa diamayed to find hia city deluged with tbicvca, and 
»n«itp haate to help them on their way by Iranaporting them aeruaa the 
BoQibanu ; ao tMt they soon found thenuelves traversing the plains of 
Ana, and in actual contact with the trained aimies of the infidels. They 
ware slaughtered like cattle, almost without reaistonoe, and Petor ' 
Hermit Sed back to ConstontiEople, leaving his fiicnd, Walter 
Peonilesa, dead on the field.

During a war earned an 
ihout the aarae time, against Thibaud count of Cbanipsgne, an aci:ident 
iccnTTEd, wbicb bad a marked efleut upon Iha future conduct and uharDUtei 
if Louis the TouQg. He had token by atorm the castle ol V'itiy, and set 
Ire to it. The Himes ebancod to cattJi the neigbboimng church, into 
rUcb the papulstica had crowded, to prescne tbemaetiea from the furj^ 
if the soldiery. It appears tbey hod no means of escape. Tbirteea 
Umdred men, women, and children perished in the conSiigriitioa. Louis 
VIS harror-atnick on beholding the maea of half-cDnaumed bodies, and 
]ie Weighl of the romorae hungeverafwr upon him, and weighed down bis 
iptjt. It was dia chief cause which induoed him lo aasuBw the croaa, ' 
lad to lead that eipedition to JeruaalciD, which is known in history as 
it»<»ndoruaade(ll*T).

nMde. Nerertheleas I>ooie VII. took the oroas, and departed for tha 
Soh Land at the bead of upwarda of two hundred thousand Frenchmca. 
Qt* stdperor Conrad had preceded him. The Gemiana wen: routed and 
nttDMeees. Ltmia lost a ponion of his army beneath the vails of 
UtlodO 1 he badeged Damascus, was deleated, and letumed to France 
lilll the priac«s who had joined him, aod a fewaoldiera, but hia mighty 
Mt had perished. 

"Ttm proud Elinor, disgusted with her husbaod, was diTonied &uni 
ilu (IIS'.!}. Six weeks afttx she married Hemy PUaUvguw^ vx^ 
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to be kbff of EoglaDd. She brought kim in marriogo tliD eatin ol 
■western Frmco. Ileiiry added to it Anjou, Mune, and TourainB, 
vluGh he took from bis brother, and Qusrcy, lost by the count Ot 
Toulouie, nho slao nearly lost itn cspitsl. IIo ra<luced to Bubmiiraoii 
AnvorgnB, LimouaBin, Beny, and bought La Maiche. On his deali ha 
possessed nearly thrua-fouitha of Franoo. 

Luuia VII. had not lost all tbia ground withonC i atruggls. Ho hid 
comniiinced by supporting tie pralensions of Geoffrey Planlaganet agijnil 
hia brother Ilcnry ; had thiovn himself into Toulouse, and had saved it 
from the Eiiglieh. "When the obancsllor of Engtand, the famniu 
Thomas iiBeoket, -who eierciaed a apecioa of eedeaiastio royalty, departii 
from England in eonsequence of the pereecntians which ho experieneed 
at the bands of tbs king, Louis rccoived him aa a martyr— a martyr, 
indeed, for Becket haying, after lengthened negotiations with Ubdij, 
relUTQed to England, was aaaasainated at the very font of the alUr. 
Later, the aoaa of Henry, having rcbollcd against their father, "^~ 
incited thereto by their mother, incensed at hia amonra, were a 
BgalnBt tbeir father by the king of Franee. But the i 
Louis was destined to be unfortunate througbout. The n 
of Beeket, abandoned by everybody, took into his pay large b 
of the banditti-likB soldiery with whom the continent ewai 
and who were alwaya ready to figbt nealoualy, and bravely I 
in any eaiise that affiirded regular pay and promieed Urge plus 
Louis was defeated at Vomeuil. After tkia Henry purchased tt '

FOftuaed iiim so much annoyance and danger. Having prostrated bin 
■ before the sbiine, ho next caused the monks of the place to be assen 
Ind, stripping off bis garments, submitted bis bare shoulders f 
iCOurge. He thus forwarded the groat object he had in view — Ihs f 
ciliation of the zealous goodwill of all bis subjocts; for BmongiT 
ranks, nut exoopting (be very highest, superstition then bad a myatn 
and a mighty power. In three weeks be delivered his kingdoD ' 
enemies, who were invading it on all aides. He reduced hia 
vassala Id submiaaion, and re-appeared suddenly on tbe continent to dt. 
the capital of Normandy, lAiich wna besieged by the Frenob t 
Nothing was left to the king of Tranee but to demand peace troaLlj 
■rassal (1174). 

Louis WHS struck by a palsy, underwhich he lingered for many m 

He died (1 180) at the age of sixty, greatly regretted by his aubjeol*, i 
was buried in the monastery of Barbeau on the Seine, a building of ■ 
own ioundation, and where his widow caused a ms^ificent tomb uP 
ere<^tcd. He possessed many amiablo qualities ; tender, compassioni 
courageous, and devout ; brave and prudent, but de&cieut of all gTMtd 
of mind and political abUi^. Hia talents were moderate, and bat if 
improved by education. Notwithstanding the dcfidenciea of his a 
and biaerronof judgment, be was regretted by his subjects, o~ ~ ' 
bad an authority never possessed by his predeoesscrs. 

PMip II., mrtinniirf .iujui/m.— Philip Aogustna had to repair ■ 
errors of bia father, and devoted himself to the task with rare perseverar 
Ojieof bis earliest acts wu to espouse the daugliter of the 00 ' ""

jnieiia and a porlduD of Vermimduu la b« ceded to lirm : tliu i/tn n position

>-c<inquer. Hia friend RiijbHrd, he wlii> waa called the " iioa-b«arltrd," 
iviog rebEllod agtuogt his father (Henry II., king of EagUnd), Philip 
aemed t^e occaaioii opportune to retake the important pUtiea of Mans 
id Touts. B; mtuis of ihe one he diaqnieted Norznand; and Britlanjr ; 
f the otter he held the Loire. 

nird Oruiade. — UcSQwhile the empire of the Christiana in llie 
ut was orumhiing awaj. Jerusalem had again fallen in the povet of 
le infidela. The kingg of France and Ea|;land were obliged to tske up 
le oroaa. The; emharked with their soldiers, Philip at Genoa, Eichard 
; ManeilleB, aad they viniored in Bicily, and there laid iJia (oundatioa 
'tli^ future jeoloiuy and hatred. Philip forced Rtckordta remove Ma 
■adard, whieia he had planted ihi the wslli of Mee»ius, At length they 
rived before Aure, of whiiJi Guy de Luaignan had commenced the 
tge. It was oaee more the struggle between Europe and Asia. The 
<AiWy remaiaed vith the Christians, the beeieged giving themselves up 
1 the discietioo of the virtors (1194). 

Philip Augustus, UQabla to endure the superior renown and prawesa at 
Lchard Cceur de Lion, on a pica of ill health, abandoned the campaign, 
It left 10,000 men under the oommand of the duke of Bargundy. He 
turned in time to take his share of the inheritaace of Philip of Alsatia, 
td took to himself Artoia and St, Otner in right of his wife Isabella. 
Bichard, in the meantime, continued to fight his way to Jeruaalem, 
id aftor being the means of gaining the battle of Ascalon, in whiiih 
itf thousand Saracens fell, ho arrived even within aighC of the Holy 
ily. But here the other icadera showed aomuuh disinelination toproae- 
tte further the perilous enterprise, that all Bichard could do was to 
molnde a truce with Saladin on equal oDuditians, the tetma of which, 
leiirdiiig to the atrango auparstition of the times, were three yeora, three 
onUu, three weeks, and diree hours. He then set out in return ; bnt 
hen travelling through Germany in the faibit of a pilgrim, he was 
liwd bj the duhe of Austria, whom he bad insulted at the siege of 
ere, and sold by him to the emperor, likewise his peraonal enemy.

iiutsntlf brought to the liibot of Citeiiu, ind hia ordrra vurc dooiiinded 
•■to how the mnouenl were to be di«linguiih«d from the guilty. ■' Slay 
(hem all," exuliimed the legate of the vicar of Chiiat -, " the Lord wiU 
Itnow bis owD." The entiro populattoD waa in ounsettuoniHi put to Lhe 
■word ; no woman nor infant vaa epired. ITpwarda of twenty thunsuid 
hlUDan beinge perished in the masaacre — ^the Brnguinary first-fmita of 
Dudenk petaecntioo. CareaosooneT in which Tiacount Buaiotfl hid fihut 
himself up, was nEit iDTested ; tbe cruaaden atormed the town, singing 
f'wii OwBfer, and burnt neajly five hundred heretioa. Simon de Mont- 
tott, earl of Leiueater, was the moat prominent warrior of tho crUBUdora, 
who, in ■ general aaiembly, geye him the lurdshipa of Bezieis iind Car- 
oaiwrnna tn reward of hU ceoi and valour ; and U» make the gift anre, ic 
waa accompanied by the peraon of hia rival. The unforlunate visuount 
aoon after pt^risbed in prieon. The cruaaden, haviag aerved bcyimd the 
term allotted to them by the pope to merit indulgences, disbanded. In 
osdor to give theoueltos time to organise another army, they dallied with 
Baymond count of Toulouse ; they even suffered him to go to Kome to 

ekd hia cause. Tbe king of Prance, the duke of Burgundy, and the 
g of Arragon sympathised with him, and ceuommctidird bim to tba 
lUemencj of the pope ; but the abbot of Cileaui snd Simon de Montfort 
remBined infleiiUe. Tbe count of Toubiue reaiatud odious and impos- 
flible conditions. AU the nobles of the Pyrenees declared for him. Ths 
^rar recommtfaCEd, or rather continued. Simon de Montfort had already 
tskea and ravaged all tbe tDiTil;iirica of viscount Beiiera. He undertook Ihq 
tiage of Toulouae. Bepulsed by the allies of Raymond, he defeated the 
ooont of Fuiz at Caatelnaudry and at Muret. Tha kiog of Arnigoa 
peiiahed with upwards of fifteen thousand men- The eounu of Foii, 
of Commingea, of BuusaiUon, aud the vouDt of Toulonae himaelf, gave 
in their Bubmisaioa to the legate. The counoil of Latran divided their 

•p(rila (UIS). 

Tiu oruel de Montfort did not enjoy his share long. In 1217 tha 
Toulousians again revolted, and war once more broke out betwixt count 
Raymond and Simon de Montfort. The latter formed the aiege of the 
osfdtal, and wag engaged in repeltiag a sally, when a stone from one of 
tbe wsjls struck him, and put an end to lua eiisteoce. His son eipe- 
DSOoed reverses and a saDguinary reaction, and when be waa bereft of 
Dead)' all his power he ceded to Philip Augustus his rights in Languedoe. 
Thus the crown uf Frsnia gathered the fruits of tliis impwua war (1223). 

Fliilip Augustus finding his health decline, arranged his worldly affsirs, 
•nd feeliag some remorae at the manner in whieh he had gained hts wealtb, 
ha appropriated a part for repaving the persons whose laoaev ho had un- 
toMlji' taken in big lifetime. He died of afcvor(1223J at Mantea, in the 
JUi^^ighLh year of his age, and waa buried at St. Uoala. 

SttmlU aj thi Beign of Philip .Ju^ikIhi.— Philip Augustus added 
gnadaur and mslerisl power to the mural strength which royalty already 
poaaeated under Louis the Fat. Out of the seventy-eight departments inUi 
which he divided tbe kingdom, Qlty-seven were the results of hia own con- 
f lUMa. Authority consolidated itself in his hands in proportion as he ei- 
ti^iiled the domaiua of the crown ^ he eatablished a royal juriadiiAisia, «^ 
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establiahcd tegnl relntinim betiroGii himaelf ind hia TaBsola. According 
to the mmiLUtic traditions of the court of Charlemngiiu, he had tvelTs 
paorB wliu gnve to his ordinances the force of law throughout the whole 
territory of the kingdom. He pat the police on an efficient footing : he 
wslled nud pavtd Varii and the principal tovna under hia sway ; he 
huilt markets, squeduets, and othei useful monumente ; continued the 
works of the church of Kotre Dame, the first stone of which hud been 
lud in 1163, and which waa only finished two centuriea later. Ha 
encouraged literature hy the foundatioa of prafessorehips, and granted 

Erivileges to that university which was destined to hecome ho powerfbl i 
)Toi in the hands of kings. He likewise iniproved the diacipline of 
the army; and, with all his enteTprises and expenses, so ordered hii 
GnanceB ae to Idbtb a, conaiderabla treasure at his death. His power VU 
growing, whilst that of the fi-udaL houses was crumbling avay arowd 
him. ft might already be seen that the teiritoriat unity would ere lens 
meet no further ubetaclea.

X«WM Vm. — Tha son of Philip AubuhIim, Louis VIII., aumamod the 
Lion, WBi greeted oa hia entry into I'aris b; tbe auclamiLUuns of Ihe 
people (1223). For the Arat time the scoeuioa of a kiiiK doea aot psas 
nnhoeded hj the ammlista, who record the moat tri™I oiroumitanceB 



connected with it. Louia VIII. followed, during the short period of his 
Tiara, the example of hia fattier. He wu defeated in England, but ho 
look I'oitou from the Engllah, tarmin]itcd the uruaade againat iJio Albi- 



gciuoi, diannntled Avignon, took poaseuion of riimea, of AIbi, of Car- 
oawoane, and of iJie entire counUy which eitond* from the Khone to 
withia four leaguua from. Tuuloiue. The peatileaca which deciinated hig 
army forced him to return to the north. He wtu himself affected bj' Iha 
diaekae, and died in Auvergne, after a reign of three jeara (1220). 

His brief reign aUbrda us but little information b; whicb wc may farm 
Bu estimate of hie character. He appears to have passed through his 
career like the eafly "aluggaid kings" — an instrument in the hands of 
difleront Actions for party purposes. He gave aoTers] prouta of valour 
and ooonge, and appeara tahave been charitable and humane. He was, 
during the lifetime of his father, acknowledged Iciog of England. 

Loait IX. — Smtney of Blanch) of Castille, — The minority af Lonia IX., 
TOTDBmed ttte Sunt, appeared to the uoblca a faFOuntble opportumtf of 
elevating thcmaelTea again. Acoording to tbo feudal laws, tbe regency 
and g^rdianship of the youi^ king wonld have belonged to hia unde, 
Ibe cotmt of Boulogne. The queen-mother, Blanche of Caetille, assumed 
them, however, with tha aid of the legate and Thiebault count of 
Champagne. A league was formed agninat her. Plulip Hurepel count 
of Bouiogne, Peter duke of lirittany, suruamed Mauuleni, and Hugh 
of Lusignan, count de la Marohe, determined to lower royally, eum- 
monod the king of England to theit aid. Blanche treated with them, 
after having carried dofection Into their ranks. She eaoaped the snares 
of Philip Uurepcl, prevented the count of Champagne, who had hitherto 
SQppotted her, from marrying the daughter of Mauclerc, directed two 
expeditions into Brittany, and ended by bringing the count of Brittany, 
in tiie gaib of a suppliant, to the feet of his suzerain, the king of Prance 
(1234). She had Iwen enabled at tbo same time to terminate the affaire 
(^ Che soath. The count of Toulouse hod been forced to confirm Franca 
in the possession of Lower Lsnguedoc, and to promise Toulouse as tbs 
dowt; of his daughter, whom one of the king a brothers waa about to 

Louis, after baring attained hia majority, remained still long under 
the uoendanoy of hia mother. There was no change in tha government 
of the kingdom, in whicli everything bad been ruled by Blanche of Cas- 
tille, not in her own name, but in that of ber sun. Ho brought, aover- 
Iheleas, great application to tbe transactioii of business. Tbe yirtue and 
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tliB wisdom of tlie kjag of Fruioe had ilreiidy become celebratu 
througliout Europe. The emperor and the pope Belected Mm M aif' 
trator. The piuuB Louis refused the prupuaols uf the puntilf, who aSta 
liJTi the spoils at Frederick II. aim haviug eicommuDicaled him. 

Id the mGUDtinie, sAer some jesn uf trauqiiillity, the noblei li 
formed n new league. The ambitious laabella, the wife of cuuat de 
Marche, united together in a. Ynst coEspiraoy the couut of ToiilouM, ai 
the kings {)f Eitglaod, Arrogaa, Caetillt, and NsTatre. But there W 
miBundEfstanding among the cunlederates. Previous to the landiiw 
Henry III. on tbs oontinoDt, a great uumUr of uouut de la Mar^ 
■tronghulds were taken. Luuu advanced to ebsgliee the refraDla 
TaesaJ. The two kings met on Ihe bonks of the Charente^ at a cifl 
called Tsillebaurg, which commanded a bridge ovtr the river. S01 
negotiationa went Cjrward, and it appears that the Engliah, aftaid 
being surprised or betrayed, abandoned tho post in a panic and fli 
Tbey wcrv pursued by Louis, on the fulioning day, to Saiotei. A bati 
ensued, in which Henry III. and the count de la Uarcbe were defeat! 
The latter, as well as his proud wife, were compelled to lubinit to 6 
conqacTor. The count of Toulouse, who had also been engaged in t] 
rebellLon, made his submission however in time ; OM did ell tht get 
vaisals on learning the victory of SaioteB (121fi). 

I/im Crmaiie.- — Louig IX., undismayed by too ill sucoeaa of Uam 
crusades, resolved in a fit of sickness, at the news of tho inraaiiiiL 
Palestine by the Moguls, to assume the cross himself. The barbanw 
bad even seiied upon Jerusalem, where they massacred allth* Cfaiialuil 
All Asia was struck with li.-rrur : the Hohammednn prinoes IhemsalrecM 
supplicating embassies to the Mng of France. Louis IX. had ki itti 
the entreaties of his mother and his queen, Margaret, and thvmui 
.'Btraace of Ms most intjmate advisers, who b»beld with terror thApi 
paratioDS for a new crusade. After struggling for four yean, he at leog 
departed, leaving the guvemment uf the country once mora in the baa 
of Blanche uf Casiille. 

The time for crusades had gone by. Europe did not participate in i 
enthusiasm of ibe king of France. It was convulsed with Uie quon 
betwiit pope Innocent and the emperor Frederick. The laltsr w 
most eager lo Sy to the relief of the Holy Land ; but the pooti^ bent 1 
his own selfish schemes, hiiownTiews, and the churrh's a^raodisenw 
was deaf to all offers and treaties of accommudation. Louis IX., 
embark Log at Aigues-Mortes, a port in tho Mediterranean, now dry, l 
only accompanied by the greater number of his turbulent baruns and 1 
army of fif^ thousand men (1218). The crusadere remained soma f^ 
at Nicosia in Cyprus, where they wintered, and received the ambaasai 
from the prtncBS uf Asia, who came to greet the king of France. T 
then considered it advisable to attack Egypt fint, deeming the conqi 
of that kingdom the ssfest means of insuring that of Falestiae. Da 
etla was carried. The army of crusaders, having occupied the bx 
were decimated i>j diaeue and weakened by indiscipline. Tbnr gi 
object was the Bcuure of Cairo, the soldan's capital, styled Babvloa 
the monkish writer* of the day.

Henry III , who waa aware of the acniplea which the timorou( 
tonacientiouanesa of the king of BVanoe suggested to him relative to a 
portion of the inheritance of hia anceators, reclaimed Xcrmandy, which 
naif B century ago had been conquered Irom king JoW. Iavoi \^ 
lUlened to tbeadrieao/iiisDouiueUorB, and kept die ao\i\e<A.ciya<iiuA.<&.. 



Philip Augustus. Nevcrthelaaa Henry III. ohlained restitutions. Bj 
the trealy which waa aigned in 12o9. ha replaced Henry III. in tha 
poMBsaion of eomo diatricta in ihe aouth, ■while ho in retnm receiTed a 
ratifleuliuQ of hii cluims □□ Normgndj, Anjou, Mainp, Touraine, Uld 
Fuitiiu, and Henry acknowtedged himetlf a Tueid of the king of Francs. 

The diBintereatedneaa of which Louie had given, at the eoat of Fnmce 
it must be said, ao roro an example, made him be oalied in by both partiaa 
to Bi-hitrate between Henry 111. and his barona. The Incg held lug 
court at Amicna for tho purpose, and patiently heard the pleaa on both 
tides. Louia dcaidod againat the Engliah barona, ordering that all hil 
uiatlea and powers should be rcatored to Henry (12B5). 

Omquat of ihi Suiffdam of iVap^s— The ancient houae of Snabii 
had fallen into decay, and the pope waa offering ita spoils to whoever 
Tould accept them. Louia gave a new proof of his diainteieited- 
ne*» in refusing Ite crown of Sicily. But ha had a hrolher, Charlaa of 
Anjou, who woa too ambitioua not to accept the good offices of Bomb 
Beatrice of Provence, hia wife, likeniae could not brook to be only* 
countess, three of her Hist*ra being queena. She atirred np thu violonca 
and tiie cupidity of het husband. The pope undertook to

preached in France— in truth, the conquest of SioUy was nothing le« 
than a new crusade. The entire support of the baatard Manfred, Uie 
anocessoT of Frederick II., conaialed of an army of Saracens.

The entire of tho Ghibeliiie party implored t3ie OU- 
of the young Cunradin, the last prince of llie house of Snabia. Chartel 
of Anjou advanced to defend hia newly- acquired kingdom, and dofea' ' 
his rival in battle. Conradin was taken, and isatantly aent by hia rU' 
less conqueror to periib on the scaffold (1268).

3H» Oovertiment of St, Lottit. — Louis had reigned forlj-four years. 
At DO period hu history presented a purer or nobler aepoct. Ha made of 
hii religioiu belief the tirat rule of bii oooducC. He poaBesBed all the 
*iituea of hia age nnlanushed \ij itn vices : he vaa brave without cruelttr 
or Tiolence, pious without bigotry or weakneee; ploiu and aimpla in hifl 
dress and mannere; impardal in the administratioa of juatiue; fund of 
peace, and solicitous to tauntaiD it, yet on neceasary oocaaions manifest- 
ing high spirit and couarge. About thirty years aftei bis death he was 
eanonizcd by pope Bonilaee III. 

Saint Loaia had aocaplcd aociet^ Buqh as ho found it ; but Lo relent- 
lessly tttteckod these two feudal pnneiples — private wan, and thu cuEtom 
of deciding legal guestionti by combat. He substituted tho rules of right 
and equity fur those of barbarous usage : proofs, witnesses, and pteaa 
took the place of duels. He eataWiahed trisl by jury, and consecrated it 
by the noble principle that justice should lean to the aide of mercy. He 
granted the right of Bual appeal to himself; and in a case in which it was 
ujed, a private perian who bad been imprisoned by one of the king's 
brothers was acquitted, and the prince condsmned. He founded his laws 
npon the fioman code, selected learned jurists fur their application, and 
erected oourts, whiuh. he called parliaments. Thuso Icgisia became 
almost a fourth order in the state. Raised from the lower or middling 
d^aKa, tbey were jealous of the arietocraoy, and more ao of the priest- 
hood i and tbey laboured wi til inVoteratA dillgisnee to rBis« royalty, lo 
which they owed their own elevation and honours, on the ruins of tbess 
two estates. The ensuing hundred years of French history might be 
called ihe age of lawyers, so universally did they dominate and band 
every power and institation to their wiU. It was their teachings and 
i»i«irirm that gave to kings that divine right which the ohurch at that 
time claimed for itself. That devotion to royalty wbiuh in rumanee is 
ean»idered to have been the charaolcriatiu of the high-born, was in reality 
Snt hdd and forced upon them by tho plebeian lawyer. This profession, 
iriiioh in later times has given to the cause of Liberty its ablHst advo- 
oites, l^d, in the thirteenth century, the firmest foundations of absolute 
power. Louis also fixed the value of coin, which whs then strui^k at 
twenlj-four le^^alised mints, founded a library, an bonyiitoj, and the 
Mllege of the 3orboune, and introduced valuable improvemonts in nuarly 
emrf hranch of his BdnuiListration. 

SKcnoN ir.— ESD of tqe capetias dy.nasty,

P.ritou, and Foix ; ihis was, notwithatonding iti 
logaea in the wars uf the Albigenaea, still tho greatest of the fiefs of 
FranOB.

Wbenthsl^ig j 
of Naritrre died, learing a daughter three years old, Philip aent an annf 
ftum the other eide of Uio Pyrenees to support the inlereats of the youm 
queen, wbom he betrothed to hie second bqu. This young prince, Bitertba 
death of bis eldest brother, was thus enabled to add to his paternal 
aueoeaaion the rich inheritance of Jnno of Navarre.

in enforcing the pope's biill. Whilst the Sicilian Vopera, 
eight Ihouaand Frcnoh were maasacred by the Falermitana, took g 
commenced tfae re-sctiou against the tyranny of Cbailea of J" 
whilst the combined fleets of Catalonia and Sicily were deeti 
veasela of the king of Naples, under his eyes, Philip made imn 
parationB, resolving to overwhelm his enemy, and entered Spain n 
numerous army. He advanced, however, no further than Gerona,t. 
hs took, and thence waa compelled to retreat. A malignant firrar, I 
eonaequenoe of disappointment and fatigue, eeixed upon Philip, anj 
•xpirtd at Perpignim, in October 1285. Tho rival princes, Chaila) 
Anion and Peter of Arragon, died the same year. 

Philip III. waa pious in an eminent degree, and possessed i 
hJB father'! good qualities ; hut, unlike him, he reigned a slave to 
stition, under the influence of bis valets, but was at the same time 
and credub>UB, wbic^h oi^ntinually exposed him to deception.

Tho king had do alterautiTo 
oonieot to the sequeitrstinii of the duuhy of Aquitaioe (1^3). AfleT 
this, seeing his poBaeaaioni invaded by Frencb commissRiin, he protosted 
sgainat the perfidy of bis rival, summoned to bis aid tbo duke of Brabant, 
tbe Miunts of Flanders and Quelders, and tbevniat first brake out in tbo 
south. But the difficulties with which be had to contoDd against ii 
Scotland, prevented the king from directing the campaign in peraon 
the Eajtliah wore beaten in Guiennc, the Flemings in their own leiritury 
WhMi Edward entered the Scheldt with his fleet, it was only for the 
purpose of asking for a truce, which was shortly followed by a treaty 
of pSBOe between Pnume and England, This treaty was the soarce of 
mcsleulable misfortunes ; for in consequence of it the daughter of Philip 
WW betrothed to the son of Edward, and thus led, ontho part of the kin^a 
of Bnelimd, to those pretensions to tbo crown of Franoe which resulted in 
snoh long snd deplorable wars (1299). Philip and Edward naturally aban- 
doned their allies respectively to each other. The count of Flanders, left 
to his own resources, abandoned the prolnngatian of an unequal struggle,' 
submitted to the king of Fnnce, who made him a prisoner, and aoneied 
the country of Flanders, for the time, to tbo crown (1300). The 
Flemings were then treated as a aonquarod people, the fortifications of 
Iheir towns were destroyed, their piivilogos violated, and thirty cbiefl 

of corporation B of atliEuis thrown into fetters for having darod toproteiti 
Tba artiians of Bruges then took to arms, attacked the French, anS 
were joined by the neighbouring towns, tbo whole of Flanders rising. 
Count Soben d'Artois himself, with an army of fifty thousand men, and 
tiaatf at the first nobles of France, were maaaaored at Cuurtray, where the 
PUmings had post«d themselves hebind a canal. The viulora collected 
on the field of batde four thousand gilt spun, and hung them up in the 
diurehof Courtray as a Iropby (1303). 

Philip was not discouraged, but he stood in need of treasure, ond from 
the Jews and Xdmbarda. w^bom he bad drained so often, he bad nothing 
more to hope. The king ordered the bailiSa and other responsible officers 
af the crown to carry all Ibeir silver plate to the mint ; he renewed the 
prohibition of eiporCing out of the kingdom provisions of whatever 
draeription, which might serve the enemy; and, finally, ho establUheJ

be had thus prepared for the success of his expeditions, he marubed 
igtilUt the Flemings; but the oarapaigo, without being deeisive, was 
net fartunalA.

On thia the ix 
called a council, in wbiuh one of his lawyer favourites, after denounei 
the bulla as interfering with the prerogatives of Uie crown, opei 
attacked the pope himself as an usurper whom the council should, depm 
The UDLVersibr aseentod, the towns, and even the churches, aided with 111 
opinion. And whilst the pope wae eicammunic ating Philip anew, ai 
absolving his subjects from tbeiroathof ftdelity, the king employed oaa 
hia agents, also a man of the law, to excite a conspiracy against tbepq 
He united with the ColonnaST levied an armed troop, and aurpiii 
Boniface at hia country residence, in Anagni. Making thMUselvea mattl 
'•{hsa persoQ, they hound, insulted, and menaced him. The pontiff bai 
'iis neck to their swords, but they feared to Btrike ; and even found fi 
to bring him away captive was impracticable. At length a body 
the faithful aubjecta of Boniface rose and delivered him fcom i 
conspirators. The vengeance of Philip wsa complete, however, deapitt 
thia rescue. Boniface died soon after, of a fever caused b; the indigniti 
the hunger, and privation he had suffered (13D3). 

Delivered from all apprehension by thia bold atroke, Philip was imiSi 
to resume hostilities againat the Flemings; he purchased a fleet from I 
Genoeae, and defeated the Flemish Beet. He himself marched agMi 
them, entered Flanders at the head of a numerous army, encouatai 
item at Mons-eu-Puelle, and won a great victory (ISI'J)' On heiril 
bowerer, that a new army of aiity thousaod wan advancing against U 
be consented to a peace ; by it he acquired French Flanders, with t 
towns of Lille and Douay. and setting their count atliberty, he recognil 
the independence of the Flemish. 

In the meantime, the king of France was on the point of tenninatl 
his difibrences with the pope. The influence of tbe French parly t 
caused the choice of the ooucUve to fall upon the archbiahop of Bordeaq 
Bortrond de Goth, a mere tool in the hands of Philip. He was imn 
diately sent for bv Philip, who showed him that he was master af i 
eleotioo, and could insure tbe elevation of the archhi<iliop, provided t 
Litter would become hia partiaon. Bi^rtrand de Goth grasped at 1 
iufi oStaTf and refused no terms : he pcumised to fulfil five itanmntl« il 
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Ihs king fflflde of him, amongst which vna ona lo coTnl^mn thu memory 
of BanlfocR. and eiculpile hia uaaulten ; rmd Bnotliitr t<j grant i. siitli, 
wliioh Philip reierred the liberty of thereafter specLTying. This wan tlie 
HmdemiiBtion of the order of templui. Bertroad de Guth became pope 
Olsmcnt V. in eonseqtience of this intrigue. 

In laoS the pope himself Bummoned the grand master of fha teinplnrs, 
Jimei de MdIb.}', to Faria, vbere he vu m^eived with distinction by the 
king. Tva years After, on Friday, the 13th of Octobur, 1307, the 
tampion vera icized in til parts of Frsnoe — the grand maater luid sixty 
knighU in Puis — they were throim into prison, and all the possessions 
of the order oonfisoated. The most abominable charges were brought 
agiioBt them: — those of oommittjog the moat indecent of orimes, of 
Tonhippinr a head, spitting on Uie cross, and avowing tntldeuly. 
Torturing the aecuwd, and promising him pardon if he oonfeuod, were the 
chief and only modes of proof. Many, in order to escape torment, con- 
fessed what their tortntera put into Iheii mouths i and these avowals 
were ooncIusiTa of their guilt. Fifty-nina templars were buntt at Farie ; 
apropoctioDal number in the prorincfs. Clement V., in obedience to 
Philip, abolished the order. When the venerable James do Mulay, 
graduate of the Temple, was brought to execution, he was said to have 
uttered, amidst proteslationa of his innooencc, a solemn lammons to his 
diief aecusara, king Philip and pope CUment, to appear before the throne 
of the Almighty, one in fifty days, the ot^er in the space of a year and a 
day. They died within these periods respectively. Philip expired at 
Fontainebleau, in NoTember, 1314, from the fall of Ms horse as he wu 
bnntiag in the forest of Fontainebleau. On his death'hed he was touched 

with repentance, and taking pity on his oppressed people, he besnughl 
Us eon Louis to moderate the taxes, maintain justice and order, and 
ooin no base money. He was harsh, irascible, and coveloiie ; he put no 
reitnint upon his wishes, and enforced bis meanness with despotic 
power. Ho prince had reoonree to more iniquitous and violent measures 
to supply bis treasures ; he was brave, persevering, jealous of his rights, 
but proud. 

Philip the Pail transmitted to his lucceiiors a power itrengthoncd by 
in able government, and armed with the irresistible weapon of right. 
He had instituted the states-general, called the burgesses of the towns 
araond royalty, and completed the work of 8t. Louis, by constituting a 
new monaruhv, and by founding civil order in modem France. But so 
|itat a rcToiution could not be accomplished without considerable 
nerificea. This immense administration exercised a tyranny hitherto 
onknown, and introdaoed into the govemstent the fiscal spirit. Philip 
the Fair, in order to provide for so great an expenditure in a stoto of 
nciety in which industry did not as yet create wealth, had been the Grst 
(o hare recourse to toiatiau, to oanflseation, and to exactions of ovory 
kind, even to the falsifying of coin, vhiah beoame iu bis hands, and in 
tboie of his lucceBaors, so deplorable a source of revenue. 

IX« Smu ef Philip tkt JHr.— The feudal aristocracy had not 
nited for the death of Philip the Fair to protest against the oncroach- 
nants of royalty. Under the Srst of his three sons, who reigned one after 
mother, a strong reaction broke out, in which the liaions \\bA. all in^.

The prince of "WrIbi, who had Blready given proofs of hia prowMa »1 
Cteoy, had psnetrated mto the rerj heart of France, snd comoutted 
inoredible hsroo. Having only an army of twelve thaiuacd men, motl 
of whom were foreign mercenartea, he was anxious to maroh into Koi^ 
msndy, and form a junction with the king of Navarre and the Engliih 
force that waa asaiating that moaarch under the command of the earl 
of lanoarter ; but every bridge being broken down, and every pan 
guarded, he neil directed hia march towards Guicnne. John overtook 
tho black prince at Haupertiua, near PoitierB, with an army sixty t^iau- 
land strong ; aad the prince haviog dona all that could be done to pre- 
vent hinuslf from being compelled to £ght at a disadvantage, now 
exerted himself no leas to avoid defeat even while so Sghting. Talley- 
rand, cardinal of Ferigurd, endeavoured to bring about an accomaio> 
dation, The black prince was not reluctant lo eacapa from an enemy na 
greatly exceeding his own force. He oSered to restore all his conqueala, 
and bind himself not to Eerve against France for seven years. John 
insisted that Edward should surrender himself his prisoner; and the 
proposal was rejected by the prince as disgraceful. He gained a day's 
delay by Ihe negotiations, which he failed not to employ in casting up 
entrenchments and fortifying the sides of his position. 

On the 19th of September, 13oS, a corps of French knights «U 
ordered to clear the road leading to Edward's camp. They were com- 
manded by CAndrehen and Do Clermont, the two marshals of Franuf, 
They spuired on, not more than four being able to go abreast. The 
English archers, who lined the inside of the hedge, soon slopped 
the career of the Mvalry by their arrowi; and the footmen, creeping 
through, stabbed knights and horses with their knives in the confusion. 
The troop was routed, and fell back upon the dauphin's corps ; a body of 
English cavalry and archers, which Edward bad placed in ambuscade, 
then charged upon the French flank t those commanded by Iho dauphin 
were seiied with a panic, and Bed. The English knights, who were 
hitherto on foot to reoeive the enemy, now mounted their horses, and, 
abandoning their position, ohargcd down the narrow road upon the 
enemy, whom they put to the rout and drove before them ; the young 

Erineea and many of the French nobles taking flight. The reserve Or 
indmost line, however, commanded by. king John in persoo, still 
remained unbroken. Its numbera doubled those of the English army. 
John, imitating bis enemy's mode of fighting, and desirous lo cut off 
from himself and followers all possibility of flight, gave orders to dis- 
mount and combat on font. Tbe fresh division nf the French chargod 
the English under their marshals, lords SulTolk and Warwick, the French 
monsn^ striking down enemies with his msec, while bis youngest som 
Philip, afterwards duke of Burgundy, piotisly kept eye and arm busied 
to defend his sire. Here the battle raged with Uie greatest fuiy and 
slaughter, the Eoghsh striving to mske the king oF France prisoner.

The dauphin had plaued all the great towns in a tM 
defence. Negotiations ware opened at Bteligny (1380) ; Ednrwd | 
up his pretensions to the crown of France, as well as to Normanttf. . 
Aquitaine and the provinces south-west of the Loire were oeded la, 
sovereignty to England, as was the country an the sea-coast from C^ 
to the Somme— three millions of crowns were to be given 
of king John, who was, within a short time, liberated. Thouj 
peace concluded at Bretigny was not broken, atill ' 
remained un fulfilled , The most flagrant instance ot Dad laitn va 
escape from England of one of tho hoilagcs, the duke of Anjou; ( 
from this cause, or from a nish to negotiate with Edward, John red 
to London, and died at the Savoy palace in the Strand, in April ] 
John was valiant, though weak; generous and hononrahle m i 
instances, but at times cruel and revengeful. As a warrior he 
uDekilful, and too much addicted to a luxurious style of living; bat: 
quality lor which he is entitled to the highest pruan, and ia wl~'~'~ 
gloried, was keeping his promise inviolate. Be waa otherwiu 
ignorant of the duties of a sovereign.

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Riy diinsiprs to retrieve ; being timid, aickly, and, moreOTer,

repoae. He everywheTe eubttituted order for anarchy, direeted (lia 
goramment with firmaeu, and without stg^ialuiiig his reign by any 
great Tlotory, he succeeded in reEovering M the provmras whioh the 
treaty of Breti^y had alienated (rum the crown. 

Wia- in .Spain. — Tbo war of Brittany vaa at length terminated by ths 
triiUDph of MoDlfoit, at the battle of Aiiray (1366). The wont oonse- 
aoancea of war continned to afflict and weigh upnn France notwithgtscding. 
ISe bmda of merBenary iolJierj, in great companieB, which lent their 
rapport, on hire, to the respectiTe monarcha, were now left, without pay 
merrioe, to prey upon the land. Charles employed Du Gitesclin to treat 
Kith theae hands, and briba thsti tu a<ioumpany him ncroas the Pyrenees, 
to mipporl Ilenry of Trastamare againat his natural brother Peter the 
ftlMl, who waa the ally of the Ensliab. The sCru^le comtnonccd in 
Sn^i. Peter the Cruel was driven from Caatile, but the Wadi prince and 
)ua watriors, impatient of repose, espoused Che part of Peler, and, 
Bl^aekingDii Gueulin, vanquished iindiu>khinipTi»iQer. All these events 
tamed to the advantage of France. Pelar the Cruel refused to pay tie 
eqiensaa of the ejtpedition as ha had promiaed. The victorious army, 
daititata of everything, and weakened by the burning oliinale of Spain, 
tti oompenaate themselves came back to pillage Aq^uitaine. whilst Peter 
the Ocuol was again driven away by his natural brother Henry of Tras- 
Iivare. The A^uitanians appealed to the kioRof France, who sumTnoned

nboy tbe Biiniin<]RB at the head of sixty tbouiand men. The threat was 
nin. War waa deelaisd. The prince caused himself to he carried in

to ■ gBoenl engagement. The strength of the English armies was thus 
ilMted in marching and bravado. Qu Guesclin watched every oppor- 
ttnty of gaining a parti»I advantage. The presumptioii of the English 
fnuoa at Chizey, wbicb attacked very superior forces under the 
nguand of the constable, affnrded a triumph to the latter. The capital 
Of I^ntier> revolted, and opened its gates to the Fruncb. Rochelle 
Uowed its example ; and tbis province, the prine of the victories of tbe 
Uld princo, were again lust to the Eagliih. 

]%a king of England had seen Scotland, notwithstanding several 
Hoedy battles, re -established in its indfpendenco under tbe house of 
hurt. He hid lost the greater part of the onntmental poBSeeaiona of his 
■ncMtora. He was, ihcrefore, compelled to yield to (he eihortatrona of 
fa pope. By favour of a truce, concluded at Bruges, bo was enabled to 
' ' ' g reign, the termination of which had ^ccn-Kv^Q&w:^ 
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by defeats and irenkncuei. He died on Uie lit June, 1 377, in Ihe fijM 
fiiit jeor of bis reign, leu tbun IveWe muatbii after hia beroie sou ; u 
the Bceptrea of Jingland and Aqiiitsine were tiiua left in the Itebla haiH 

Tbe adTL-nt of a prince, a minor, the unfortunate Kiubatd II., appeiM 
to Charles V. a faToumble LircumaUnce to reaume hostilities, ta 
Frenoh armies took the field. Tbe adminil, Jean de Vienne, effectd 
landing in the count)' of Kent. The duke d'Anjou and tbe constd 
made themseiTes masters, in tbe south, of one buadred and tbirtj-M 
strongholds, towns or castles. Du Guesdin then repaired to N^ormanjB 
and took Eram Charles the Bad the places which he atill possessed, fl 
was about to achiere the conquest of Guienne and Gasconr, whea he (9 
at tbe siege of Rasdan. rhiu terminated a life whieli bad beeitl 
glorious and useful to France. The English nov only possessed sin 
maritime towns on the continent, such as Calais, Bordeaui, and B^oh| 
(1380). Cbarlca Y. did not lire to cocaplels tbe deliieraoGe of ^ 
kingdom. He had been declining for some years before bis ia&, fl 
Ma physicians deolared that hie life could only he pmserved by Iwt^l 
open on isauc, and that If it dried up he muat aaauredty die. la lafl 
be received tbe fatal warning: the isaue dried up, and could by no m^fl 
be kept open. j 

The distinguishing foaturo in hia character was prudence. E!« [9 
Boasod an cstcaordinary command of temper, and was kind and sffablal 
all. Frugal and economical in his personal eipensea, ho vel kueir In 
to bo magnificent and liberal upon proper oscasions. lie loved d 
encouraged men of loamiug, and had himself receired a more ezteiiq| 
education than was at that time customary among princes. He died fl 
aame year as tlie constahle, afflicted by three great reTolts, which biJ 
out Bimultaneously in Laoguedoc, Flanders, and Brittany, and irli3 
betokened the fatigue and exhaustion of the people. ^ 

Gmtrmnml of Charles K — His reign had, nevertheless, been & pCil|i| 
of comparatiTe repose for France, and, at the same tdme, of glorious reaotlH 
against the foreign yoke. Ho had Been tbe crila of France, and u| 
eadearoared to cure thorn. Dut tbej were so deeply rooted that all B 
wisdom could not prevail against them. Only relying upon himsett,S 
had not favoured tlie progress of popular libertj. He aeldom colled^fl 
stales together, or, wheu he did, it waa upon a few chusen deputieB 19 
be bestowed the name. He usurped to himself the power of lavyS 
taxes, by proceeding in state ti> the parliament, there holding what ^U 
called a bed of justice, and ordering hia laws Or lerica to be registotl 
Siatrusting the nobility, he deatroyed a great number of their Ungj 
under the pretest that they migbt servo as places of refuge to yi 
armies of Edward. He stnctly caused tbe ordonnances whicb fQiWl 
private wars to be observed. He favoured conimerce, and institotntJ 
marine to protect it. Literature had not yet had in Ihe kings of Fn^l 
a more aealouB and generous protector. Theatrical enlertaininenta w9 
Brat intmducud into Trance under bis reign. He received and weleoifl 
at bis court learned men from all onnatries, founded univermtiM, ifl 
the Bible and the Commentanes of Cicsar translated into French d| 
ooUooted 800 volumea of manuscripts in the Louvre, which were &

The ambilioQ of the princcB, his usoles. divided and eihvutrd it, yielding 
it ap fiunialicd and bleeding \o the enviny- It wiu a foerful period, fuU 
of lieuinii of apoLiattoa bf the great, and of fearful acta of letribution by 
tliB people. But ut length nationality became aroused by tbe hatrt.'d of 
isKiBxci dominioa. Franca, betrayed by its maatera, who kaev not how 
tu defend it, woa deattned In be aaved br tbs [leople. 

Miiiariia and liumity of Charlf VI.— Oa tlie death of bi» father, 
CharicB VI. waa only thulaen jeara old. His three iincloi, the dukei of 
Anjuu, Berry, and Burgundy, were like ao many kings who deaolated 
France in bis name. Tha mnjoritv of tlie yuung prinoo did not terminate 
Uuir qutrrsU. ^Vliilit Charlea V, waa expiring, the duke of Anjou 
Donunenccd by piUagtrig ihe royal treaiure. It waa Deceaaary t« proclaim 
nnr taxes, BeTolts broke out in Paris, in Eouen, In Compi^iie, ~~ ' 
throughout tie whole of Pieardy. It was impossible to oblaii 
farthing from the people. At Paris a man, mountfid on horseback, 
aasembled the muldtude, and annouDced that the king's treasury had been 
nibbed, and (hat on tbe following day a tax would be levied on proTieioaa, 
titec which he gallo|K:d away amid a ahoircr of atones. The people rose, 
and invaded the araenal for the purpose of Beijing arma, but only finding 
Itadan moUeta, they armed thenuelvea with t|iem, snd murdered the U 
CDlledors. Tlie government, intimidated, waa obliged lo tront vrith tl . 
mob, but caused their ringleadora afterwards to bu auwn into saeka during 
the night, and thrown into the Seine. 

There vere bloody rerolutioos on every side. The cruelties and 
txaotiona of the duto of Berry, goTernor of Languedoc, droTo tbe people 
into iJio foreala, where theyformed bands of robbers, oalled Tuffhint, long 
thBtsiTorof the nobles andthe rich. The Flemish burgeases, who were 
feremost in supporting their privileges and independence, were cantinually 
It w*r trith the nobles. The conqueron had no pity fur the vauguiahed. 
Iforc than ooce the entire population of a to wn was put to the sword. 
IIh«iiiia, Chalons, Orleans, ^ois, ajid Beauvais awaited the auscuas of the 
Flecniiigs, to massacre their nobility. Charles VI. resolved to advanoo 
Dpou Prntiders. The men of Ghent alone nombered thirty thousaud, well 
Dined, and under the uommaod of Philip Arteveld, son of the famoua 
bmrer, the allyuf Edward, and ertn more pnpular than him. The Flemish 
•nsy was eiltrrainated at Eosebccquf, between Tproa and Courtray. 
Ths body of Arteveld, fgund on the battle-field, was hung upon a tree, 
bfaeh tho rebela that even death eonld not exempt him Qom puniahmi 
(IMS). The war with Flanders had, however, not yet terminated. 
OlnrUM VI. was obliged to return and to treat with the English, who 
■gain threatened Fnuice. During tliis time, his uncle, the duke of Anjou, 
badly iuan;bed to the coaqaeit of the kingdom uf riapk-s, witli au army 
whiuh was deatroyed in ihe Abrozjii, by disease and famine, without 
hsTiBg Ctught.

palace of St. Pol (H22), having surrired his rival, Ilonry V, of Bnglmdr 
Ecarcely two months. Even in his lueid intervals bia mind wi« we>^, 
and incapable of deliberaliun, and thus, during his reign, the govnninavt 
was unsuble, the court distracted, and the nstjou reduced to the very 
brink of ruin. France, for tbe space of thirty years had no regular 
government, and was runt by civil and foreign wars. It may be truly 
■aid that this reign was the moat disastioue period of her history. 

Difftrmcet ititceen lie D-let iif Burgwidy and Orieaitt.—Tbe 
daka of Burgundy. Fhilip the Bald, assumed the reins of government. 
The regency would appear to have belonged to the brother of the king, 
I^uis of Orleans, who wae then in his Iwentvfirst year, or to his qui — 
leabella of Bavaria.

had carried the town of Fonttise by storm ; Lis aoouts bod arrived bt 
the gales of Paris. The duke of Burgundy and tbe dauphin had t 
ference logctber at Melun, which was followed by an apparent if 
dliation. But the Armagnaca, who did not wiah to see tbe in" 
which they had over the young prince divided, enticed the d_. 
Bnrjgundy a month afterloanotherintorview, on the bridge of Monlet 
Se bud ao sooner btnt bis knte before the daupbin, ib&o be w. 
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d Gtruck TJth ui axe ; tbe Llow waa followed up by oUjcn. Rnd 
Ma'Snke of Rurgundy fell murdered Bt ihe f«et of the dauphin, who did 
Dot deny biapxTtieipaUuu in the deed. Thua John the Fear lesa encountered 
ft £&te eimil&r to that whiuh he had indicttd on hia rival and nepheip, the 
duke of Orleans (1119). 

TMe King of Enghmd el Pari).— The son of John the Feorleea 
joiiied the Engliah to arenge his father. Henry caused the poor idiot 
iaa% to sign a treaty which gave him, logtlher with the hand of the 
prinoeu Catherine, the titin of regent pending the inoapaoity of Iho 
fang, and the crown of France at hia doalli. Thia fatal treaty wsa, 
mrertllales^ reociied without a murmur at Faria, and in many of Hm 
prtmDnea. The parliament sanctioned it, and condemned tiie dauphin to 
banidmmt far \ha murder of the duke of Burgundy. All the prinoes 
did homa^ ; those who were priaonera in England offered to recogaiBe 
Heajy V. to obtain their liberty. The Engliahman waa seated regally 
in the paUce of St. Put and at Yinuennea, administered the law, and 
fMsed taxee. On ITenry'g death, he left two kingduma to a child only 
Dine Bumtba old (U22). 



SECTIO:^ IV.-^OAN OF AnC-EXPUI-SION OF THE ENGLISH. 

Clurrlfi VII., mrtuimtd lie VUlorieus. — The dauphin, betrayed by his 
own ■dhercata, and abandoned by the towns of tlis north, had retired to 
Ifiepniviiirjei oCtbe soutli. Whilst thu two brothers of Ilenry T. reignitd 
It rata in the name of their nephew, whom Ihey had eauied to be 

proelumed at Bt. Denis king of Fmnce and England, a small kingdoTa 
VH b«ng or^iaaiaud at Bourges, where Charles Vil. had hia parliament, 
bii alBtes-gi;ni;ral, and hia university. Brare ohiefa such as Hircoint. 
1* £Unt, Dunoia, Barbazan, and SaintrailUa. The earl of Buchan and 
nanhal de la Fayette had defeated the £aglis1i at Beaug^ where the 
didcB of Clarence waa elain. " The little king of Boiirge«," as Charles 
«U oaUed in deriaion, gave himself up to pleasure far from the thaacre 
of Vnr; the Scotch troopa, which the conalable Stuart hroi;ght to hia 
NT*iG«, wiTB defeated at Crevant, and the royal army waa nmted at the 
btttle of Vemeuil. Haroourt, Aumale, and Narbonne, aa well as the 
mHb of Douglas and Buchan, were slain. 

ne Siegt nf Orlrant, — The English at length resnlTod to strike a 
Umt t^t should finally crush the hopes of Charles. They laid aiege to 
Orleans, the prinoipal town and support of bU party, its chief and last 
Kronghold. Charles now felt that the struggle wee (or his crown. Hia 
Imvest captains flung tbomaelvea into the place, and every ajtertion waa 
Bade for a vigorous and succesaful reaialance. The enterprise under- 
takes by the English was ardnous. Orleans, washed by a broad and 
npd river, could not, but with great difficulty, be invested. The earl 
of Kaliabory firat endeavoured tn oarry it by assault, but waa slain by a 
ilMie froiia an engine. Lord Suffolk, who suoueedud him, undertook the 
hopalflM task of a blockade ; but aa the town was always free to ingress 
•Dd tgrvm. at least of warri.irs, the operation waa rather a campaign than 
atirgv. The hasiard of Orleans, J.a Him, and SaintiEiillu&, wem >\» 
h«tt>ia of the French, The^e three French leaders, w\Ca J divo. ?.i.-qser. 
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le of tiiB Sootflh, attanked an English convoy under Sir I 

PutoUi the/ wura routed, and the Scotch, vith thoit leader, vign 
tlwu to « man. It being the time of Lent, the conToy was of AerHf^i, 
•ud the aodan ia known by Uiia Dame. The Eaglieh still retained tbeii 
superiority, and Orleans waa rnit likely long to hold out, vhea a pro- 
Bonage, enlrnaled, according ta popular belief, with a oelastial miadini, 
oMne to pluok coinage from the hitherto atout hearta of Ihe beaiegen, m 
glTe it, with all the enhancing force of aupcratition, to the French. 

Alretdy the report had apread that Charles VII., deapairlng of beiiij 
bUe lo preaerrs hii kingdom, had decided upon witbihSTing to unw 
distant relitat in Provenoe, when Joan of Aco presented herself befurt 
the king at Chlnnn, and declared that she would deliveT France from tia 
Engliah. She was a young girl of low condition, the laaid of ■ 
vilkge icji, a native of Domremy on the Meuae. Animated by a nored 
leTV foe FrsDco, she belioTed heraelf sununoued by a dirinc inspiiatiin 
to roatore the [ortunoa of the royal bouse. It ia probable that then 
■mouldered in many hearla the same ardent wishes fur the rescue of lit 
country aa Imd Taiiei these hopeful yisiona witiin her own, and it wa 
not long before the king pereaiyed the adyantages that might be drsini 
from her entlmaiaam. The purity of hec life, the simplicity of ha 
language, hei strange enthiiaiaam, gained upon all ; abe convinced ud 
called herself to be reapecled even by this eomipl and scoffing wmrt 
She was clothed in annour, mounted on boraeback, and ahovm In tlit 
people aa the heaven* ttppoialed deliverer of France. The vetylftrtii' 
this young girl sitting her steed with the ca^ and grace of an aoKua- 
plialted vurior, was hailed u a triumphant testimony in herfarouri 
and BO the maid of the village inn, with a white standard in one iaiA 
and a drawn sword in the other, act out for Orleans at the head of tlu 
bnveat obivalry of the time. 

The English were confounded hy thie aupemstujal viaitstian; uj 
when they actually aaw the maid of Orleans, aasbe was now called, nUr 
tonh ttaai the otty at the bead of the garrison, they were aeiaed WtB 
Bstonisbment and dismay, driven from their intrenchments, and. in GtWi 
as (he daunlleaa girl had foretold, oompelled to raise the siege. Tt* 
corunation at Hhemu was the next thing to be accomplished. Sut bow ) 
The whole country between woe in the hands of the English, wlioM 
armies lined the roads, and whose troopa garrisoned the towns. Chuta 
heutated ; but wlien the maid insisted that ho should begin the manll 
immediately, he complied, though able to muster only twelve Ibounal 
men. The English hosts retired from ihe presence of Joan of An. 
She led the king in triumph, as abe had pronused, t^i Eheims, when b 
was crowned and anointed with the holy oil. 

Burnii^ of Joan of Arc at Rmttn.- — The maid of Orlcana deemed h« 
miasion now actomplishud, and wished \a return to her peaceful vilUgt 
of Doraremy, Her entreaties to be released tiom a position which, wbiO 
unsupported by religious and patriotic enthusiasm, had become frightful 
to her feminise tastes, were mei by counter-enlrcalies on the part of tht 
king and his famous leader, llunois. Pour Joan yielded. 8hs ' 

to uie siege of Gompiegne, and in a sally >tlbe bead of tbo gan 

taken by the English. Her capturn mos conailered tantamount

I^QBo BuuuiationB of lorceiy sgiuuBt her whoEe only crime vu man'a 
fist dutj, to make ti religion of piLtriotiim, With all tha iDRaniiess and 
meltj of inqviiaitora, thEj laid Boarefl foe her wBakouBa, and employed 
BTery eSort to ghike bee ova conQdencs in her own purity and riitue. 
She yielded a momeot under their menucca and false promiug, thnnigh 
cihauation and hunger, but she nlways rallied bock to couisn, averred 
her holy miaaion, and defied her foei. She was burnt in the old maiket- 
[lUce at Eouen, " a blesaed martyr" in her count:j'a eauee {1431). 

Eipvttiun (^ iki Bagliih, — TIib duke of Burgundy, who had been 
ftpptUAted regent under Jlenry VI. by Bedford, felt a terrible reapon^i- 
bility weighmc upon Mm. He became raeonciled to Chsu-les, wbo 
tpared no aaurificc to win the support of eo powerful a Bubjcot. The 
amplcit poaeible amenda were made fur tlm murder of the late duie. 
The towns beyond the Somme were ceded to Burgundy, and the reigning 
duku waa exempted from all homage towarda tlie king uf France. Such 



aud deprived the Engliah of all hopes of rotaining tbeir conqueata in the 
kiagdam. Faria ahook off the English yoke, and Charles YII. entered 
his capital, alter twenty yean' exclusion from it, in November, 1137. 
Thenceforward the war loat ite aeriouB charaeter. Charles was gmdually 
etUbLished on hia throne, and the atruggle between the two nationi wa4 
ftablj canied on, broken merely bj a hv aieges and enterpiiaea, mostly 
to llie disadvantage of the English. 

Whilst the king, who was resuming his power gradually, exerted it in 
ordoniuinDoa, the nobility, or rather tbe princes of the blood, began U 
plot against tbe monarch. Tbe king took into his pay the remains of 
the free companies, and oonverted them from banditti into regular 
soldiers, ao that tbe unruly barons had lesa chance than formerly of 
diaturbing the public peace, and the people more chance of enjoying the 
fniita of their industry. The noblea throw themselves into several 
tdaoes, and commenced that odious disturbance called tbe Fraguent, 
which might have raised anew tJie hopes of the Engliah, if division had 
not thrown itself in their ranks after victory bad abandoned them. 
Charles VII. pursued the rebels into Champagne, seized upon their 
eaitlee, and caused the bastard of Bourbon, one of the most activfl 
tunentcrs of the troaaon, to be sewn up in a sack and drowned. The 
dauphin, who had at first joined tbem, rendered France the service of 
leaiUng against the Swiss cantons the turbulent bands of adventurers

Meanwhile hofltilities with England were suspended. The Englisb 
party was disorganised. SufRilk wished (o have the support of France 
uainat the duke of Gloucester, who desired a'continiiance of the war, 
•Hie marriage of Henry VI. H-ith the be-autiful Margaret of Aajou, whom 
h« look without dowry, led fo hopes of an approaching peace ; nevertbo- 
Jeaa, the war lasted five years longur. Dunoia invaded Normandy, 
kfUowardd Guienne; most uf the great towns surrendered, Bordeaux 
holding out the longest. 

I^ entire Wngdom was now dslivored tram the ^Tssmiiti it tom^ 
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annies. The town of Calais remained to the English, the onlrftint of lA 
much blood spilt and so many yictories achiered. Charles Vil. did nol 
even attempt to take it £rom them. AcoordSaag to the treaty of Abtmi, ha 
could not have retaken it except to giTe it to the duke of Biiigandy. The 
latter, uniting under his swaj French provinces and the entire of the low 
countries, was henceforth the real rivu of the king of France. 

The last years of Charles were embittered by the oondnot of Ms eldest 
son and successor, Louis XI. The dauphin had married against his 
father's wishes and command, and was summoned to court to answer fov 
his conduct ; but after attempting a rebellion he fled to Philip tiie Good 
in Burgundy, where he recompensed the hospitality with which he was 
reoeived by setting the duke at yariance with his son. The mistraa of 
Charles, Agnes Sorel, enjoys the reputation of having aninwted t)w 
indolent king to successful ezertioBs against tiie Rnglish ; she died (1460)| 
as rumour went, of poison administered by the dauphin, and the kmg hiB- 
self, full of dread, refused to touch food lest it should have been taintod 
by the same deadly arts : he died of starration (1461). Poaseesed of 
excellent abilities and a good heart, Charles occasionally acted wtfi 
-vigour, but he commonly sufiisred indolence and love of pleasure to i 
all his better qualities.

SECTION I.— LOUIS XI. 

t France on the Aeeeiiinn of Lntat XI., nunuimfrf /Ae A'sro i^ 
i i l tu . — Ttie work of Philip the Pair wns not yet PompleteJ. Tha 
feadil oystem, of which the logisW had ftttatked the prinoiples, 
nill mainBimed iUelf through the wealth of the great feudaturioa. 
6{ne« thd war with the English it neemcd to have resumed its former 
iwa;. The kingdom was cumpoied of twonty-Ecven proTiiLceg, tweWs 
of which rcmaioed in llie posiesfian of dukca and oounU, mostly 
related in lome degree to the king, sud who had nut Buffered 
tbemielTes to be deprived of any of the rights belonging to ths 
emwn, and aoaroaly of that of making war. The duke* of Orlcaoa 
■ad Alenifati, the connte of Foil, Armagnac, and Commingea, those of 
whom the king vsa at once the eoTereign and the aiiZEraia, had 
diemaelTea proHwd by the anamhy to recover their indepeadenCB. They 
wen king* in their own territoriee, and recugnised no law either humaii 
W divine. The count of Armagnac ityled himeelf count by the grace of 
God. Above these proud barona, wore the honwa of Brittany, Burgundy, 
•nd Anjou, which vied with the royal house in splendour and power. 
The duke of Brittany almoftt regarded himself ss a stranger tu France. 
Sw duke of Aojou poSBeHSod Anjou, Provence, Maine, and Lorraine, 
thai sarrounilinB on all sides the king's dominions. Aj tor the duke of 
Burgundy, he was the real chief of feudalism. Ue possessed a vast 
kingdom covered with opulent towns and strong castles. The elemeate 
of which this great power was composed were, in truth, too janing not to 
become disoniied ere long- 
In the general dismay the hopes of the people were turned towards the 
king. The king, in fact, repreBsed the disorders of the troops of banditti 
vtiicb infested the roads and levied eontribulions upon the peasanle, he 
nMnined the feudal court* of judicature, leaned for support upon the 
taana, and knew on occasion to show that no rank was placed above the 
bw. I/iiiia XL, moreover, did not seem dispohed to harass the country 
by fioh wars, preferring negotiation to combat. He dressed himself 
aasnJy. and surrounded himself with persons of low extraction. He 
mda the barber Olivier gentleman of his chamber, and Tristan I'Ermite 
heeiUcd hiacruny. He thus gained the love of the burgesses, as well as 
dt* hatred of the noblea. and was enabled, not without much difficulty, 
liowever, to miee to five millioni the impost! which under hia father's 
(sign did not amount to two miilions, 

Ai aoon as be found himself on the throne of Charles VII. , whose daya 
tie had shortened by his intrigries, ho no longer hid his impatience to 
hambte the aristocracy. Ue duuiisstidhin father' Emmulsia*,^i>^:a£v^^ 
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Buc lUianca which Charlea VII. had oontmoted with tliecitia„_ 

Use implacable dnomiea of the dukes of Burgundy ; he depiiyed the di 

of Bourbon of the goyernment of GiiiennB, the duke of Brittany oflill 
high juiiBdiction over the biahopa, and endeavoured to deprive him of hii 
C^sl rifhla. But it was, above all, against the dube of Burgundy that he 
directed hii sncroachmiints ; ho endeavoured to Gstabliah a rait tax in hii 
atatea, toi^ itom him the tmnu on the Sommo, and deprived of the 
lieutenancy of Normandy hia aon, the count de CharoLua, Hftenrardi h 
celebrated under the name of Charles the Bold. FranciH Sforza bad 
despoiled the house of OrleaoB of the duchy of Milan, and aided in driviij 
that of Anion from the kingdom of Naples. In returUi Louja recognisBd 
Bforaa aa duke of Milan, gave him up Savona and Genoa, asd entered into 
a tt«aty oEFensive and defensive with him. The inferior order of nobilitf 
was not spared ; through the repeal of the pragmatic Baoctioii, it had lad 
the inBuenco and profits of its right of appointing to bene&cea ; tiicj wot | 
even deprived of the riebt of cbaas, and those who infiinged upiiB.||ihd 
Uw, Louis KI. caused tbeir eaia to be cut aS. .^^^ 

League g/ the Public Gaod.—EffarU of the Eiag agaiiul tht ffoU^H 
At the funeral of Charles YII., Dtmois had aud to the assembled na^^H 
Let every one thiiOc of looking afler himself; and a genera', UDderMaMH| 
to unite against the common enemy was come to. The count of ChanuS^ 
the duke of Brittany, the duke John of Calabria, the count of ArmognWi 
tlie dukes of Bnurbnn and Nemoun, five hundred princes, knigbtf, ud 
Biquires entered into a vast plot, which they called the " League of the 
Public Good." Proclamations wore acittorod, addrcBsed to the peopbi 
complaining of the tyranny and faults of the government, and declamig 
that the nobles had taken up arms " solely for the public good." To Ihii 
almost uniTersal coalition of the nobility, the kiiig endeavoured to opgoH 
the towns. He abolished nearly all Uie taxes, orgaciaed a counnl si 
bargessoa, and of members of the parliament and of the Qniveraity, nJ 
to flatter the Paririans, confided lie iiueen to their keeping. 

The duke of Bourbon gave the first signal of rebellion (UG5): Ihehiiig 
cs^shEd him, took from him the Baurbannais and Auvergne, and aigned with 
him and the duke of Nemours the treaty of Kiom, whiub was not obaurvedi 
There was no coheaian in the attack of the confederates. The duke A 
Brittauy only joined the principal army after tbe battle of Monlhldry, 
which remained undecided. On this the king entered upon inudioU 
negotiations, concluded the treaty of Conflans with Charolaia, and tit 
treaty of Saint Mour with the princes. Ho ceded everything they aatad 
for: to his brother Normandy, which of itself yielded a third of tht 
king's revenue : to the count Charolais the towns on the Somme ; to bU 
the others itronghotds, seigniories, pensions, and ready money. It wail 
pillage of royalty and the kingdom- 
Bat the kme evaded and violated the treaties. He took advantage of a 
rebellion in Liege and Uinant to take bai^k Normandy, caused thii prov^not 
to be declared msBparahle from the crown by the states- general ; ud, 
threatening the duke of Brittany in hia capital with an army A filrtT 
thousand men, oompeUed liim to abandon the alliance of Burguody nt i 
Bngland. The league had bean formed anew. Louis SI. we"* >>— J*- 
to Peronne to see the doke of Burgundy, and to endeavour ti 
over. Sutlie had hardly arrived there when tidings nniyed that w 
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nMIion hkd broken out in Liege; the duke held his enemjiulu* paver, 
■ltd yra» arcnc to ipaj-inghiic. He, nevertbeleBB, contented himself witli 
ktemng htm i prieoner, and nude him rcElore to him the full poaaoBaian 
affile teiritories whicb, bfthe treatf of Conflsns, he had only held bf 
procinoua tenuro, and fluklly required that Louia XI. should aocampany 
hini to the liegG of Liege, to Btife in the bluod of (hit inhabitojita ft 
rsbellina which he himself bad etirred up. Later, ihe kiiig did not fail td 
G«u» the atites to annal tbat to wbicli he had sworu at Pcrunne (I46S). 

JleifertheleBS, he had been defeated a aeeond (dniE. The power of hii 
enemiea aeemed to have grown wilt all the ettorl* he had marie to enish it. 
Such was the grandaur of the duko of Burgund)', that he recelTsd ambai- 
ndon from all Chriatendom, and that one of tbe electtra offered him ths 
imperial crown. All that the king had in hia favour was, that llie people, 
erueUj' disabuacd about the results of the league, stood in need more than 
erer of peace. The nobles once more gave up France to the foreigner. 
They Bummoned the king of Arragon, Juan II., w}io demanded tnck 
Eouasillon, and the king of Engknd, Edward IT., brother-in-law of the 
dokaof Burgundy, who, oa usual, claimed back " hia kingdom of France." 
Louis »ther eitaicalcd himself, or was eitricated, from all difflcultieB 
leapeoting hia brother, by Uie death, of that prince, which took plaoa 
•ndidenlf and opportunelf. A poisoned peaeh, whicli was presented to 
lum, and of which bo himself and his mistreaB partook, occasioned 
the death of both. After the death of the duke of Guienne, Louis 
turassed, combated, anil won over the cocfcderatea one after the other, 
npuloed Juan from Bousailon, and pruStcd by the truce of Senlis to cany 
DD searetlj, by means of the poniard and poison, a war of extermination 
iguDst his enemiea. When Edward IV., who bad been induced tn 
■UTsde France by the duke of Burgundy, landed, the duke, instead at 
inning him, kept his troopa employed la the oonqueat of Lortune. 
Edwa^ who loved pleaauie oran more than glory, was bought off by 
Louig, who permitted him to keep his kingdom of France, on conditioii 
diat he returned immcdiHlely to England ^147£). 

Thia treaty, coooludcd at Pjquigny, decided the duke of Burgundy to 
si^ a tcuce. The duke of Brittany, on his side, was likewise brought to 
(rsBt, and the league, re-formed for the fourth time, was definitiTely 
dinnlved. 

Wirr of tht Daie of Buri/iBtdy against the. Swiu, — Louis 'SI, and 
CfaaiUa the Bold had mutually nvenup their allies to each other; Charles 
pnimised to abandon the king of Arragon, and delivored the constable Bt. 
Pol ta the king, who caused him to be tried before his parliament, and 
Bfierwardj beheaded in t)ie Place do Orire. Oa the other hand, Louis 
cava up to the ambition of the duke of Normandy, the ATaai iniiii, the 
Bwtss, and the young duke of Lorraine. This infamous treaty proved the 
rain of Charles the Buld. He had conceived the design of re-oatabliahine 
tjke ancient kingdom of Burgnndy on a large scale. He had entered 
Lnraine, made himstU master of Nancy, and put the young duke to 
light. All the princes of the empire tose and collected an army of 
•BS bniidred thousand meru The Swiss united in league with &a 
Anatriana. their old eni^mies occupied Vaud, which belonged to one of 
llw aUiaa of Charlea, and defeated the duke of Burgundy's troops at 
Hirieowt.

Poliiy of LouU JT,— Since totdt XI. was deiirared from his most 
radoubtBble eaemica, he followed up the humbling of the nobles and the 
■^randisement nf the domains of the crown with the mriet undaunted 
perseverance. Ho conSseated the duchy of Elampes, purchuasd the 
RgUa of Kioole of Slois from Brittany, caused the duke of Nemoura tu 
be beheaded, dictated to the nephew of king Kdne the will he should make, 
retainedthecauntof Perche in prisim, sod garrisoned all his towns. Of the 
three ^reat feudal powers which existed on hia accession, none remained 
but Bttttiny. Thus his task was abduttobeconaummated. France was 
approscliiug to unity. But at the same time die royal power was almost 
boiuuUeea. The nobles !□ vuiu endeavouTed to recover from the blow 
whicb had struck down the heads of the constable St. Ful and of ths 
daks of Nomoura, Rmluoed to nuBerable backstairs inlrigued, they 
became the accomplices of royalty when tkey could do longer be itj 
idrcsraaries. 

Tbe death of Louia XI. was haatonod by three aucoessire strokes of 
apoplexy, the last of which he survivi^d a week, and preaented one of tha 
lUMt awful pictures the imagination caa conceiro ; be exhausted overy 
power of medicine, devolinn and artifice, to prolong his eiiatence ; reliea 
were brought from all parts, and a celebrated hermit was eent froni 
Calabria, whose prayers he conceited would restore him to htnlth. Ha 
died at Plesais lea Tours, and waa buried at Notre Dame de Clesy, near 
llrieams, a church which he had caused to be erected (148!!}. 

Looia wag insidious, absolute, and tyrannical, and of a muat treacherous 
and deceitful disposition. Hia maxim was. " Ho who did not know how 
to Assemble, knew not how to reign," But with all he waa a politio 
TOAaaTchf toe the kiugjjm was greatly advanced and improved by him.

Alter this, having cunGded the 
nvemmeat to the lord and ladj of Beaujeu, he collected an armj of 
Biiity thousand men, an artillery uf ono hundred and fifty cannons, the 
but ptsctiged in Europe, and threw himself into Itoly. He bad bardlj 
ntfficient reBourcea foi a fev days. As soon an he had paseed the frontier 
he WBS obliged to pawn the diamonds of the duchess of Savoy. 

Amidst the dieordei which prevailed in Italy all summoned the French 
to ibsii aid. Ladovico 9forio bad usurped the duchy of Milan over his 
B»fiutr, then in prison, and needed tbeir aid to raaintiiin himself there.

Anne was&pioua, 
phssla, and exemplary queen, who eaerciaed great influDHEe over Louia, 
Tiiii princess firat inatituted the order of maida of hanonr to tlie quem; 
first had the prerogatiTo of gaarda und gentlemen of her own ; and WM 
the first who gire audience Co foreign anibussdurs. Louis, frommotiTM 
of policy, contracted, at the age of fifty-two, a nmrriags with the aiitei of 
Henry VIII., Mary af England, who was but siiteeo, and tor beauty tai 
lively manners, the admiratioQ of the age. In a few weeks after bit 
marriage he was seized with a fever &iid dysentery, which carried bin oS 
at the palace of the Toumelles, in Paris, on the lirst day of the year (ISl^, 
leaving a daughter only. 

Gorerrnneni of Louii XII. — Louis Xtl. only summoned the ststM* 
general once, and then only to atrongthen himaelf with their aulhuritf 
to yiolate a treaty wbioh might lead to the dismemberment of thl 
empii'e. But if ho would follow nu other rule than his own will uul 
pleasure, it must be admitted that he only exertod it for the purpose of 
doing good, and of enhanoing the proaperity of the country. In the stody 
of the TraatiM of Righls and other philoeophical works of Cato, he d(e» 
inapiratiuna of good go»Emmont.

He aUotted fixed 
stipends to mogietrates, to render them Ie«a accessible to corruptMH) 
abiilithed the venality of judir.atOTy offloes; established for tbe inquiiT 
into the monnera and probity of the judges a tribunal of cenanrsi 
rapresaed tbe cupidity of the lawyers *, and realised several of the wiibci 
pHtfanh by the states of 1484. 

Tbe victories of the Swiss over Ohsries tbe Bold had taught him Uat 
infantry canstitutes the real strength of armies.

Charles VIL, in instituting the franc arcifri— an important inalituUaBi 
which armed the peasnnts, and called them firth, not at tbeir lonl'i bid- 
ding, but at the king's — bad commenced this rernlution. Louis XJL 
completed it. He regulated the pay of tbe eoldiera, be submitted tlw>*l 
to a rigorui2a diivipliDe, anJ shi-llcred the towns and the oouatry fromi 
itDta oS robbery nnd plunder which hud Up to tliat time been piacliaadj 
tbe eoBipaitifa, The Italian wars had uoat France Little treasuro. 
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oontributioiis levied upon the conquered countries nearly always defrayed 
the expenses of the expeditions, which were destined to raise the yan- 
quished to the same leyel of civilisation as the conquerors. Arts and 
learning took great strides under the reign of Louis XII. The king 
collected Tfduable libraries, amongst others those of the duke of Milan 
and the king of Naples, which he caused to be conveyed to France. He 
attracted to his court the most distinguished scientific men of Italy, and 
was a generous protector of literature. Lascaris, Aleander, and William 
Budeons illustrated his reign by their classic, scholastic, and antiquarian 
lore. Tissard, a professor of the university, was the first in France to 
print Greek works, (raguin cleared up the national antiquities of France. 
Xieholas Grilles and John Lemaire compiled histories &om chronicles, and 
mixed them, it must be said, with a good many fables. Amelgard, Jean do 
Troyes, Oliver de la Marche, Jean de Salnt-Gelais, Philippe de Comines, 
Jean Molinet, and Claude de Seissel wrote memoirs, and have bequeathed 
to us precious documents upon the events which had passed before their 

eyes. 

Louis XII. was altogether one of the worthiest princes that ever 
swayed the sceptre ; his prudence was eminent, but he was most dis- 
tinguished for a goodness of heart, which perpetually exposed him to the 
impositions of the crafty. He was endeared to his people by his for- 
bearance in levying taxes, and by his strict administration of justic^e ; so 
that at Ms death it was proclaimed in the palace, " Le bon rot Lout's 
dinuCf pkre dupeupley est mart r (The good king Louis XII., the father 
of the people, is dead !) And the title was well deserved. 
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^Hh Congiteit ofthi Milantti — France, which appeared oast downtll 
the death of Louu XIL, diepUyed utouniimg reeourcea under hi* nc- 
oeaior, Francis I., sumuned the Patron of Loamlng. He was dsmended 
from the second son uf Louis ol Orleans, murdered iu HDT. and htd 
manied Claude of France, daughter of the late king. At Ms acoeiaiai 
he was twenty years of age. 

The first thought of the new BOTsreign was to recommence the -m 
and to recover the Milanese. He Becured himself allies, n^ crossed llu 
A]p9 hy a road never before trsTcrsed by an army. The Swiss, vts> 
guarded the passes of mount Cenis and mount Eruoevra, leamt vith 
astonishment that the French atmy bad debouched thiough the valley of 
Argentigre. The Italians did not Buepeet the possibility of so hardy in 
enterprise. Prospero Colonns was traversing Piedmont at tlie heed of 
the papal cavalry to join the Swiss, and was reposing at Tillofnuielie, 
when the biwn. was surprised, and Golonna himself and his truope l^ua 
prisoners by La Palisse and d'Aubigny. The news of this surprise woa 
reached Uie Swiss, and they abandoned in a rage their now uselen 
position, retreating to Milan, and pillaging the towns thuy were obliged 
to evacuate. Their disappointment produced quarreU betWEen ihechleb. 
The cardinal of Bion reproached one of the captains of Berne with par- 
tiality to the French. The captain and his soldiers, by way of retoit, 
demanded their pay, and the cardinal, the sworn enemy of France, Wis 
obliged to fly from their clamours. 

This opened the way fur negotiation. The king, with the rest of 111 
anny, bad in the meaniime crossed the Alps, and lay cnE:amped tt 
Marignano. The prowess of the Swiss was dreaded, and the terrific day of 
Novara was held in remembrance. Consequently, when they deniaDded 
s large sum of money for themselves, and a pension for Maximitisn 
Bforza, in retom for evacuating the Milanese, the terms were granted. 
Francis raised the money instantly by borrowing of his officers, and 
envoys were already despatched with the stipulated sum, when tidiagl 
were brought to the constable that the Bwias, in lieu of concluding t 
treaty, were meditating an attack. The cardinal of Sion had in&t 
hurried back to Milan on the first news of the acconunodation. He 
called his countrymen round him, harangued them, and rekindled flut 
hatred to the French for which history assigns no sufficient cause. 

The BwiaadeterminBd toaurpriae the French, to oany the ardlleiy in 
the first attack and turn it on their enemies, an operation so succeufiil 
at Novara. A desperate engagement took place, which lasted for two 
days, and ended in the complete rout of the Ewiss (15 IE). Thus didtlu

democratic frevdom. But it iras cMefiy in pracunng the repeal of the 
pragnmtic uuiclion, that bulrarli of the rights of the Gallicon church, 
that Leo showed his sag^ity.

Soma 
lin>n''t'" after, when Cbarlea of Austria succeeded Ferdinand the catholia 
in Spain, he agreed upon the treaty of Noyon, by vhioh Europe enjoyed 
a abort interval of repose (I61G). 

FSrtl War vilh SJjo)ii (o Ike Trcaly of Madrid, — At the death of Uaii- 
tnllum I. the choice of an emperor, induenoed by fear of the Turkish 
•drance in Hungary, fell upon Charles V., the youthfid beir of the 
Aostrian states. The kings of France and England hod both been candi- 
tfatea for that chief phico among the princes of Christendom. The 
territories of the new emperor were vist : heir of the reigning houses of 
Ansbia and Spain, hif sceptre rttlcd, beiidea thu Nel^erlan^, tlie tick 
dowry of Mary of Burgundy, and the newly-discovered regions of 
Spanish America. Half of Europe in band, he conceived the project of 
nilinf; the whole of it It is then that the bloody rivalry between 
Franci* I. and Charles V. commenced.

Francis 
delayed Ms departure ta Italy, and prevented the liaing, but did not aot 
in person. He had entruatM the uommand of the troopa to a favourite, 
Btvudret, an incapable, whom he iei\t to the Milaoaso. The frontiara 
were naprotecled, and the enemy invaded France. But bravo chiefs 
»aTed the coontry. The Spaniards were repulsed before Bayonno; tha 
duke da Guise drove the Germans from Champagne; the duke de Yea- 
d&me and La Trifmoille, with a handful of eolliers, harassed, famished, 
and ignominiously expell<^d an army of English and Flemings which had 
penetiated to the borders of the Oise, only seven leagues distant from 
Pais; Bourbon and the impeiialista were defeated before Alnrfcilles. 

In Italy the French were less fortunate, and had suffered au irretrieV' 
able loss. The incapacity of the favourite Bounivet had caused their 
dsfeat at Behec and Komagnano. They were onus more driveu beyond 
tlte Alps. The biavo Bayard, who was always chosen for a forlorn hope, 
in corering the retreat of the army at the action of Biagrasse, was 
vonnded. The gallant chevalier, feeling tua wouud mortal, caused hlm- 
nlf to be placed in a eitting posture beneath a tree, his face to tha 
memy, and his aword fixed in guise of a cross before him. The conatahla 
Bourbon, who led the imperi^iats, soon came up to the dying Bayard, 
mi aatpreascd his aompisaion, " Weep not for ma," aaid the ohevalier, 
"but for thyself. I die in performing my duty; thou art betraying 

lUoe."

Dienta at the head of hia gendarmerie, flinging himself between Uie 
eaem; and his oim artilleiT, vMoh was thus mulnid and rendered aea- 
ieaa. The old herooa of the Italian wars. Lb Folisse and La Tr^moille, 
n-ere killed i eight Cbooauid men perished vith them. Many were made 
priaonera. The king did prodigies of Tulour. His horse had been aUsi 
under him; he defended himself on foot; hie armour was completely 
abattered. He at length gave himself up to the viceroy of Naples, to 
whom kneeling be yidded bis sword. In tbe evening he wrote to hit 
motlter, andaignified his calamity in these words: "Madam, all is bet 
save our honour" (1625). 

Even honour appeared lost later, Francis was laken as a prisoner h 
Spain. His health began to suffer, and the emporor, afraid of lonug 
his prisoner by death, req^uirod from him a trtnty, known aa that of 
Madrid, wbiab the king signed with a socret and diabenourablo prolcit, 
andoerar intended tn keep. He placed his cblldren in the hands of 
Charles as haatages, andrecavered bis liberty (16S6). 

SMOHd War tmtil the Treaty of Cambm^. — Since bis victory at Fsnt 
Oharles Y. hod cesaod to propitiale his allies ; they had, therefore, ahm- 
doned him. Francis I. treated at first with Henry YIU., and ofterwmU 
with the Italians, who were at the mercy of the imperialist armies ; Uien, 
when tbe emperor BummoiLod him to esecute the trestT of Madrid, he 
demanded a rendezvous or cKamp-eloi for a single combat, wbioh hnr- 
ever, notwithstanding the choler of both parties, never took plncic- 
He expected a terrible war, and only tbongbt of preserving France tna 
on invasion. Italy was preyed upon by a ferocious soldiery. The im- 
perialists attjLcked Home and carried it by storm. The cruelly of tlie 
GBrmaii soldiers was unequalled. They indulged in the most nonible 
extravagance of debauch and impiety. For two months they remainsd 
masters of the city, and tbe Pontiff was QnoUy oiiliged to currendor luui' 
self a prisoner (1527). Francis I., who had regarded the Italian war ua 
diversion, decided upon sending on army when he Eeamt tbe sacking at 
Borne and the captivity of the pope, Laatrec once more took a portioll 
of the Milanese, and oiigbt fiuther have been able to drive t£a im- 
perialists out of Lombard^. The court of France restrained hia ardour, 
and left bim in want of money for bis troopa, when tbe deputies of tlis 
three orders, feeling the countiy in danger, dtd not hesitate to maka any 
saorifipe. New armies were sent into Italy. Lautreo besieged Naples, 
was atnick by pestilenca, and died (1628). Tbe Oenoase Dorio, wounded 
by tbe court of Franee in his own interests end those of hia country, 
gave himself np to the emperor at the moment wbcn his engagemenU 
with Franco expired. Naples was lost, the remains of the French amy 
capitulated, and some months after the imperialists retook the MSanesa 
from the count Bt. Pol, who was made prisoner. 

Francis I. demanded peace. He promised his Italian alliea not || 
wparnte Mb cause from theira; but by the treaty which be o ' ' "

Eismothei 
had iiut died, leaving the enormous sum of 150,000 golden crowns; he 
mplofed this manof in making some Toforma and in regaining a natioiul 
faiaiatT7, which hs carried to forty thousand men. In order to save 
Franoe, ha decided, after a goed dioal of hcaitutiun, upon arming the 

When Charles V. believed that Francis would, ere long, be compeUed 
to implore his pity, the latter all of a sudden displayed new resouccca ; 
he invaded Savoy and Piedmont, but, on arriving at the frontier of the 
Milanese, ha leamt the death nf the dnke Francis Sforjia, and withdrew hie 
troops. The duchy naturally oome back to him ; he thought he might 
iBckon upon the good faith of the emperor, and demanded of him to be 
invested with it. Charles V. put him off with promises, gained time to 
mllaot /orOBs, and declsred afterwards that he was about to m^ke him the 
poorest gentleman iu Europe, by taking Fnuioe from him. Three a

Thakrmyof the Natherlanda was liketriae ranted before Poronne. and 
that of Spain had been entirely defeated in Languedoc. 

France was saved (193S). After hostilities which lasted all the year,^ 
tiie exhaustion of the rivals, led to the trace of Nice. The monarehl-l 
met at Aigues Mantes, visited each other, forgot their mutual quBiteli, % 
inaalta, cbsUengeB. and hate. ■ 

The ohivalroua Francis I. was deairons of not being behind bond in tlii« 
new friendship. He regained &om pro^ting by the revolt of the imperial 
troops Id the Milanoae, by the diacontoat of tho Cuitos of Castile, or by the 
revolt of the Ohant men. lie aulfered Charloa V. peacefully (o paaa 
through Franoe to go and chastcie hia aubjacts in the low countnes. 
Charlea was less sorupuloua. Vhen he had done with hia refractory 
labjei^, be announced ta the king of Franoe that he should not give up 
the Milanese to him, and caused two of the king's envoys ' ' 
nated, in order to precipitate a rupture. 

Francis bad lost a portion of his allies, he had now none left hut tha 
Turics, the duka de Clieea, and Uie kings of Sweden and Denmark, wtut' 
could not much in£aence events. He raised fivu armius, sjid irLV«diiA]

become reooncUed with him, had defeated the king of Scotlaod. 
decided to penetrate into the heart of Franoe, without loaiag ti_ 
boaieging frontier towns, to make tbcmseWuB nuBters of Farii by m 
stroke, and to divide the epoila of yiotory. Whilat the Frenckin" 
was gaining in Piedmont the brilliant battle of Cariaoles, the impc

In Champagne, the anaj of Charles V, 4 
atarred and decimated by thopeaaantry, aa ithad been in Frovenue. r 
English were loaing their time before Boulogne. Cjurt intrigues *enr~| 
bowerer, again on the pointof crowning the fortunes of the enemy, Oiuii I 
the king's mistresses, the duobeaad'Etampca, was at strife with amisbM f 
of the dauphin, Diana of Poitiers. To gain over Charles V. on her side, ill I 
gave up to him Epemai and Chateau-Thierry, two maganines ahoodaiit^ I 
stored with proyiaiona. The Spaniard* were only two days' mucb tltm I 
Palis. But they dreaded a return of famine; the Turks, morMinh I 
compoUed the emperor b> return to Hungary. He. therefore, oonaentedU I 
sign the treaty of Orcapy, by which Francis jenouncod his pcetenaiiinsiqion 1 
Naples, Oharlef hii own upon BuFgimdy, and thu duke of Orleuu ni I 
iuTested with tbe Milanese (lfi44). I 

Between the English, who had auooeeded in taking Boulogne, and &a I 
Frenab, the war atill continued. Francis, foF the ^rst time, mads S" 
greatest efforts on a new element. Ordering his Mediterranean g 
lojoin thaae of the weatom porta at Havre, he colleoted a fleet 
hundred and thirty-ail ahipa : the king went with his eourt to b 

Eilt to sea, and gave a banquet on hoard the largest veaael, 01 
undred tons, which accidentally took fire, and was burned ere it QuJM 
the harbour. Annebaut, who, as admiral, commanded the fleet, uStSM 
tbe lale of Wight. The English fleet, amounting to about uzty mAi I 
came out from Portsmouth to cannonade, but avoided an action wiumdi I 
a superior force. The French landed and insulted tha Engliah, i 

to provoke them to come out ; but, failing in his purpose, the fliet 

back to its own shorea. By land they endeavoured to re-take BoulogM, 
but with no better snei^os*. Peace was the result of this campaign. 
Francis agreed to continue to Henry the usual yearly tribute, and aa 
additional sum was to be paid for Boulogne, wbidi was to be leeUmi to 
the French after the lapse of eight years (1546). 

Francis I. died in 1647. His death was oreasioned by a slow fayw, 
from which he sought relief by eierciae and travelling, till at length ho 
found hlmaeUao ill at Itsnihouillet, that he was unable to continue ki 
journey. He died in the fifty-third year of his age, a few weeks afler his 
rival, Henry VIII, of Ensland.

In Italy, already master of Naples and tha 
liilanese, that is to say, of the south and the north, he canimDnoed tha 
conqitAat of the centre by the introduction ofa Spanish garriAon at Siennap 
by tiie inrasion of Placentia, and the atlaclt of PannaJ155I). 

Henry 11., Eumamed the Warlike, who eucceeded Franuis I,, and who 
bid been called to tils father's counuila during hie lifetime, continued hia 
pidicy. One of the earliest measures of his reign was to secure binuell 
the illiance of 8eotland, by the betrothal of Mary Stuart with tlis 
i»liphin. He eipelled the EngUah from the posscaaions which they still 
liad on the continent, and threw an army into Italy. The territories of 
llle new pope, the ally of Gharlea V., were ravegi>d, the impurialials 
farced to raise the sirge of Parma, and tbe pragresa of the cmpcrui arrested 
in central Italy (155L). 

At the same lime, he stood forward as the defender of thu liberty of 
Germany; allied hiuiseif with Maurice, the elector of Saxony; invaded 
Lnmune, and inoorporiWd with the kiagdom ths thriw bishoprioi 
f¥erdnc, Toul, and tLetz). He prepared triinself to orcupy Alsatia, and 
lo give the Rhine as a limit to France, when Charles V., by the peace of 
Plasau, (panted lo the Gorman princes the re- establishment of their civ-i 
Md religinus Kbeities. Henry, abandoned by his allies, withdrew hia 
toopa (IJSa). 

Philip II. of Spain sent an army on the frontiers of Pieardy, and the 
fl^erur Ohatles himself led one amounting to one hundred thousand 
HKA to besiege Meti, and to regain that town. The intrepid defence of 
tfao duke of Guise aaved it, hoverer. The suldieia of Charles Y., dying 
of tnmger. received bread from the besieged. Less generous, they 
jdlUged in Pieardy four towns, burut three hundred Tillages, and burnt 
ihamHOsn in the churches. Henry II. was obliged to divert them, by 
HMigiDg the Netb^lands. The emperor bad an army defeated and two 
ItfT* ilrilnijiiil (ISfiS). The war, neTerthel ess, remained without result. 
Bl Itdty. tbe Frenuh iriiitleasly endearoured to stir up Naplua, and to 
iHltMit'' UiemielTflB in Sienna. Mare fortunate in the norlli, they took 
kponum at Piedmont. Charles V., weary of the vicissitudes of furtnne, 
nnnied all hia princely state, and became a monk of the monastery of 
St. Jnatus, in Plaeentia, in Eitramadura. in Spain. He loft the empire 
(a bl« brutber, bis kingdoois to his son (Philip II.], and signed a truce 
■ritll Hujrr II- (1S&6). 

^vt amtntioii of Philip II. waa as active and mere obstinate than that 
tiher. The king of Franco bad to combat his projects of iavosion, 
id lisd to Munbat tliosfl of Charles V, But the same intrigue* 
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n-hich had en ofteD oflmpTomusd the fortuneB of Franoo, exerdied' 
deplorable inflaaooe uvec thie &eib war. 

llenry II. sent two Brmiei, ons into FituideiB, undEir tJis ooutll 
Montmorency ; Uie uUuir inlJi Italy, under the ocdera of the duke of Onil 
As might have been espected, the pope did not famiili the Frenoli iri 
the BmiliRry army whitii ha had promiaed to them. The duke of Oai 
penetrated into the AbrUKzi ; but hie impetaoutyfailed aguoat iJie od 
ttnd ekilled lemporiaation of the duke of Alva.

Calais in the winter mrmths, when the oyerfluwing of the maidn 
rendered the town approacbahle only by a single causeway. Despite tl 
warnings of king Philip and oi Wentworth the govcmur, Calais wai U 
with a garrison of merely five hundred men. Guise fell suddenly opg 
it in January (15a8), took the external forts by assault, and then ti_ 
citadel; tho town itself surrendered aAer a siege, arralher attack, of ai^ 
days. It had been in the poeseaaioa of the English for two hundred 
thirteen years. 

Tho English havitig no longer a landing place in France, were no i 
to be feared. Guise continued the couj'se of hia viclorieE 
master of Thianville, of Dunkirk, and carried hostilities 
territories.

The revival uf kClera wae deetined J 
to yield fruitful results. The art of printing diffused light to eTeij [ 
mind ; examination and reflection took the place of faith and habit. Hu J 
spirit uf liberty took refuge Bgaiuat t jnumy in the inmost recesst 
Gonecieace of man, and i^uenced religion until it could make it 
with a new power in giulitieal inelitutiona. In 1£21 t^e Sorbo 
condemned Luther. This eufSced to attract the public atCenllan of K 
tu the opiniona of the innovator. Several members of the dbrn in 
diatelf embraced them, and preaohed them in the dioeese of H 
amongat the clothiera and woollen carders. From that momen 
tion commenced — a persecution implacable, infuriated, and bi 
horrible tormenta. The clergy and the parliament outvied eaci 
ftiry. Francis I. at firat endeavoured to stem the torrent by oi, 
it lome spirit of toleration. He Listened to the ainging of the pi 
Marot, uumpoaed to aira of ballads, by the gentJemen and Udia 
court. The men whom he lilted the most, the learned men, i . 
themselves in tavour of the new doctrine. He protected the fint F\ 
prol^fltants, heailated for a long time, invited Meloncthon to F 
order to dcviae same reconciliation between the two parties, ani 
favoured the isvolutiDn of Geneva, which became the focua of Calvinianl \ 



Already had anabaptism terrified France nod Gen 
with its feroeious enthuaiasm. The imagoa of the saints we; 
where destroyed, public order was threatened ; in 1628 a atat 
virgin, placed at the corner of the me dea Hosiers in I'aria, i. .

MfiiiDK but knowledge to create a new fiitb (1635). Calrin, who WM 
eqnallj eloquent with tongue and with pen, was the ycry poraon needed 
iy a risiiLg sect as a defender and a guide. Ua had courage, xeal, sod 
leanung- Edncatcd at ona time for the churuh, and at a later period fiir 
the law, he united tho information requisite for both professions. He 
bad traTelled, and seen two courts ; had been the friend of the queen of 
NavBUe and of the duchsss of Ferrara ; and was much more fitted than 
LotlMi' to be the efiectire preacher of a now doctrine to ciTilised France. 
The doctrine soon apread. It freely dereloped itself in the free city of 
QenaTa, penetrated to Nararre, the conunereiol town of Bochellc, the 
IcaEned lUtiea of the interior, Poitiers, Bourges, Orleans, and e»en to the 
tow coanCries and to Englmd and Scotland. Persecution aided its pro- 
pen ua much as the preachings ar.d wrltlngi; of the refotmers. On the 
Biocioiis massacre of tho last of the Yanduis, the desccndanli of the 
AUngeDseB, whom the reader cannot have forgoi ten, which converted one 
of the most inbabitod and fartilc protincea of southern France into a 
iMcrt. the horror waa uniTcrsal, and the new religion spread openly 
Ibmighout the kingdom (1646).

Conferonoea wst 
opened, and anew tr^stywasenleredinto, conceding the same pririlc|i:" 
OB before to the Hnguenola (1573). 

Charles IX. fell into ill health i he seemed a prey to a furiouBd.UriuEa; 
the apeetres of his victims appeared before his eyes. In the last Digbl 
of his life his nuTse heard him moaning and weeping. £he drew tk 
curtain, and the king, with sobs and tears, exclaimed, " Ah, my aune. 
my nnrsc ! what blood ! wiiat laurdera ! Ah ! I have followed eiil 
counsel. Oh, my God, hare mercy on me !" From the pores of liil 
shin the blood gushed forth, and covered his bed with the stain ; and in 
this condition ho cKpirad, at the age of twenty-four. SOth Slay (loTl), 
cue year and nine mcuths after the fatal night of St, Bartholomew. 

The character of Charles IX. is written in the events of his reign. 3a 
waa acrucl and perddiuuB prinee, and although a great portion of tlu 
burden of his crimes mtut full on the leligiou which prompted and bil- 
lowed them, yet to have been instrumental in perpetrating such atnwitll^ 
is sufficient to condemn him. 

Henry III. — Charles dying without children, the succession fell toUi' 
brother, the duke of Anjou, who had been elected lung of Poland aih ' 
time previous tn the death of Charles, and had set out for that ooimt 
The crown of Poland, snbordinate to a fierce oiiatocncy, had long beo 
crown of thorns, and a law was at last passed, putting it out of lbs powv 
of any occupant of the throne to retieve himself of the weight of niTiity 
by abdication. On receiving the news, iherofbre, of his Bcceeaioa U thl 
X^ial dignity in his native country, Henry deceived his attendanta, AW^ 
■" " of the palace by nighl, and did not rest till ho had croaml lit 
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■ of his turbulcat kingdom. IIo thi^n sUiJcened hia speed, tvi 
g hiniBelf with tbeffltes tbat welcomed him on his ro»d, tonaunrnd

Threu priacea 
of tbe blood were at the head of the DanEedenitei : after many atrugglea, 
th9 oonrt was obliged to yield, and to aocept the freaty of Loches, by 
wbidi the protestanta obtained large conoeisiaas. The duEe of Alun<foii 
oMnined Anjou aad other provinces !□ appanage, and henceforth -waa 
tOr^ei dukeof AnJoQ. 'He Huguenota were allowed ten towns of aeouiity 
in lien of >ii, and the appointment of a certain number of judges in the 
parHament (1676). 

The treaty dC Laches disguited the body of the catholics, who, for a 
kmg time, bad loudly murmured against Henry's weakness, and wh.oM 
{irirmta hsbitB of life contributed still more, if passible, than his public 
mc— area, to render bira contemptible. Ilespent his time in the strangest 
wtj ; tbongh he hod sha-vn some rigour when onlj> a priace, baring 
de&>tedCande' at Janiac, and reducud Iluuhelle, yet cow he found his 

V^tBe he trifled away hia hours with them, ho at the same time counted 
bit nmrj of death'! bends, and i;hiiuat«d the litanies of his church. The 
imnkntiiig leaders of the catholic party formed a scheme called the 
leafuM, to aet aside the reigning aorareign, and to transfec the crowa to 
Hflnty of Guise, son of Fraacia, the rccorerer of Calais, and one of the 
Aisf actors in St. Bartiolomew. To disappoint these designs, the king 
pot himself at the head of ihe league ; then, on the other hand sought to 
irij on the pruteslaat parly against the Guises, and tbea again sunk info 
OlB nbyaa of folly and dobiiuchory. Time paued iti outbreaks and 
aammmodations. Ueanwhilu the death of the duke of AnJou, the king's 
brother (1684), gave new life to the civil dissension, for it made Henry 
of Bourtion, king of NaTarrc, a protcstant, next heir to the throne. The 
diAeof Qoise now deeming himself on the fnot^teps of the tbrone, treated 
nWi Fhiiip n. and the pope ; raised a thousand men in Iiorraiae, and 
i&nd up Champagne and Piecsrdy. Henry of fifani, on the other hand, 
WM lAewise preparing to defend his rights. A third of the kingdom was 
in tie power of the leagusre, and a third fell into the power of the 
iBfbrmBiB. Paris was divided into sixteen wards, and the council of 
dMwn, in the ioteiest of the league, hatched a hundred diScreiLt plots 
«gHn<t Henry III. Gaiso was forbidden to approaoh Paris, but the king 
MoU not pay a courier to cany hia orders. Guise came, asaerting that 
dw prohiliition had never reached him, and, backed by the Parisians, he 
nqdrod that all suspected persons should be bauialied from court, and 
flwt var to the death should be waged npon the Huguenots. Henry III.

blitp of Tleary /T'.— The reign of Henry IV., the only Frcndliking 
iM name hi3 r^mmined popular, ■was truly a great and n national one. 
Bmnd France minod, torn hyfantion, and a prey to every diiordiT. In 
w years he n-as enabled ta ostabliaii, fogethar with pence, a neiv reign 
rosperitj. It wni! one of Ua claims to tbc gratitude of bis subjects to 
i bestowed all his confidence upon tbe auEtcre Sully, 'who showed 
■self OS aoTere for tbe errots of the prince as he was solicitous for the 
neata of the people. Sully was bom at the castle of Itosny, in 1669, 
L edocated in the proteatont fiith. At an early age he was placed 
mt the person of the king of Navarro, aftorwarda Henry IV., to whom 
trmr continued to ba flrmly allaehcd, Whilo at I'arii with tiie prince, 
wly escaped being one of the Tictima of the maaaacre of St. 
lew, having been preserved by the president of the college of 

. ,■, wlio concealed Mm for three days. In tlie BecvicBof the 

IBW king of Navarre, the baron de Roony, as he was then styled, dis- 
Mudiod himself on acveral occaaiona by a bravery approaching to 
SneM. But his abilitioa as a diplomatist and financier were no loss 
Biar1k«ble- In 1586 ho concluded a treaty with the Swisa for a supply 
twtslty thousand troopi for hii master'* service ; in 1597 he wiw 
■eed Kt the head of the department of finance, and tn'o years after he 
fs dedared superjntendant. About the same time ho also negotiated 
ta mtdiage ot Henry iritb Mary de Medici. In his ombassy to 
hgliiiid, alter the death of queen Eliialieth, he displayed great pene- 
■taon and address, and concluded a treaty u'ith James I. adcantageons 
) diB interests of both eountrics. In additiun to his other offices, he 
m appointed grand surrcyar af France, grand master of the artillery, 
gvemor of the Bastile, and superintcnilant ut fortiScationa throughnut 
bildngdam. His labours as minister of finance were attended with the 
lBppi«st BUBCCBS, and tho Tcrcnues of the goTemmeiit, which had been 
v^ioed to a stale of complete dilapidation by the combined effect of 
ihil liurchy and open warfare, were by his care restored to order, regu- 
•rily. and affluence. With it revenne of thirfy.fiva millions, ho paid ofl' 
itt ten jrparB a debt of two hundred millions, buaides laying up thitty- 
S»B nuilions, Though frequently thwarted in hia puTposea by the rapa- 
Ntjof the courtiers and mistreeseg of the monarch, he ncbly pursued hiB 
(veer, ever diBtinguiabing himself oa the lealoiia friend of his country, 
nlnot the temporising minister uf his master. Hia industry was un- 
maiied. He rose every morning at four o'elotk, and, after dedicating 
taaa time to bosineis, he gave audience to all who soljuited admission to 
bim ivlthtnit distincdon of persona. Sully thus wstibed over tho internal 
pto^etity of Franco, whilst Henry Iv. by a skilful and persevering 
policy cnabliahed hia preponderance abroad.

Besi'les, even in the pleniCodt 
of hia power, he was harassed by the iniubordiuEtion of the proteatut 
towns and the ossemblioa of the reformer*. The wish of all good 
was for peaoo and order. The license of ths past had throw: 
disgrace the very name of liberty, whoM lasting victories can be von 
only under the banners of moderation. To judge Henry in his sgt,

XIV. RICHELIEU. 

Biehelieu*8 Policy. — Louis XIII. had said to his mother, '< I know the 
bidiop of Lu^on better than you ; he is a deep and dangerous man, whom 
it is necessary to distrust." This distrust, however, was succeeded by 
an absolute submission. The foreign policy of France underwent a 
complete revolution. Intimate relations were established with all the 

?[)wer8 hostile to the house of Austria ; the old treaties with the United 
n>Yince8 were renewed ; a sister of Louis XIII. was married to the 
prince of Wales. The plan of a powerful coalition was actively dis- 
cussed ; Richelieu resumed a portion of the projects of Henry IV. All 
the elements of that vast league which had been severed by the poniard 
of Ravaillac were endeavouring again to unite. Bohemia had given the 
signal of that thirty years* war which was to overthrow Germany, by 
conferring the crown upon a protestaut i)rince, the elector palatine 
Frederick, son-in-law of the king of England and nephew of the stath- 
ouder of Holland. The protcstanta of Oormany would tlicmselves have 
overthrown the Austrian Colossus, had he not been supported by the heir 
of Henry IV., or rather by Luynes. 

Meanwhile the enterprises of the Spaniaids in Italy, coinciding wit^- 
these great events, had commenced t3 rouse the court of France. It had 
felt the necessity of disputing to them the possession of the Valteline, a 
valley of the Alps which opened an easy communication between Italy 
and Germany. Time was absorbed in negotiations, when Richelieu came 
into power. In a few days the affair was terminated ; the soldiers of 
the pope were forced to evacuate the fortresses of the valley. Richelieu 
stood still in need of time to strengthen himself in the interior before 
engaging ostensibly in the great quanels of Germany. The Spaniards 
avenged themselves for the loss of Valteline by promising their aid to the 
protestants of France. An internal war, as much opposed to the interests 
of the reformers as to those of France, intervened to divert the projects 
of the cardinal. 

Fresh War against ike Frofestants. — The French protestants had 
many subjects of complaint. The Fort Louis, which commanded the 
town and the port of Rochelle, was still left standing, in spite of the 
engagement which the court had taken to raze it to the ground. The 
aMembling of some large vessels in the port of filavet, on the coast of 
Brittany, still further augmented the disquietude of the inhabitants of 
Eodielle. They believed themselves on the eve of being blockaded, and 
wished to forestal the danger. Soubiso made a descent upon the isle of 
Rh^ then on that of Oleron, seized the vessels of the king in the port of 
Blavet, whilst Rohan stirred up a portion of upper Guienno and Lan- 
guedoc. But the prowess of the protestants had been displayed to no 
purpose; it had only served to comi)romLSc thcui. Toxt^a T^\.>:i':5^^ci s^isi

HISTOEY OF FEANCE. 



I. LOUIS XIV.— MINISTRY OF COLBERT. 

InUmal Administration. — Louis XIV., who was as jealous of the appear- 
ance of power as of power itself, had declared, on the death of Mazarin, that 
he would be his own prime minister. In the first thirty years of his reign, 
lie attended the council eight hours each day, listening to and consulting 
all, but judging himself. Whatever activity he imparted to public affiiirs, 
it ia to two of his ministers, however, whose great art consisted in often 
making him take their ideas for his own, that the greater portion of the 
beneftta and errors of his reign must be attributed. Colbert and Louvois 
were respectively his good and his evil genius. Colbert, the grandson of 
a wool merchant of Eheims, a man of a profound mind, tenacious and 
inde&iigable, exercised, in his own person, the functions of minister of 
the interior, of commerce, of finance, and marine. The great object of 
hia life was to promote the prosperity of France. He achieved great 
things^ and the greatest calamities of the people date from the moment 
iHien the influence of Louvois overcame his own. Louvois, nevertheless, 
nfted with a remarkably vigorous mind, displayed in the war department 
ue same activity which Colbert brought to that of the interior. 

The disgrace of Fouquet, superintendent of finance, was the first act 
of the king^s authority after tiie death of Mazarin. Fouquet was an 
ezpenaive, prodigal, and licentious character, most unfit to havo tho 
management of a treasury, which he often converted to his persoual 
grandeur and indulgence. Louis wisely preferred Colbert — stern, econo- 
mical, and orderly. But to disgrace or supplant a minister in those daj's, 
reqiured address and dissimulation, even in a monarch. In the midst of 
a splendid fSte, given by the superintendent to Louis, the latter was 
tempted to arrest him. The measure was only deferred until Fouquet' s 
fortreaa of Belleisle could be seized simultaneously with his person. His 
process and his papers, in which so many were mentioned and implicated, 
threw the court into a ferment. He was condemned to perpetual impri- 
Mnment, and seems to have merited his fall; although his want of 
lumeaty as treasurer was redeemed by such traits of generosity and worth, 
M had won the attachment of La Fontaine and the sympathy of Madame 
do S^yign^. 

The best prodf of the disorder of the finances under Fouquet is, that 
for the laat four years of his aidministration no accounts whatever wore 
forthcoming of the revenue or the expenditure. In a series of years 
ttzea had been heaped on taxes, the receipt not increasing. The customs 
especially had b^a so severe, that regular commerce 'w«.'& «;^\\%.o^^ 
yoL.

^occupied himseKin insuring msikets fur the pioduota of the nunn^ 
wirera; ho founded colonies, tho chambers of comia^ce, . inmi^iM 
^mpauiea, docks, and the canal of the two seas, which traTeiaesXac^nedM 
, IRtvipoards of elity leagues, snd which eonnecta the aceaa with tlis 
Mediterranean. At tbe some time rosuming the ivotk of Eichelitii, 
which bad been abandoned by Maiotin, he created a formidublo mariupj ; 
founded araensls ; gave France a code of forest laws ; granted hwunln' 
toprivMe constractions ; opened new piffts on both seasi andrepurchiied 
Buttkirk, iitta wUeh flowed idl the commerce of the north. "It il 
necuasiry," he said to Louis XIV., " to save fire sous in things ,llu|t •" 
not accessary, and to expend millions when your glory ia in quetl^^" 
Millions wera in reality expended by I^uvoia, and, at flra^ it wis for 

',";tha glory of Prjnoo. Ha imparted to the army c -■- .^-- 

^~ "Kjted the admiration of JEurope. He created _ 

ifbib he anacd with tho bayoset. Each regiment hud, for llui 
If its uniform, its speuiol tttntoet, and ita place assigned '- 
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ttt&rcliefl and orden of battle. The azmy, united in the hands of the king, 
ceased to bo an instroment in those of faction. The troops were fed witii 
regularity, and provided with suitable stores and materials ; and the poor 
X>eople, who had hitherto been preyed upon by the soldiery, were wrapt 
with admiration at the security which they now enjoyed. Finally, 
T>ouTois founded the magniUcent Inyalides, whilst Scignelai, after Colbert, 
his father, continued the organisation of the naval forces, and fuundod 
schools of artillery and marine. 

Louis XIV. was thrce-and-twenty years old when he assumed tho 
dinMJtion of the goYernment himself: the president of the assembly of the 
clergy desired to kaow to whom he shoiUd now address himself on 
business. " To myself," said Louis, and ho was solo master of Franco 
until his death. After tho cessation of the wars of the fronde, on one 
occasion the parliament showed some hesitation about registering some 
financial edicts (1656). Louis came down to the chamber in his hunting 
dress, with his whip in his hand : *' Gentlemen," said he, " every ono 
knows tho evils that have resulted from thcso meetings, and I wish to 
pterent them for the future. I order, therefore, that these now, com- 
menced on my edicts, bo stopped. M. President, I forbid you to allow 
these assembues, and all else to demand them." These haughty words 
TOoduced their effect, and the parliament obeyed. There was in Louis 
AlY., said Mazarin, " stuff for four kings." 

Cbnqueat of Flttfidert. — ^The peculiar characteiistio of Iiouis XFN''., which 
formed ono of the leading features of his policy, was tho firm attitude 
which ho assumed towards tho foreign powers. IIo compelled the king 
of Spain to apologise to him fur a quarrel between the ambassadors of the 
two countries. The pope, having suffered tho French ambassador to bo 
insulted, was forced to expel his own brother and to raise a pyramid to 
perpetuate the remembrance of his humiliation. Louis XI V. declared 
ninuel!^ against the infidels, the protector of Christianity. He sent soldiers 
against tho Tuiks, and purged the seas of the barbarian pirates (1G64). 

Tho Dutch having been suddenly attacked by tho Bngli«h fleet, claimed 
ftom Louis XIY. the execution of the defensive treaty of 10C2. He was not 
eager to aid them, and left the rival fleets to destroy eacl^ other, in tho 
most furious naval battles that had yet been waged. Louis despised tho 
Dutch, as a mercantilo people; he coveted their territory, as nearly 
adjacent to his own; and envied them tho possession of a navy inferior 
to none in Europe. He nevertheless aided them on land. 

Tho moment had arrived for Louis XIY. to carry out his projects of 
conquest. Hitherto ho had olicctrvcd the treaty of tho Pyrenees, except 
in despatching secretly some feeble aid to Portugal. But the king of 
Spain's death, by which the crown devolved upon a siukly infant, ofiured 
hopes to Louis of profiting by the claims of his queen as a Spanish 
pnncesB. It was true that she had solemnly renounced all such rights of 
succession ; but then the dowry stipulated as tho prio? of this renuncia- 
tion had never been paid ; and casuistry went to work to set asido or 
allow an escape from this renunciation. Louis pretended that certain of 
the Spanish provinces of Flanders descended in the female line, and 
therefore belonged to his queen, daughter of the late king of Spain by his 
first wife, rather than to the present king, his son by a second wvCa,

ETerythini passed in the mott admirable order. The army diauipIiDed aa 
no anny had hilheilo been, found aa its R>id ample magaaisea of 
Broriaioiia, of ammunitian, and all the maletiola of war, provided 1^ 
LouTois ; the quarters of the troops were arranged beibrehanjl, and tfaotr 
marches rognlated, Turenae maruhcd at their head with tho king and 
the nimistcn, whilst the Indies fullowcd in the gildtid oourt cariiagea. 
The Spanish monarchy waa in a elate of decay ; and peace aeomcid Ul 
complete its ruin eren mora rapidly than war. A proof appaartd ia thee — 
and immediate surrendor of so m.iny fortresses. BcusBela, and a 
Antwerp, thought of aubmitting. Louis, however, deemiid it w ' 
aecure a province than to overrun a kii^om.

Buch facile auccess encouraged Louts to turn bis annt towards another 
quarter, The country of Burgundy, or FranchB-ComtS, was, as we hai-a 
seen, Bopsirato from the duchy, and had fallen along with Fluidus iota 
the poBSussion of Charlea V. It etill appertained to Spaiii, though &uia 
i(a distance and isolation under but a, nominal rule. It waa on this 
province that Louis (;a8t his ambitious eye. The prince of CondCi, who 
was said to have advised and undertaken this enterprise in omulatiun of 
that of Flanders by 'f urenne, entered upon it in the month of Februai7, 
16GS, and in three weeks the whole province had submitted. 

2»f iVnes of Aix-la-C/iapelle.— Theie rapid succeasci aLtrmed Europe. 
A triple alliance was farmed between HcUand, En^and, and Swedcn- 
Threa protCHtant states armed themaelvei to defend catholioSpniu agaiiaS 
oathallD Franco, Inuia XIV. cniuenled to pence. Calculating on th« 
Bpeedy death, of the young king of Spain, the sickly Don Corlos, vhg 
neverlholBsB dragged out hia feeble exialeaoe until the ago of thiity-nioa, 
ha bad secretly concluded with the emperor Leopold a treaty for Ills 
erontual partition of the Spanish monaruby. Louis olfered to restora 
Fianche-Ckimte, which ho koew cunld at any time be conquered, at Ihs 
price of prcsening Lille and the principal part of his Flemish (MinqussUl 
and the triple alliance oonscated, On Ihese terms was concluded tin 
treaty of Aii-Ia-Cbopdlo in May, 1G68. 

Ginquot bJ IIo8stid. — lEuroptmi Xoi^iw.— Franco, victorioua aoj 
aggrandised, was enabled to enjoy a fuw years of nourishing peato. It 
was gathering the fruits of Colbert's Byst«m, and, to increase its growing 
prosptriCT, it only n«aded time. But the pride and ambition of Louis 
XrV. wiUcd it otherwise. Ho could not brook that matters of conacieaea 
abould oseape his grasp, and withont foreseeing the horriblQ eitremiUat 
iuU> which lie was to be precipitated at a future period, be suSered Limielf 
to ho porsuadud by the bigoted cahal that with a little perseyoranoa ht 
■would luccaed in rooting out religious dissent. But, botbra striking 
praleslaulisoi in his own domimans,he was desirous of Inflicting upon ilK 
HLoro terrible blow abroad. The part that HoUand had taken in oov- 
ptliine him to accede ta ihe treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle hod indomed ii* 
jnmiliieDt, and the ruin of that counlcj had become bis fixed desiif> 
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This rppublio ma tbs tuturnl E1II7 of Frmce — Louis XIV, wu lliort' 
usktei oaatigb Sot to perceive tfiia, and could nu longer niffcr that fucua 
of heresy «nd Hliertj to near bin hootiiira. Ha burned moreover with 
nidigDBtioii that tHama ehuuld hate come, in the midit of sU bis glory, 
io i^nifT to him that he should go no further, nis passion ohtgiaed tba 
nUjterf on^r the AiutMea of policy. He purchaeed the alliance of 
Bflgtand aod Sweden, and the neutrslicy of nearly all the states of 
GenuoDy. The ministeri of tha emperor were id hii pay. Hia agents 
VEMBCirring up all Eompe. Charlea II. of Jingiand, oTerreoohed hy hia 
■istO', the duchnu of Orloans, and lured by hia tvo bewtting sins^uiuiy 
■Dd BTtkrife, aold his ugnature to a treaty intended at once to enaUre 
Hi aubjeets, to lea^l to the ruin of protestantiem, and the deatructioii 
af HoUand, and which only ahook hia throne. Formidable pruparationi 
announeed Ota fury of the approaching atr^gte. The inflaence of Louvoii 
euried the day, and Colbert was rcduood to be only the inatnunent of t 
etlamity he could nut avert. The Datch endeavoured to avert the 
impending storm. Every advance they could make vilhout d 
BuHiuelvM, they made in vain ; their ruin bad been ' ' 

ma that it was necessary to stir up all £uropc U 
lepnbltc. 

At length, in the apring of 1872, Louia SIV. invaded Holland with an 
army of » hundred tboiuand men. Cond^ returned from Spain, com- 
■Banded; Louia «ai there la person, accompanied b; Turanne, Vauban 
the eaaginecr, and Louvoii, who provided for Ibe subsiatunoe of tha 
KiUiers by nugazinea of food and clothing. The troops of HoUimd 
■matmtcd to but twentv-flve thoosand men, ill equipped ; at their hesd 
WM Q» young William of Orange, aftLTwarda Viiliiun III,, then only 
two-and-twenty yean of age, and unabiUed in war. Neilher waa be a 
matdt for Conde and Turenne, nor could bis little body of troops cope 
»ith die mighty hoita of France. Four or five towns were besieged at 
OBoc, and made no reeistance. In June took place the passage of the 
Bhnie by the Frounh army— a foat so colchnted by Iho poeto, the 
llilbniana, and the punters of the day. It vtss nererthelesaetftcted with 
Rarcety eitberoppostioii or danger. A band of a few hundred horca 
merelj bovered on the opposite bank. The young duke of Loagueville 
foribardny advanced, diacktrged his pistol with bravado, and was sluin. 
GbnM waa wouaded in the wriat, Afier this no obstacle presented itself 
In IhB advunce of Louia; province after province, town after town, 
.uhnii'.!..!. I.Ureclitreorivcd the king as a oonqaeror. Naerden, within 
< <<f AniBlerdam, fell into the bands of the Frouctii and 
'< r^, let in hy tha breaking of the aliiiees, surrounded and 
' irn, even that motropolia meditated submission also. 
III! iohabiUntg was to embark on board the veiseli in 
1.-.-I3 in..Ti^, -„l...li wo™ able to bear fifty tJiousand fomiliea. The entire 
laubliu was tin the point of emborMng for Balavia with its troaiure, when 
df at oooo the war wts slackening. The oapital waa for this year ai^cure 
Mifald its waters, the French army being weakened by gariiaouing ao 
amtf Inwna. Coade pretsed the monarch to dismantle the townr, tnd 
vSU (he army to reduce Amsterdam, but Louvois, minister at war, 
tiiiarit by bis pecnliar pursuits, would not canstmt to the dcmiilitii»t.i.<t^ 
im^ bulwark.

Bhine, and lo embra^^o the eatliDlic religion, vis to loud erery year m 
extraordiuarj embsssy lo preaeat to the great king a golden medal, with 
an iasoription testifying tliat the Dutch Owed their liberty Ui his nmnU- 
Conce. The Holhinders heard of theae conditions with ftensy; thuy Isid th« 
re^ionilhilitf for all their miseries on the penfflonarj John de "Witt', tluy 
oast t^iemsotviu upon him and bii brother Comeliua, drew thera from t 
prisda, and tore them to pieces in the streets of the Hague p672). All 
the foroGfl of the lepuUio were placed in the hands of tJie yaatb^ 
WiUisBi of Ornnga, tlia inveterate enemy of France. William causad 
the dykes to be cut, and the rich and fertile &elda to he Lud beneatli the 
iratrTBi He drowned Holland in order to defend it. De Huytor, afto' 
having defeated the united French and English fleets at the hird-fmubt 
battle of Soiebay, where MoatagnH oarl of Sandwich, the SiiKhlli 
admiral, was killed, come to r[Lngo his ships in the inundated plain of 
Amstardini ; he mada the merchiuit fleet of India snter the Ttjiet ; tw 
defendodhis eoua try with one hand, and enriched it with the other (17i)^!. 
. Whilst the French armies were wintoriag in the conquered provinrM, 
the enToya and complninta of the Duteli roused Europe against lit! 
ambition, of Louis. William armed Austria and Spain against Fra:iee, 
and obtained peace from England. He induoed the bishop of Muniler, 
the eLeolor of Cologne, Brandenburg, Denmark, the empire, in short die 
wtiole o! Furope, to rise against Luuis XIY (16T1). 

Then it was neceaaary to recede. The fifty town* so rapidly taktm 
&ODI the Dutch were left to them without their oven having [ha trouUf 
of retaking them. Nevertheless France coped with oU her enemies, aail 
it was Spun which once more indemnified her for all her losses. Lonil 
XIV. besieged BeaacKon, and in sii weeks retook Franehe-Coml*^ wMd 
has evM sinoo remain ud in possBasion of France. The groat Coade' 
fought hia last battle against William of Orange. An action took place 
Intwixt those two generals at Scncf, in Flanders, in which William wu 
beaten and hia Spanish rear-goard routed. This partial suocess was sot 
autSciant for Coade, who wished to disperae tbo entire army of the nUic*. 
Without waiting for reinforcements, he charged (he mass of the enemy 
whiuhtha prince of Orange had drawn up on a heif^it. The Proooh wwe 
driren bade; but the rest of (beir army arriving, attacked indiserin- 
inately. Both gsnorala gave proof of valcrar, but there were no trtuni nf 
that skill whicli eecures ducldud adrants^e, sparing at tbe Bams dme tht 
loldier. Scnef was a carnage, tho contest lasted fourteen hours, and 
twenty-seven thousand detd strewed the field.

The tiro ablo opponemU 
dieplRjed their skill in msntsiLvrea, till Turenne, desirous of sCrlidng a 
deeUiTe blow, in thooaing ground for a battery, iras shot through by a 
aaaion ball, at Salzbaeli, in Baden (IGTS). Ho was Ijuried with the 
kings of France, and with Dugesodin, at3t. Denis. Montecuculli, imme- 
diately drove the FruacJi bctbie In'i" BCniss the Rhine into AJsnce ; iM 
lallawed thorn, and Cande taking tbe commaod against him, bf oecupyisg 
tmt pDsitioita only, compelled the Austrions to abuidoa the aiege they 
llad comnieiiced, and to retreat btyiind the Ehine. Cand<^ alter thli, 
nC&«dtopriTBtelife, athi^rasiJeticQofChciixtilly, Bnddied_int63U. The 
tHiBa belieVed that the French armies hud ceased to be invincible since Tu- 
nsnoe and Ooadd weie do longer at their head ; hnt neH* defeats on land And

at ^te toot of the Pyrenees. lu Flsndera, the king piroiueJ with sueoesB

oumisl, Cambray, Ghent, and Ypras were taken from the enemy. Thus

I'a^cal, who, at tweuty years of age, had already eurprised the ^eoreti of 
nature, euceumbud, devoured hy doubt, in tho face of the difficult talk vhEoll 
be had attempted to accomplish. Literature waaioBpiredhj theaamDlnld 
sod indepondent epiriL Its eourcoa were in contcmpororr lite, its Sole fklCti 
wns Id ilatlf. There waa an entirely original acbool, wliiuh, cammeiuiiiig 
with Ecgnier, was continued by a chain of secondary poeta, toomuoli focgut- 
l^nand insulted, until it reached its zenith with Comeilie, Moli^re, andldt 
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Claudu Lurrainc, and Callot, have left maater-pi 
of all tlio spontanoousneSB uf genius.

Literature vm administered lilie (he BnoDcee and the 
irar department. It had to submit to abaolule power. To the Frenah 
academy, founded by Biahelleu, weni added othoi acadamiea, to compriu 
every degree of merit. Colbert drew up a list of the Fronuh and foreign 
aeientifie and literary men hoaoiutd by tlie bcnefactionK of Itis jiiajatg. 
Geuiua, which )iad assumed the garb of the courtier, had become clegtnl 
a'lJ dodilp, Raoine equalled the anavity of the Craeka. The great Idng 
held all the glcries of his time around hia pedestal, and iatoiicaled binucll 
vith Ihi^ triumphal ehoroua of the century singing a hymn to royalir. 
Tiiu magniHcenoe of Yergailles liad never been equalled. Louis aJV., 
amidst a court of great men, might believe htmaelf auperior to humanily. 
Ha did, in fact, sing hia own apothoMis, composed by Quinanlr, to lia 
music of Lulli. Thus Louis Xtv., feared abroad, was absolute at home. 
It became not merely a fashion, but a passion, to testify devodoa to th« 
nanaroh and the monaroby. The parliaments were content to administer 
jiutiuo, the great nobles were detuned at ooait by its splendid Bttractioni 
and ma^iBcenoe, the clmgy was deprived of political infiuence, tha 
Jflioi/w DoWos flWTfld in thp army, uidftU thopoivarofthe n ''

Tnia was a terrible laomcnt leu: Fiance. The year 1 703 coouasnoed 
1^ oae of the most rigorous winters ever knonn. The strongeat elizin^ 
EuDgary watpr for eiunple, the Eau de Cologne of that day, froze, and 
broke this bottles in whioh they were kept, though in the warmeBt rooma of 
the palace. From this a judgment may be formed of its eSecla on 
TEgetBtioD. All fruit trees perished, olives and Ttoce. The sown oom 
vaa destroyed. The tokens were certain of a general famine. Tke 
popnUoc began to clamour under present auifGringa, and with the prospect 
df Btill greater. Seeing the disaatrouB and disturbed state of tha 
populalioD, the parliament thought proper to aaaemfala in the great 
dumber, to consider the state of things. It was propoacd to appoint 
itfiatiei to visit the provinces, buy com, and watch over the pubUs 
P«Me. It was a bold attempt under Louis SIV., whose choler «a« 
astnme on the occasion. lie reprimanded the parliament, aad told them 
Uiqr tuid at little to do with corn at with taintion. llie magiatiatci 

ob^^ and were silent. Beverses so numerous entailsd eitrema 
Miaeriea on the population of France, credit was annihilated, the publui 
debt iocteaied, and loans, aadeipation of revenue, and jiuports were 
axbansled. Govemnient found diSculty in borrowing at four hundred 

Scent. The king's lacqueys be^d at the gates of Versailles. Louit 
v.. and the ^sett men, lent their services of plate to the mint, and 
ni«ny illustnous famiUes st Versailles seated themselves to the use ut 
r>»t tjr!;iii, Miidaroe de Maintenun setting the example.

. 1 W now humbly demanded peace of Ibat Qolland he had so 
ailL-d forty years before.

His envoys and his oSers were slighted, jot 
ihc [isl vrra ouQluienlly ample. He could obtain no better terms than 
thstbe (hould hiuuelf Juin the alliea in pullin; down Philip V. &om tho 
IbrooA of Spain. Any less stcicgent demai^d would have transferred the 
MM of war to a distance, and have afforded time for Prauce to have 
MBOVKed her strength ; on the other band Louis for the first time 
tddreaeed liiiuself ta hia people; be published the torms prescribed to 
hiai, and cti.;d, "1(1 am te fight, I had rather do ao with my enemies 
thlo with my own family," The people made a supreme effort to save 
the honour of Fruioe.

It -vas Temsikaljla in thU, Ihit thu French onlr loet eisht tbotiacnd, 
vbitat upnudt of diirt; thouiaiid rcmauied on Ibe field of battle, The 
batila howiver remained undecided, and could, nut aave Uons, whiiih 
surrendered fmmediaUily after (1709). 

WLilit the allies wure beaeCting France on all sidei, the joulhful 
Pliilip V. was duputing in his own kingdoin the crowo with thi: 
archdubOi UarHbal Berwick h&d reopened to him, bX Alznanxa, the rowl 
lo hia capital ;I707). The battle of Villa Ticiosa, gained b; the 
Frenoh OTerthe AuiUian party, revived the hopea of Louia XIV. (Ull^. 
The disgrace of Marlborough, hoTever, served him better than a Tiiitatj, 
The conqueror of lUmillies wBB recalled to London. England began M 
bo weary of the war. She waa ruining herself in order to ruin Frante. 
Finally the death of tho emperor Joseph (1711), wMuh called the anhdulie 
Charles to the throne of Austria, rendering it impolitic any longer to 
contend fur his claims in Spain, altered the aspect of a^airs, Thg 
English withdrew their troops. The brilliant Tictoiy gsioad by TilUra 

oier Eugene at Denain, BccelerMed the te— ^--'^-- -*''^ " — 

aigned at Utrecht in 1712, accepted thefol 
completed in 171S by a treaty with Holland. 

TTtJ Trtalia lif Ulreehl, Badta, and Bavaria.— Fiance saved at leut 
its honour from the wrecks of this disastrous war. Her &onlieta 
remained intact. And though she was obliged to guarantee the proteitanl 
BUcceBsion to the throne of England, she made Europe recognise the 

Srandaun of Louie XIV. aa tlie successor of the king of Spain. Nerer- 
lelesB, her interests were hardly dealt with. Her greatoBt eacriSces wbtb 
not the cession to England of some of her American colonies, nor the 
giving np to the duke of Savoy and tlie emperor a portion of her possei- 
aiona in Spain, the two Siuilies, the Milanese, and the Spaniah Nether- 
lands. She was compelled to let England take a footing in Gibraltar ani 
Minorca, that is lo say, to divide with ber the empire of Uie Meditemseia, 
She was further compelled to submit to a disadvantageous treaty of oom- 
murce. Finally she consented to the destruction of the harbour of Duokiik. 
Death of Louii XIV. — Luuis XIV. outlived his grandeur ; his last 
years were moumful and gloomy ; be had seen nearly all his cbildren die 
one after another; there now oiuy remained, in the doiiter-like solitude 
of Veraaillea, fonoerly peopled by a m^pificent court, an old man with 
one foot in the erare and a ctuld in leading strings. Tbe aucceMor nf 
Ftre la Chaise, tSe jeauit Letolliar, one of (he most wicked men of tlie 
■ge, soured the mind of this old king bent down hy misfortune. Heligious 
porseeutionB occupied his last moments; death found him meditating tlie 
■asemblage of a oational council to cause one portion of his clergy to be 
proscribed by the other; dissipating enormous suma in hia useloM 
oonstrnctions at Marly, and endeavouring, in defiance of his word, h 
a last efl'ort in favour of the eon of James II. Nevertbelees, before 
ejipiring, he took a retroipect of hia psst career. " My dear child," " 
■aid amongst other things to tha little duke ofAnjou, "you are about 
to become the king of a great kingdom; endeavour to preserve paaca will) 
jQUt nfinhbours ] I have been tco fond of war, do not imitala me in lUi, 
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nor in the great expenditure which I have indulged in. Take counsel in 
everything, and endeavour to know which is the best, in order always to 
follow it. fielieve your people as soon as possible, and do what I have 
had the misfortime of not being able to do myself.'' On the Ist of 
Beptember, 1715, Louis XIV. breathed his last, after a reign extending 
to the unparalleled duration of seventy-two years, leaving for his 
successor, his great-grandson, a child of five years of age. The claim of 
Louis to the applause he has received has been questioned by many, yet 
no one can read his history without pronouncing it Ihat of a great king; 
bis talents were great, but his ambition was unbounded, and this blinded 
his eyes to the real interests of his people ; he was certainly a generous 
man, and his manners were dignified and amiable, but his susceptibility 
to flattery was at once amusing and disagreeable. 
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Til Scgml, — InuDsdiaklir ^^^ ^^ deati at Louis XTV., by • mdlM 
nactioa agunat the deapaliBin of his reign, the pailiuneat UKOibltd, 
ud by a inixiie annulled hii vill, vhich appointed a caundl of legOUJ, 
camiatiog of Ihs old miniBtera ; and presecred to Orleana the hum of 

tnaidwit of tbii council, in which the majority, governed liy tbe dula 4n

wu cold in hia coflin, and proclaimed Ihe duke of Oileasa revent. T« 
obviilo all euspicion, howDVsr, the care of the young liine vam left U IIm 
dulco du Maine, and to hia father'a friend the marBhal do Villeroy. 

The Juke of Orleana entered upon hia high office iriUi a di wt rwd 

teputation for a corrupt private iUe, and much uumerited saapiiuDBOt

of the kingdom, and hia choice of miniatcra did not tend to nheva | 

pretsure. The wicked ahhe Duboia, notorious for hia ambitton and 

iit Tices, who had been the teacher of atheism to the duke of Orletoa, 
tmd the pander to his paeiiiias, became hia prime minister. 

The moat preaaing aubjcct of conaideradon was Quance. The upendi' 
turc, whidh, in the ycai 1U70, amounted to eighty millianaof livrea, bsd, 
in the last year of the war, reaohod two hundred and aixtjiiuiliaiia. 
Beery menus were used tu meet this enormoos outlay. The rovil 
tenth on all property, planned by Vaiibon, was laid on in ITIO. The 
capitation woa raiaed- Pa^r moneywoa iasuedat an enormous disuounl; 
Louia giving thirty'two millions in papur for eight millioca in tpede. 
Vanity aeemed the national eommodity most productive when, taxed ; and 
offioes of all absurd kinds were created for ealc, such as coinptnjlan- 
gEQeralfot piling wood andtrjirg butter, and ruyal counsellors' inspMlon 
of wigs. ]Jespil« of all theac wnya and meana, Lovua left a debt in bills, 
demanding immediate payment, that amounted to upwards of ai-vi!a 
hundred millions of livres, beeidea a funded debt, of which the yearly 
interest waa ninety-aix miUiona. Xheae finaucial dilSciiltieB vrre EOt 
alleviated, but aggravated, by the dovicea adopted by the rrginw;.

of tlie proots. The bank (1TI8J became the royal bank ; it aoquirod the 
privilegen of the India company, vith vast poaaeesions in Louieiajui, and 
the azcluaire commerce to Arrioa and Asia; the monopoly of tobacoo, 
the rigbt of coiaing money, md the collection nf the tcvanue. Speoula- 
tioo to a fearful extent was carried on in Ibe ehuTUig of tbo banlt, and its 
ihiIbb -wvie iaaued at tlio inatance of tlie gaTemment to an eniirmnui 
•nunmt; when all at onue it vas discovered that this paper noaey wot 
tiu) npiesentatiTe, not or real elFects, but of imagiuary adfautagea ichicll 
might neyec be realiaed. Than came the downfdl of the whale scheme; 
ediDls reducing the QQtes to ooo-half only ruined all conSdence. Law 
«H called upon to giTB in a statement of accounla, and baffled hii 
ennmiea by the clearness wilh wbich he did so; his efibrta to rsatoni 
■Skira to aa equilibriuin were Isfuatcd. The liquidation, witb whiuh da 
onfuttuaale acbeme closed, iacreased the national debt by nearly one- 
balf.

In exchange for these, Don Philip of Spain was cstib- 
lished in the duchy of Parma; Maria Theresa recovered Austrian Flanders ; 
England giving up Louisburg, in North America, kept Nova Scotia. 
Su& was the peace of Aix-la-Ghapelle, which, recompensing neither 
Fnmfic nor England for their enormous expenditure of blood and treasure, 
?.t least achieved one aim of the latter, in preserving the unity of 
the Auatoian dominions, establishing the heroic Maria Theresa on her 
throne, and thus preserving the due Isalance of power in the cast of 
Europe (1748). 

The interval of eight years' peace was occupied in inciFectual efforts 
for the amendment of the system of taxation, and by renewed quarrels 
eoncemiog the Janscnist doctrines. In 1757, Damiens stabbed liouis XY. 
in the midst of his guard?, as he was p:ctting into his carriage. The wound 
was not mortal, and Damiens was instantly seized ; but the most cruel 
tortures which he was doomed to suffer could not induce him to confess 
that he had any aocomplices ; and the honid sentence which condemned 
hiffl to be torn in pieces bj' horses, M'as executed, March 28, 1757. 

TA9 Seven Years* War. — France, by the court intrigues of Madame de 
Pompadour, suffered herself to bo again embroiled in war. Maria Theresa 
had vowed to take back Silesia from the king of Prussia, to whom nought 
could leooncile her. She stirred up against him Russia, Poland, and Sweden, 
and even stooped to address ^Madame de Pompadour as her dear friend and 
oonain. Louis XY. M-as not ill inclined to Austria. lie had a jealous 
feeling towards Frederick, personal as well as political. The rhymes and 
eaicasma of the royal wit of Sans Souci galled the French monarch and 
his mistress ; whilst liis abandonment of Franco twice during the war gave 
them more legiiimate cause of dissatisfaction. Frederick, in the mean- 
time, alarmed, and well aware of the storm which menaced, concluded a 
ilefensiye alliance with England. England sought, in this alliance, the 
security of Hanover; Frederick aimed at neutralising the power of 
Kutsia, then linked to England. Austria and France, learning this, 
hesitated no longer, and the treaty was signed betyreen them in May, 
1756. 

The French commenced tlie war by an expedition against the island of 
Minorca, then in posae-ision of the English. An engagement to(.)k place 
It kmg sho!;>i, off Minorca (175')), between la (ialUssoniere and 
sdmiral Byng, a son of the victt)r of Cape Passaro. Byng sheered off, 
and when he came homo was tried by a court martial and shot, for not 
biing^g the French fleet into close action. The honcnir of the day, 
rich as it was, and the advantage — for Minorca was captured — remained 
with France. 

England furnished subsidies to the enemies of France. Frederick the 
Gitat was carrying on the war at her cost and to her advantage. He 
invaded Saxony, and took Dresden from the king of Poland. He faced 
tU hii enemieB in succession.

Prinee Ferdinand rjiied hia fML 
however, »nd took post near Minden, putyni; an isolated colmnil^ 
mirarwi to entice and dcoMve his enemies. Tbo marshal de Con*"^ 
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maroked on the Ist of Augiut to attack tlus body, placing his oayalry in 
tho centre, and hia foot upon the wings. The French attribute to this 
disposition the loss of the day, their horse being swept away and routed 
by the batteries which prince Ferdinand had prepared, whilst the infantry, 
disordered by its defeat, were unable to act willi effect, and were driven 
from the field. The right wing of prince Ferdinand did not advance to 
complete the victory, as he had ordered. The general blamed lord George 
Sackville, who commanded it, obliquely censiuing him in his despatches, 
by observing that, had the marquis of Grauby been in the place of lord 
George, the battle could not have failed to be much more decisive. The 
loss of the French was severe ; amongst their colonels slain at the affair 
of Minden was the marquis de Lafayette, a noble of an ancient family. 
He left his marchioness, a lady of the house of Lusignan, pregnant. This 
posthumous child was the Iiafayutte of the revolution. 

France was exhausted ; the penury of the treasury was extreme ; and, 
to flatter the self-love of his subjects, Louis XY. had sent in his silver 
plate to the mint, to relieve the difficulties of the government. The king 
of Spain, Ferdinand YL, died. The duke de Ghoiseul, the successor of 
the abb^ de Beniis, more decided than over to continue the war, in order 
to propitiate Madame de Pompadour, concluded with his successor, Don 
Carlos, king of the two Sicilies, the famous family compact, directed 
against the maritime preponderance of England. The secret article of the 
treaty was the cession of a portion of Louisiana to Spain : this alliance 
was productive of nothing but reverses to the united navies. The loss of 
the French colonies was consummated by the taking of Martinique; 
Spain also lost Cuba, the Philippine islands, Havana, and Manilla 
(1761). Negotiations were opened at Paris, and the exhaustion of aU the 
powers accebrated the conclusion of peace which was signed at Paris 
(1763). 

France ceded Canada and Cape Breton. The Mississippi was declared 
to be the boundary betwixt the colonies of the respective nations ; New 
Orleans, however, on its left bank, adhering to Louisiana. In India, 
property and territories were restored to their ancient limits ; but the 
French were to send thither no more troops. Guadaloupe and Martinique 
were restored, Grenada kept by the British, who at the some time appro- 
priated St. Yincents, Dominica, and Tobago. Seneged was also ceded to 
ihfm, and Minorca restored. The demolition of the port of Dunkirk was 
to bo completed, and an English commissioner to oversee the execution 
of this article. Peace could scarcely have been ceded more disgracefully 
to France, and yet she signed it, so pusillanimous was her government, 
80 exhausted the finances, so spiritless and disorganised were her armies. 
The nation, proudly susceptible, deeply felt the humiliation. They 
attributed it not to their own want of courage, or talent, or resources, but 
to the imbecility of their government, and, fundamentally, to tJie vice of 
its constitution. Whatever of loyalty or of ancient attachment to despotic 
rule still lingered in the country, evaporated with the national honour 
in witnessing this disgraceful treaty. 

Louis XV., weary of war, could now devote himself entirely to his 
mistresses, the last of whom was the notorious countess du Barry, a public 
prostitute, who had replaced Madame de Pompadour. His egotism kept

In the midst of this decay and disgrace of hia kingdom, Louis XV. wrf ' 
smitten with a mortal malady : it was the small-pox. Considering tiia 
age and free life, there were few hopes, from the first, of his rBcovc^. 
The bed^de of tbe dying monaroh from thence became the scene of the 
moat disgraceful luarrels and intrigues. The Choiaeul party urged th* 
neceaaily of ohasing Madame in Bnrry from court with disgraoe; uA'j 
loudly argued that Beaumont, archbishop of Paris, should refuse It' 
It toths dying monaTcli, if this sacriScs was not madvt'J " 
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md piety ; but the aichbiahop, who had so oft refused the cdosolations 
of tJie dlmzch aad the ceremony of burial to a refractory JanseniBt) 
would not be severe with lladame du Barry, who, however base, had 
humbled Ghoiseul and the parliamentt the great enemies of the high 
church. The mistress, therefore, was allowed to retire ^thout scandal or 
publio disgrace. Louis, attended with the most exemplary affection by 
nil daughter, expired on the 10th May, 1774. 

Etiquette required that the body should be embalmed. But already in 
a state of putrefiEu^on, no surgeon could be found to undertake the office; 
nor could a courtier bo induced to oversee the last duties paid to the 
monaroh. His remains were huddled in their last abode by the workmen 
of the chateau ; spirits of wiae were poured on them ; and in this state 
they were abandoned, till conveyed to St. Denis. The dauphin was with 
Marie Antoinette, awaiting tidings of his royal grandsire's fate. A noise, 
like thunder, was heard suddenly in their ante-chamber. '* It was that of 
the courtiers," says madame Campaii, ^^ who had deserted the apartments 
of the deceased monarch, to do homage to the new power of Louis XVI.'' 
Hie llrat act of this prince and of his queen, was to fling themselves upon 
thi^ knees and exclaim — ** God guide us, protect us; we are, too young 
to reign." 

TbB great faults of Louts XV. were inactivity, listlessness, and timidity, 
which ud to others ; and his conduct to his amiable queen has met with 
deMorred opprobrium. He may be truly said to bo one of the worst 
kings of hu race. Had he died at Metz, in the midst of the triumph by 
iHiich he was deservedly surroimded, when grief reigned through France 
at the illness he caused by his own activity, and when popular fame had 
styled him Nauis, the well-beloved, posterity would have rejoiced in his 
name ; as it was, he was despised and detested equally as a king and a 
man, and his death was considered a national blessing. Men of talent 
during this reign, by their lively and popular productions, spread widely 
among the people a contempt for the monarchy, a loye for republican 
institutions, and a distaste for all that had hitherto been esteemed sacred 
in France. They sneered at religion, made infidelity the fashion of the 
day, and prepared the public mind fur the overthrow of all the ancient 
institutions of the kingdom. The encyclopsedists, in particular, conducted 
their extensive work on principles most hostile, not only to old preju- 
diees, but to woU-founded convictions ; and Voltaire, by a clever and 
vivacious style, disguised the looseness and inaccuracy of his historical 
facts, and gave circulation to his attacks on Christianity. At the same 
thno science produced names that do real honour to the country of their 
birth ; — ^Layoisier in chemistry; Buffon and Saussure in natural history.

Qu inquired tbe conMenco of Uie capitaluta by punc- 
tuality ill payment, and gecored numerous loans during the peacs ; but 
OTsdit vat at luitgth eibaualud, lie wbe compsUvd to avow an raormoua 
defieienuy, nnd laid the blama nn Neckcr ; the inUur repHed vigonnBly 
lo this iiiiputation, and was usilcd ly tbo miniBter, Caloone at Iraph 
eummoned an asdembl; uf the notables (1787), and did not ebrinb fhim 
arowing that in ibieo yean of peBC« he had bonuwed upvardg of aiglit 
hundred milliaiiB of fcaaua mare than Neoker hod done in five yean of 
war. Kb deulaied that the Guppreiaion of abuses vos tbe only meKoa of 
preaen'ine order, and demandtil a iiitocnficn rimfan's/e, vhich vouU 
iubJEct all lasdud property, not exuupting that of the clergy, la diMct 
taxa^on. At the maxe time he vas unable to conceal tbe fact that the 
annual deficit eiceedod one hundrod and twenty-Bve millions of fVanu. 
The notables who belonged to tlie privileged classes, showed little ditpo- 
rition to accede to the refunus. 'Ilie public showed tho same apuilj, 
because it did not dooia them sulHuientiy siroepmg. Oftloniie [erigVM 
cffloe and quitted the kingdom. Tlie difficult task woa next oon&dcd to 
Bmnne, arehbisbop of Suns. The now miniater propounded big tiivtrj 
of gradual loans, which provoked the Just pulicicul lesiitance of the 
parliament ; after this be proved tbe enormous lusn of four hundred 
and twenty milliona of frania ; the notableg refused their consent, and 
referred the Emitter to the wiadom of thu king. Drienne then presealed 
his ediiiti lo the pailiament, which declined to regiatar thorn: butmeasmai 
were taken tu win their consent, and might have been successful, whan 
thu king (Nov. 1T&7) held a royal sitting, and in a bed of JugtiM 
unforced the regLstration by the royal prerogative. The duke of Ddemi 
rose, and with he^ilatum remonstrated, requiring that tbe regislnlioD 
should bear upon the faoe of it that it 1/iok plice by the express oommaod 
of Ihe king; and when Louia XVI. had left the hall, the parliament 
paaaed a resolution thai it took no part in the illegal registnttion of the 
ediot of Inana. This resolution by rcn'al order wan struck out from the 
lecorda, tho duke of Orleans banished from Paris to his esCst^, and s 
struggle began between the regal authority and Ihe parliament. The 
governnit'iit proposed to supersede the parliiunent in ite Pinotiotis by Ihe 
establiahmeut oS a. cuw pleuiirf, orbody of pears, magiattatea, andnotJA* 
to constitutu a lii.'li luurt of appeal. Ttiia measure was vigarouily 
denied aud resistuu dl over tho kingdom, and at last apromlaaoflM 
convocation of the statee-geueral vaa obtained, and formation of iIm ' 
new court deferred, I^ienne waa removed from ofllce by court influene^ 
and Neck er recalled (17S8}. The dismissal of Biienne wna a po|mlv 
act, but tho king, by loading him with honoura, lost all tho b^eStpf 
the approbation of the nation, which gaw no longer the disujinal, bot 
the favour still enjnyed by the odious minister. Neekor, on thii hit 
second tenure of office, proved hiBself as incapable a statosman as he 
was undoubtedly able in Gnanoe. The edict for tbe assembly of tbs 
BtatUB-gencral appeared amid a general fermentation in tbe public mind, 
hut itkft two important qtu'stions undecided: 6rst, whether thenoAloN.

The ezoaperation was at its utmost in Faria. The people wanted breadf 
and t1i«T found themaelvea under the blow of oountei-reTolationaiT 
^la. ^e insurrection bro^c out on the Sth October. 

On. the very same dav, in the assembly, the popular party firat showed 
[mlf folly. Fetipo, Sobeepiarre, Oregoire, started up with deuuuuiationa, 
girini; venlto the extreme of revolutionary language. Already they heaao, 
to »cOUie and threalan Mirabeau, lie ropresontative of tha iouryeoHif. Tha 
only hope tat the monarch at this time, was to have rallied to the latter 
party; and his adheaioa would have completed its aepiiration from ths 
«Uiitfii[«TaliitianistB, who, at this time, werebutin the feehkneaa of birth. 
It vniB thia day, however, that the monarch was advised to aet himself 
•t Tariani-e with the vote of the asaembly, and to diaappiove of thoif 
fonttilution. 

In Puii, B iTO-wd of women woa adroitly employed to heaiege tho 
curd Mid iho Hotel do Ville. They Ciuld only be diverted from setting 
ore ta the edifii.'p, by an invitntinn to pmeoed to Versailles. Tha tocsin, 
ill th« mean time, -was Bounded. The rabble, armed with pihsB, 
foikl. and aticla, crowded to tha square, and eoon marolied off to Versailles, 
to wU bread of the assembly. Lafayette anon after arrived at the Hole!

He horde of women and rabble reached Vetsaillea in the aflennxnt^ 
the}' penetrated into the aetembly, denianding bread, and Baying tlint tM* 
aristicnifj and the arcbbishop ot Paria had bribed the njillers ootlo gj" "*" 
doTn. UouQiervaa deapatched to the palace; thewomeD accompanied. 
tMiher, hut the crowd were atopped at the iron railing in front of the f 
lean ; wdvo were, howeyer, admitted, to lay their complainte befiri^ 
king. At hia aapect, and that ot ihe queen, their fury waa dumb ; ll 
returned to their ooniradea, aatiafied and tbarmed with their 
reception; tbeae, amazed and angered at BUth a change, UueatCDed< 
hang their unfartnnatQ envoya. 

In the coutBOof the night, some of the mob found an entrance inta t 
palace; thai Bumnionsd their oompaniuns, and engaged Ihe royal giU 
within the aparlmeata; the i^ueen waa loarcely saved from the fury 
tbeee ruffians, but Lafayette, at the riak of hia life, drove the rabbk • 
of the palace, and placed the royal family, for the time, in taiety. H 
crowd demanded that the king uiould come to Farla; and, amidal tMli 
cesBion of market'Vomen, at a footpaoe, vith human beads borne alBl 
on pikes before the tariiage, tbe mihappy I«)uia and Antninetle ■ 

conducted to the capital (Bth October, 17S9), and placed more imni 

ately under the eyes of the tfvolulioniEts. Such was the progiH 
of anarchy since the meeting of the Btates- general on the lit o 

The asBembly, which had followed Ihe king to Paris, ptirsued iti 
latiTe labours. Anew adminiatrattTs and judicial organiBatiim , enotf 
the lart yeatiges of the old r^ime. The division of the toil of Fmi^ 
into eighty-three departmenta, waa aubatiluled for the antienl prorin^ 
circonaciiptioQB. Each departm^^nt was divided into distticti, and tM 
diatnct into mimicipalitieB. The administration of justice vag placed il 
an entirely new baeie, and the municipal functiona conHiled to eleotid 
bodies ; thus a thousand obsladea to internal proiperity were inrept aWl 
at once. Everything was Bubmittcd to the ordeal of election, the pdnd 
plea of legialation being based on the ao-vereignly of the people. AaotBl 
Btcp was the confiscation of the endowments of the churgb. TaU^Miri 
biwop of AUtun, waa the fiiEt to propose IhiB saorifice, intended to lelis* 
the wanta of the exchequer; and tho utiifiiaf i>, issued on the aecmily I 
ecclesiastical estates, now first appeared, and were gradually tnulUpW

Fete of the FedtTa1io».—Th.a atuiivcnary of the taking of tiie Bastil*. 
wu approaching ; it iraa fiom that memomblG da; that the nation dated^ 
its deliretance. It ma resolved to celebrate it with oitraordinirj pomp., 
Aa s prelude Xa this patriotic fSte, the popuUr niembers of the nobleti* 
prapaaed tha abolition of titles ; liveries, armorial bearings, oidm, all iha 
pnTilegea of vanity malted airay, as those of power had done. This 
Menied to tiie noblesse ercn a more terrible blow than the former. Th« 
emigration redoubled.

It was repeated by all th|^ 
deputies, amidst the noise of salvos of artillery, of music, and the accla~

rife ID all directions. The enemies of the revolution were paving the way 
at onoe for civil and foreigu war. Tho greater pari of the offlcers of tha 
aimy ware attaohed to the old regime. Those who did not join the rr^*-" 
(O join the emigrants, eadeavourcd to win over tha soldiers to their ca 
The aristocratio spirit on one side and the spirit of insutiordinatiou on 
other, led to disoimra in many corps. Three regiments at Nancy had 
revolted against their ohiefi : general Bouill^ maiohed againat them at tk^ 
bead of the garrison and tho natioaa) guard at Metz. The ragimeot ot 
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QiAtsauTieux was cliarged, defeated, uii the ringleaders sent captivei to 
tarn (August, 1?90), 

The asiembl)', wliiuh bait nothing but anarohy, had been remormlua. 
The people saw the OBunlBr-rEvulution, and beoame alsrmed at so hiall 
s. mode aC repccEBJaa. It VM kuawQ UiBt Bouill^ had only ooiuentedta 
take the oiviu oalb in order lo favoi^r the projei.'ta of the court. He wu 
at the head uf a foriuidaUe arm;, and held lUl the fortieBses of the nulh 
open ta the euturpribei ofthe emigraata. The pmjeota of the euugraliuD 
wtre hegimiiDg to be openly arowed ; the attitude of the cabiaett iiT 
Europe van tlu^alening. AU at once the flight of the Uog became 
luiDvn. The peoplu alone had furcauun it, and iiad aercral timsa ead«- 
Toured to pietunt it ; all Pacia was in a state of atDpor. The plan «t 
flight had been cuneerted for some time with general Bouill^, vho had 
iWmed a ctimp of >omefaithiulregimeuteonthefruntier, nesrJIonlmedj. 
The Ving hoped, bj reaahing it in safety, (o avoid the reproadi, at 1«M(, 
ofemigratiou; aod without foreign aid, aahe sfterwarda aaaerted, le niu 
up liberty upon a firmer baaiii. 

The tints of Hight vau fixed for the night of the IBth June (1791). 
Bouille gave nrdura, in coaeequoDDe, fur truepa and detachmentj to meet 
the king at the bridge of SjmmeTelle audat St. Keaehould, toeioutt tai 
protect hia progresa, sliould he suocoed in reaching these toirnfl, Uafur- 
tunately, owing to seme difficulty exoited by the ^mole attendanta on t^ 
royal liuuily, the departure was put otf to the foUan-ing night, by vbieb 
means, although word was sent to BouiU^, the detachmente were m 
longer in waitmg for lie king when he arrived. A private door in her 
apajtmeot had beeu prepared by the queen ', iajuing bj this in tluH 
parties, the royal Iknul; gained Uie courta and crosaed them, the king, 
witlh hia i;hiidrea, rijaohing the nie de TEehQllB without imptdimeat. 
Hare a coavh avaited them ; but the queen had, in the meantime, lost Ltf 
way, the gardi dn corpt The conducted her being igrurant of Ftett. 
She chanced to meet Lafayette, but passed unrecognised by turn, inil 
joined the rest at length, after much wandering and trouble.

The carriage bearing the royal family reached Chalona in safety, anil, 
tubaequently, St. Meaehould. The detachment of BauiU^, weary of 
waiting, bad slteady taken thfir departure. At St. Menehould Louia iru 
reeognisedbyDrouet, son of the post- master; but the carriage was thes id- 
tingoS. Drouet set ofTalaa by a crosa road, and reached Tareanea.thrau) 
place of hnlt, and within but two atieea of Bouilld'a camp, before thp fii»i- 
tivea. Thero were no post horses in VarenneB,bt tan officer efEouil 
appointed to haroaretay in waiting. There were no syniptonia of bi;i: 
guards about the hour of eleven at night, when the royal family tnl<-i >. 
lovn. They vere obliged to alight, to qucBtian,toparley with ihoi'i,"!. I 
vhilst Dtonet bad arouasd the municipal offleers, aud colled tognth 
national guards of thecontoTU WliUst the carriage waa slowly jiroo 
fag under an ariJi that crosaed (he road, Drouet and one or i\ 
elopped it, deiaaailag theit pozapocte.

Tbos, within an hunr, a league, of ssfotj, the unfortunate Louis anli 
Uh lanaly found themselves oaptive, and un their return to a ci " 
vliMi, if it had before load^ them with conCnmely, vould nov, i . _ 
iiluly, observe no amderalion in oruolty. Tho asseniblj already shoved. 
tbat ita onions had taken a deeper die of republicaniBm sinee the flighfa 
PetioD, a rude and rigid demouml, with Karnnve, the rival of Mirabeatf 
TBre the cnmniiBaacies who re-oonducled the king. Seated in the roylj' 
carnage, Bamave, with the aenaibilily ever attendant upon talea^ 
Ut iaa fljmpathy awakened for the Bufferings of the fallen family. 

Duriag the eight days of their painful jounioy, be continually oonverBfliC

The club or the cardelitTt prepared tho draft of an address to 
national asaembly, tn which their situation was Bumnied up in the fin* 
pfaiBse. " Behold us free," it said, " and witJiout a kine ; it remains to bt 
BKu whether it would be sdvantaKeous ti appoint aoolhei." Before the 
etent of the 20th Jane, the amembly bed declared dist tbe Sight of the 
Ungfrom the kingdom would involve his depoaidon. The caae had not 
bven reaUsed to lie letter, the king having been arrested within the 
kingdom. Bamave, in concert with the principal members of the moderate 
Metian of the aaaembly, defended, against Robespierre, theprincipleof the 
UMf'a inviolability, and obtained from the aEBeisbly a decree abiolring the 
king.

The latter had ilieadj signed wilh the 
rm'pvroT Leopold the SBcret declaration of Mantua, vhioh. promioed te 
Iitmie ZVI. the aid at a coEiIitioa in whicli Austria, Germany, Switrer- 
land, and the kings of Snrdinia, Spain, and Fnuaia, were to enter (lOtli 
May, 1791).

^^his audacious -riolalion of the royal rcBidenca had momenUrily ■ 
moeeMdvSerenC&otathatanticipatcdfroniit by ita authors. Thepartiianl 
of the court wurB burning with indignaliou at the outrages lavished 
upon the king and tbe queen, who had hoard more than anco during ths 
gaenu of the 20lb of JuDe, resounding in their ears, the threatening 
ci^ — " There is the Anatrinn." The conatitutionaliata deplored the 
Criminal attempts against the laws and the publit^ tranquillity. Louii 
XYI. waa enabled at ease to reject the decrees the eanction of which had 
been endeavoured to be forced upon him : some of bis faithful adhereuU 
eniteBTOiu'td to inspire him anew with ideas of flight ; but it was in vaio, 
lor he eipectfld in future everything from the coaleaeed powora. La- 
fayette quitted his army for some days, and came, in their name, to 
eiptees lo the aasombly their lentiniGnls of horror at the events of the 
30di of June ; and he proposed to tho king to carry him off from Faria 
and to place him at tho head of tlie army.

Alarm reigned in the palace, andthcuourt had taken soms measures of 
dEfence. From eigtit to nine huadred Swiss hud bcca draim up in tha 
interior; the offlopri of the old guard, indifferently armed with sabres, 
■irordB, and nistoK had h&stened to the palace, to defend rnyalt; in this 
extreme peril ; ths ministers had aciM)inpliab.Gd thoir daty, and occupied 
tb^ places bj the lido of the king;: tho commander of the national 
guard, Uacdat, had given orders for tho moat faithful battalEans to 
repair to the Tiiilertes ; and the royal residence vaa Burroundad by 
crtillery.

tlvcs; and it became evident that if Louis should escape a coodemnstiiin, 
this judicial drama might be coOTerted into an BSBassinatiou. Tha 
diBcuEdion that fullu-A'cd in Ibo nasembly waa long and earnest. Kobn- 
pierre said, " The last proof of devotion we awe to our country is, lostifla 
incur bcarliercrysentimentofBenBibility." Vergniaud, the moat eloquent 
orator of the Gironde, treated the accusation of Louis on a fresh atap 
tovirda a fiightful nnRivhy : h« mked rrhnt guaraat«eB tkey hod sgiaMt 
the aulhon of the massacre of September ; and drew a stnking pietim 
of the acenos that soon filled Franca with bloodihed. A Girondit, 
convinced of the impoasibility ot an atquittal, proposed an appeal totiie 
people, and Ihia question excited for eight dnja the moat stotniy debatH, 
which still further cjiogperated nil minda. The appeal to the peopla im 
rejected by a great majority, The final question of the BMituaw was put 
on the evening of the Iflth of January. £ai:h member was caUcd to iha 
tribune to give his vote aloud, in presence of the applause or excoratiitti 
of the galleries. Of the party of the Mountain thu uaiveraal vote *U< 
of ooursc, death ; stQl that of Egalile duke of Orleans, as be pronouooed 
tbo fatal word againat his relation and sovereign, jarred upon the fafJiggs 
even of that hardened aesembly, C.lf the Gironda many voted siaafdj fur 
death, in fear and despair it should seem ; twenty-six ot thsir number, 
amongst whom was WTgniaud, voted for death, with reprieve ordelarof 
execution. The numbor present was 721. Tho bare majority iraa ibw 
3G1: and Iiut 361 yoices were for death u-ithout coodition. BU 
Vergniaud and liis friends had declared their vote independent of thiii 
cnndition, whicb was but a vow and recoramandatioD, and by this neoBt 
their faintheartednesa raised the majority to 1)87 agnjnat 334 vofiMh 
which were tbr iiaprisonmcnt during war and exile ailer peace.

The right, on the oonbl 
moved that Hcnriot. the new provinoial commandant, ho called to 
bar. Danton Eccondc^d the former propoaal, and asked, reaioq 
enough, " Why persist in supporting Uie commission, when jou U 
its acta, and Iftt loose those whom it arreata ?" The orator's sole aigtn 
waa lbs eipc liency and prudence of suhmittJTig for a time to the Wi 
the populace wv in insmrBolian. Beputationa aucceedad each oQiC 
tbe bar, each ilsing in ila demands. The tumult and the menaoei of 
crowd withou , and tlie galleries within, iDcraased. At lengtll, B*n 
OTgui of the Plain, rose, and proposed that tha commisiiom of i« 
ahould bo brok m, and at the aamo time ihe armed foroo be ' 
diq>osal of the convention. The latter put of the motio 
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>1 Bftt-fiff tn the TGil conceaaon. Ere it CQuId te put to tha

Aflei deliTermg thit 
Bddresa, the mob whioli bore it broke into the convention, filled the 
hencbes of the Mountain, and prepared to vote with ii, as had been dona 
on & previouB niglit. There vaa no need of auoti aid, hoirever, to paea 
the motkm of Barrio, then boTore the assembly. Ttie deputies of the 
Uouatain passed, therefore, to tbe right ude, leaving the left oocupied 
by the mob, la this giCuatiqQ a vote first ordered the printing of the 
tut addrew, Herenpoo Tergniaud roae and left the assembly, deolaring 
tbM it iraa no longer free. Had all thu Giroiulists followed hxm it would 
bave proTed a wise and deoiaiTC atep. Bat not bdng followed, he vsa 
obliged to return ; asd the proposal of Barr^re, breskiiig the coniniiesiciD 
of twelre, was put to the vote and carried. 

Such vras the Grat result gained by the anarchists. They had forced 
the majority of the oonvontion to yield, and abaadira tlie offensive. But 
peace, and a rstuni to order, in this atate of things, was impoasible. Tha 
anarcluste, who had rsiaed an insurrection to seizure tbonuelvee Iram the 
Qinulde, were, uow that they had overcome that host of talented men, 
obliged to crush them. The continuance of the Insurrection could alone 
(oaUe them to do this; and acoordingly the tocsla continued to soniid, 
pod tlie dnuna to beat to arma, aa if the country was in danger. All the 
population remained undor arms, i^oraot or terrified, each man awing 
tiB neighbour, yet aslung his neighbour what all this meant. The 
mqoiity of these armed citizens, could they have understood each other, 

nwhK soon bave restored p^cB and order. But all were the dupes of 
iMmranos and fear, the worst quaUdcis that can beset a multitude, and 
'irUeh never could have prevailed so completely and absurdly over any 
generstion, save one reared in the datliness of despetiem, and then 
enosed to the blinding light of sudden and eitreioe liberty. 

The first of June wbb spent in parley betwiit the comniilt«e of public 
nfetTi which repreaented the conventi[>n, and that of the municipality, 
vbiclL repreaented the mob. The latter demanded (he exolusion of the 
Gironde ; and the aaiemblv was not likely to pass so iniquitous a decree. 
Oarat at length proposed tiiat the chiefs of the two parties of the Gironde 
Bid ol the Mountain should sacrifice themsalroa, for the aake of peace, 
nH both retire. Danton applauded the idea. But Robeepiene would 
net hearlcen to it. All attempts were vain, and accordingly the leaders 
of tfao insurrection surrounded the Tuiloriea, where the convention then 
nt, with its moat select and ferocious bands, led by Uenriot. The order 
VM giTen to these not to haim or otter violence to the deputies, but to 
p w nmt (heir egress or escape ; in fact, to keep them close prisoners till 
flinr Toted the eiclnsiDn of the Girondists.

And yet, even in the faoe of poril, had it been supported and 
sustained, there were stiU hopes that the cause of liberty and order mi^ 
have Burvived tbe iasurreution. But Barr^re aroBe, as uanal

Ilooriot 
backed hia horse, caUed to hia artillerymen to stand to Ibeir picdes, ini 
perusted in defending himself, and barring the way. The soldiers dared 
not to execute the president's command. The assembly, in pruuuslicilii 
here denied egress, ra-eutered the Tuileries, and re-issued from it «n 
the other side, into the garden, hut here they were equally unaucccssfo). 
They tried every gate, maruhed rtiund the garden, hut were everywhere 
denied a passage. They re-entered their hall of sitting, and there Marat 
and Couthon instnntly exulaimed, " You see how free W9 arc ; how I'oU 
(if obedience are the people." 
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The Flain now began to be alarmed ; and when the decree for the 
arrest of the Ginmde, so lately repulsed with indignation, was offered 
to the reluctant assembly, there were signs of timidity and wayering. 
*< After all," said some, *' to Tote the arrest of the proscribed will not 
place them in a worse state than they are in, whilst it will relieve ns. 
Let us not endanger onrselves by our obstinacy." The question was 
put ; and the centre, in lieu of offering opposition, decUned altogether to 
vote, the members declaring that they were no longer free. The unop- 
posed voices of the Mountain then passed the decree, ordering into arrest 
the leading members of the Gironde and of the commission of twelve. 
The original Hst of twentv-two was swelled to thirty, besides the ministers 
of finance and foreign afiiairs. 

II. THE REIGN OF TERROR. 

(2xD JuNB, 1793, TO 27th July, 1794). 

' Jiltf Committee of Public Safety. — The government had fallen into 
the hands of Danton, Robespierre, and Marat. The Girondists did not 
perceive that their fall was final, and they made a desperate appeal to 
die departments. Vergniaud and some others, who pushed their respect 
for legality to extremes, believed that the moment for justice would 
arrive for them, and accepted all the consequences of the decree of arrest. 
Petiony Barbaroux, Guadet, Louvet, Buzot, Lanjuinais, &c., escaped 
eaally, for at first they were not closely watched, and it was not long 
ere dvil war broke out between Paris and the exasperated departments. 
la the south, the centre, and the west, all were arming on behalf of the 
vanquished of the 2ad of June. Before long, sixty departments and 
most of the principal towns were in arms against the Jacobins. The 
appearance of some of the proscribed deputies in the provinces commu- 
nicated enthusiasm and gave leaders to the revolt, that now became 
general. The northern departments, with those immediately around 
Iniris, remained alone true to the convention. The former, menaced by 
the foreign enemy, and occupied by the republican armies, had neither 
power nor leisure to rise. But Normandy, whither most of the fugitive 
Gironde had bent their steps, at once declared against the anarchists. 
The province summoned a representative assembly to meet at Caen ; 
raised an army; appointed general Wimpfen to the command, and 
pushed forward its advanced posts to Evreux, within a day's journey of 
the capital. Brittany strove to imitate la Ycndee ; whilst the victorious 
insurgents of this region were at the moment marching upon Nantes, in 
order to procure themselves a stronghold and a seaport, Nantes, though 
Girondist, prepared to resist the rovalists to the last ; and, in the middle 
of June, a gallant and general attadc upon the town by the Vende'ans was 
repulsed. Both parties were, however, equally hostile to the convention. 
Continuing the circuit of France, Bordeaux was naturally Indignant at the 
arrest of its deputies. It instantly despatched a remonstrance to Paris, 
and began to levy an army to support it. Toulouse followed the example. 
Marseilles, the hyper-revolutionary Marseilles, had anticipated the crisis. 
The Jacobins and moderate republicans had come to blows, and the 
former had succumbed. Lyons presented the same scei^e, save that thq 
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tttaggle vaf) more Serce. Lyoni, from ita maauliiutory of tillc, gold Mtl 
rilver cmbrorlEry, and olluir articles of higU luxury, hsd dependt^d ok 
the ricb. It therefore uiintained ui onitocraUc uid rojoliit pirty, vhiek 
natujsllf geneCBlod the othiT eitreine, a Jacobin club ; and this dub hftd 
iCBldoTDt in Chalior. The puties fought; the Jacobmawere bciteQi tli«ii 
dub dnticrfsd; and Chalicr, afCei u time, tried and executed. Tta^ 
partiiwiiB of tlie monaichj had seii^d the oocasunt to avenge the dea1M^| 
Louia XVI., nnd they were found UTeryvherfi InefLthiug forth bat^^| 
Bgnimt the rnvolntian. The modeiatDS, accused of aimiag at fedcn]^^H 
and praJBCting to oiguiua tho proTinces gepariLtety nnd indspendei^^H 
of the capital, were driFcn at length to attempt this in their own defenO^^ 
as veil SB in thut of fteedom. Dividi;d and declsred as parlies uov wero, 
it Ecemed almoat inevitable that the Jacobins would be crushed. More than 
two-thirds of tbc province! declared agunet them, whilat the English and 
AusCriana pressed Ihem from the north, and east. The MoDntain vu, 
howETcr, the central power, holding immediately in hand the army, the 
reTonue, and the administration. On the stondBrd which they held up 
were all the old symbols of the revolution, vhilit the provinciaia, aew- 
atod widely in spajie, and us widely in ideas, were under the impoidbuit; 
□t concerting either a plau of campaign, oraprindpleofTegiatanca. lla 
MountALoista were not men of heaitotian ; they made every Frenchman, 
from eighteen to twenty-fivu liable to military aervice, and levied four- 
teen amiii:s, amounting to the total of t,SOO,ODO soldiers, This mt 
body woa supported by multiplied contributiona, extorted from all who 
had means to pay ; the remedy for any reluctance to meet their demandi 
wag simplj death, rnmce beoame a camp foi the army ; ■ prison for fht 

tai payers. Tradesmen and merchants were under the surveiilanea of 
clubs, extended by a thousand ramificationa throughout all the lowwr 
rlaas in the nation. Every one in want received forty soiu per daj fcr 
aisieting at the osBembliea of his soction, and every eeotion had ita renh 
lulionary committees and granted its certifioatee oi civiam. 

In tho meanwhile, a young Norman girl showed more heroism than the 
united party, andcametoiidd,ifposaible, to the popular effervestence, 81i« 
was a female of great beauty and courage. Marat had demanded h»f 
lover as an enemy of the republic, and caused hia assassinatioa ; * ^^ 
dclermLned to rid the oountry of one whose enormities had ri 
a height, that he was everywhere regarded aa the bead of ti 
emphatically oaiUd buiicvri doaang (the drinkera of blood).

The general InsuTreotioQ of the 
provinces tampered the zeal, if it did not eicile the feorg, of the leaders 
in the oapilttl. As the provincos fluoonmbed, howeyer, feelings of inita- 
Uon and Teageance appeared * the revolutionary monaler felt tito return 
a(iUu:ee«aof fury, that had for a moment bnen allayed. The new 
eMBtJCatioii, one u democratic as could w«U be formed, was to be 
imchumed and Jnaugoratud on the 10th of August. The deportmeDti, 
*hJch in two mouths had otmoit all given in their aubmission to tho 
aanvBntioD, were reqaeated to send oommisBariea to Paris, in token of 
RonicilisUoD. They came, and on the 10th of August Paria enjoyed the 
■paMaole of a third federation, celebrating the birth of the third Donstitu- 
lioa that had been framed in tbo short, apace of four years,

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with shame and awe. When she reached the top of the scafibld, she 
threw herself on her knees, exclaiming, *' Lord, enlighten and 
affect my executioner. Farewell, my children, for ever ; I go to your 
father." Thus perished the lovely Marie Autoinette, in the 38th year 
of her age. 

Next came the turn of the Girondists, in wliose names the rebellion in the 
departments had taken place ; they were twenty-one in number, Brissot, 
Yergaiaud, Grensonne, Fonfrcde, Ducos, Valazc', Lasoiirce, Sillcry, Gar- 
dien, Caira, Buprat Beauvais, Duchatul, Mainvielle, Lncazc, Uuperrct, 
Fauchet (constitutional bishop of Calvados), Boileau, Lchardy, Antiboul, 
and Yigee. On hearing his sentence of death, Yalazc stabbed himself 
with a dagger, and fell dead. Lasource exclaimed, '* I die at a moment 
when the people have lost their senses ; you will die on the day they will 
recover it." They walked to the place of execution singing the Mar- 
wiUaisey and exhibited in death that firmness which, had it been 
displayed in the acts of their political lite, would at least have saved 
tha'J memory from reprobation, and most probably have insured them a 
glorious and successful career. The duke of Orleans, Philip Egalite, who 
had played so pitiful a part in the revululiun, speedily followed them, as 
did Bailly, the mayor of Paris, to whom the massacre of the Champ do 
Kara, under the constituent assembly, had not been forgiven, and whom, 
by a refinement of cruelty, the mob employed, on the day of his execution, 
in displacing and dragging his gibbet froui one place to another. The 
old man, as he awaited the executioner, was seun to tremble under his 
many years and the "ftintei's day. *' You tremble, Bailly," sneered one of 
his guards. *' 'Tis from cold," replied the aged man. 

The beautiful and gifted Madame Roland was also guillotined, for 

iromen were not protected by their sex, and fell like tho rest. When 

condemncjd to death, she conducted herself with great firmness, exclaiming 

at the time of her execution, " Oh, liberty, what crimes are committed in 

thy name ! " Ilcr husband, on learning her death, stabbed himself. 

The Girondists who had escaped were not more fortunate. Grange- 

neuvc, SuUes, Guadet, and Barbaroux perished at Bordeaux. Buzot and 

the philosophical Condorcet put an end to their existence. The body of 

Petion, who had escaped to the department of Calvados, was found in a 

field, half devoured by wolves, and it was 8uppos(»d that he had perished 

from hunger. Babaut was executed at Saint Etienne, Yalady at Peri-

Fail of Jlebert and of Da nf on, — Tho committee of public safety and 
its judicial instrument pursued a similar course. As the revolutionists 
were introducing a new order of things, they thought it not beneath their 
vocation to reform tho calendar. Tliey began their reckoning at tho time 
when the republic was proclaimed, and divided the year into twelve 
months of thirty days each, undt r tho names of vcndeiniaire^ hrumairCy 
and ffimairCy for the autumn ; of nivdffc, ^;//^y/ow, and rc/itone^ for the 
wmter ; oi germinal^ fi^rtnl^ niid prairinly for tho spring ; and of }iics8idor, 
thvrmidor, and fi'mticior, for the summer ; each month in tliree decades, 
which were called prUnidi^ duodiy t/'idt\ quartidi^ quinttdiy sextidi^ sepiidi, 
oczidif fionidif deeadi, and the five remaining days were dignilicd with the 
appellation ot'san-i cidoitides. Tho progress of the revolutionary movement 
was singularly logical in the eyes of its chiefs; they had proscribed the indiyi- 
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dnals btlongingto anotlierepocli , tbej now ware abaUaliing its lemembntaoa, 
and the time had mrJTedto Quit}] wiUi the uicioDtrdigiDn,inii£h pttitook 
someirhBt of the mdnu'diy.

Kvmed to tbem incurable ; but they bad respected Itubospierre, whiwt 
Bocal infliiGnee vaa immonae ; and whan Dautun, reoslled by them^

Thetwo rivala 
nemed at first t^ imderstand each other: Bobeapieire defended Don ton at 
Iba Jacobin club, and corrected himself the proofs of his journal. Tbia 
ffieA. undentandiDg, horsTsr, did not last long; Btllaud, CoUot, and 
Saint Just, who saw themsslTss threatened, vnrked upon their colleague, 
ud re-»waiened tis former jealousy, and obtained from him the Morifioa 
of tile Dantoniats, hy abandoning to him iu return the nnarchiats of the 
eaaattaae. ItDbespiurre ascended the tribune, and accused the two 
{tOiaaa of the moderate and the ultra-revolutionists, who, under lUfibrent 
batmera, ha said, were tending \d the aamc end, vi^., the disorgtmiiiatiDn 
of die popular goTemment, the ruin of the convention, and tho triumph 
of tymmT. Saint Just expressed liimeelf still mure openly. Iu the 
CTcniiiB, the public aecnier, Fouquier-Tinville, caused Hebert, YiDuent, 
e«nBiu Bonsiu, Uomoro, Ghaumette, tbe apcatale archbishop (iohel, and 
Anaoh»rsis Clootz, to be arrested. The clubof theCoideliors, whiah wan 
devoted to them, plaued a veil over the deotaration of tbe rights of man, 
■nd andearouTBd to stir up the people in their favour ; but their efforts 
woe unheeded. On the 27th of March, 1794, they Were taken to the 
fiaos of the Berolulion and guillotined. Contempt and insult were 
added to the severity of their suiferinga, and they died amid the hoot- 
iiuni of the populace.

in. DISSOLUTION OP THE CONVENTION 

(27Tn July, 17B4, To 29Tn Ootobeb, ITBfi.) 

' Sfnc/i'etf. — The fall of BobespiLTre waa everywhere received with tlie 

liveliest dcmoQstratinns of satisfaction. The conveation resumed aU tha 

of which ic had been divested since th« eatahlishment of llie 

tionary government, and the committee of public la&ty, 4liich 

d BO completely damtnat«d over it, and whiiih for nearly a year bad 

I7 obtained a renewal of its monthly powers as a matter of f«Di 

*-enlered npon its deptndcnoe as before tho insurreotioii of tho lilt of 
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Cambon, Camot, Prieur, &c Out of the assombly tliey rested forsupport upon 
the weeded club of the Jacobins, and upon the remnant of the Bobesniciro 
faction, which, for want of better, rallied themselves to them. The men, 
on the other hand, called moderate in the language of the day, assumed 
their new name of T/iennidorianSj as if to cut off all connexion with the 
past; made themselves masters of the sections which had marched with 
them against the commune, and were preparing to combat their new 
adversaries. Being masters of the convention, they immediately abolished 
the measures which had principally contributed to the maintenance of 
the trium viral tyranny. They re -organised, on more moderate bases, and 
witli real guarantees, the revolutionary tribunal; they impeached 
Fouqnier Tinville, who had so cruelly abused his redoubtable functions 
as public accuser, and who was denounced by Freron, in these appro- 
priate words — ** I demand that Fouquier Tinville may wear off the 
remains of his drunken surfeit of blood in hell." Being tried and 
condemned to the guillotine, the people used his own death-dealing 
phrase as he went to execution ; while he replied with hoarse curses and 
distorted gesticulations, to their execrations ; but his courage failed him 
at the foot of the scaffold, and he died like a coward. The law of the 
22nd Prairial was likewise abolished, and the setting at liberty of 
•uepected persons was effected with great precaution. The executive 
goYcmment was modified. Of the twelve members of the com- 
mittee of public safety, three were to be renewed each month, by 
which provision Tallien immediately entered, Collot and Billaud ceasing 
to belong to it. Just vengeance, too, though slow, did not altogether 
Bleep. The judges of the tribunal of blood, and the public accusers, were 
sent to the scaffold. Steps were taken to bring the pro-consuls Carrier 
and Lebon to the same fate. Some of the leading members of the 
committee of general safety were put in arrest. These measures, how- 
erer wise, and short of just retribution, were sufficient to alarm the 
terrorists and those implicated in the extreme and violent acts of the 
revolution. Nor were the moderate and reactionary party out of doors 
satisfied. So many had the deaths of fathers, mothers, relatives of all 
kinds to avenge, that truce was impossible betwixt them and their 
enemies. The sectionary meetings were the chief scenes of these plaints 
and recriminations. The citizens, recovered from their terror, appeared 
there to exclaim against those who had terrified them ; whilst the rabble 
and the representatives clamoured that the aristocrats were all let loose 
to plot once more the downfall of the republic. The press, too, recovered 
its freedom, and made use of its power in favour of moderation. Such 
journals aa those of Marat and Hebert were no longtT tolerated. 

The club of the Jacobins had singularly fallen off in importance ; tho 
convention had interdicted to it collective ])etitions, branches, and cor- 
respondence ; it no longer represented anything except itself, and was 
only supported in the faubourgii. It was assailed in the very hall of its 
meeting, by Thormidorian bands, and carried by storm after a courageous 
defence. The next morning, the convention sent commissaries to close 
the doors, and the Jacobin club was finally dissolved. 

Tho chjofs of the reactionary movement grew gradually more em- 
bold^^ned.

On the lat of April the plotters of tbe faufaourgj rose in inaarreetiW^, 
placed the ^omen and children in front of their column, and marched to 
the convention. The seditious movement being nneipected, there WU 
Ht £rat no fori^ to repel it, and Iho mob entered tbo Tnilerie£ witbout 
opposition, forced the doors of the asscmMy, and rushed in amongst Uie 
membera, shouting, "Bread; the Ijburatlcn of tiie accused patriot* gt 
the eonatitution of 1793 I" For some hours the Dssembly remained *t 
the mercy ot the ioaurgents, who amidit the tumult receiTed enoounge- 
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ment fiom the dBpatien of the Maimtain. The BxecuUve gorenuaent 
in the eomniittero collected a force; aaS die populaoe, vMch had cod- 
quered, but knew not how to make iiae of their ooaqueat, retired before 
h, and dispereed as after diecamfitun. The oimverLtion no Bonner found 
iUelf Ht liberty in the evening of the tiunultuoun day, than it prodeeded 
to measures of energy. Billaud-Vari^nnes, Cullut d' Uerboii, and 
Barrere were condemnod to trauiportation ; and seven of those Moun- 
taiaists vho Kad so lately applauded the iuBurg^tita were atresled, and 
ordered to be sent to the castle of Ham, in Fioardy. Thia defeat hud the 
effect uf Btill further exasperating the pnpular party, and on the 20(h of 
Stay another formidable inaurrectian brolta out in I'aria. In the Dame 
ef the people, riaea to obtain bread and resume their righte, they 
demanded the libecatioD and recall of the deputies lately traniported and 
arreated, the reetoralion. of nrma to the faubourgs, the arreit of oil 
BDUgptub, and of the Parisian joutnalisU, the re-eatabliahment of the 
ccMmnMc and the aectloiu, and the enspension of the eiiiting oomoiittcel ■■ 
of gorerDment. la the place of the lo^t, four membera were named to 
ftnui a lovereign eommitiion. They proeeeded to the Tuilertea to tbe 
■oQDd of the tocsin and the cannon of alarm, and broke into the palace. 
the aiBcinbly hod declared ttsslf permanent, and had called the lectiona 
to itaHd; but before they could arrive, its ordinary guard fouod itself 
loo feeble to rcsiat ita iuTaders. Tho preaident, Boisay d' Anglaa, was 
timed at in hia chair ; the depnty Feraud flung himself boforc the 
■dTanolng throng, and <»illed on Ihem to tread down in hia peraon the 
national l^latnre, ere they violated ita hall uf sitting. They passed, 
nereriheleas, orer hia body, filled the roam, roared and menaiied, the 
■lost furious sunamLding the president, and preparing to wreak on him 
their reeentiDent againet the cenrcntion. Feraud, who bad riseoi though 
mndi bruised and hu»t, now mahed to in[erfi.>re aud aave the preaident. 
He «raa opposed, and a acuffle took place round the presideof a chair, in 
the midst of which a. toMbji shot Feraud with hia pistoL A about 
applauded the deed. They seized tho dead body by tbe hair, dragged it 
Ont, decapitated it, and aomo time alter they returned with the head, 
tied on a bayonet, which they held up to Boiaay. A.ceoFdirg to some 
acooocla, Oio president recoiled in horror— to others, he bowed in homage 
lo the gerr head of his courageous oolleague. 

BcjasT d'Anglaa braved, with unshaken courage, for upwards of aic 
hours, the fury ofthe mob. The MonnlatniBts of the assembly, deeming 
tlieii triumph aeoure, inunediatsl}' endeavoured to profit by it. All the 
■itiolea of their insurrectianal programme were converted into motions 
hy Ihem, and successively adopted amidst this {rightful tumult, after 
vbieh they appointed an executive coramiaaion and a commander of tha 
armed lorce, and they likewise dearsed the re-eotahliflbment of the club 
of the Jacobins. The crowd, which was mingled with them, applauded 
ail (heir taessurea, and the remaindor of tho Beeembly remained in silence 
■nd nnpoT, when: be armed sectiona arrived in the Place of the Carouse), 
Tha deputiei, Legendre, Kerv<!l<fgan, and Auguia at their bead, pene- 
trated into the hall, repulsed by the bayonet tbe aurprtsed inourgenti, 
and reatored to the aaaembly the liberty of ita deliberations. AU that 
had been voted during the sauguinary popular invasion waa annuiled, 
■od totuteen Monntainiats, who had been arie«t«& u auKna^foiMb ^A. '^ 
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aa imniedialcly deipatohcd out of Paris under n 
eBcort. The following day tlie BtrugjflBwas ontbe point Of reeoinmB 
belweon lie anarohista and the membera of the seetiona, who _ 
lUtioned Ihemselvflg around the TuiloriaB ; dotnmiaBiriw from the at 
Tcnlionvere Bent uhockbE the thrcitemng groupa, and a colliaiouii^ 
avoided. On the llh Prairial, the ooarchiBls rescued the murderer f 
Feraud, who had heen discovered and condeioDed, as ho wai proceedT 
to the Boaffold. Then the conventioD decided upon acting wilh ligq 
"By this lime eome troopa of the line had lieen drafted to th 
At the head of these and the natiaaal guards, general Menou, < 
ing under Bolttob. invested the faubourg ot St. Antoiue, and n 
bombard it. The fi^male populnticn dreaded this aet of letribulU 
The faubourg aubmitted, ia tokeu of which its section auirendered tb 
formidable cnnnoii. Thus dieHTUied, the; ceased to be dangeroul, ^ 
the moat active focus of anarchical movemeuta lost all its revolutianiu 
influence. It was a deciaiya day, and the Mountain was never »bla W 
rise after this fiua! falL Six out of the fourteen Mountainists arrnled 
in conBe^uence of thsse evcota wtre arraigned before a military tribunal, 
and condemned to bo shot.

Mililaiy EvtnU.- — The convention, viotorioua over U 
home, were equally ao abroad over the coalition. The republican %i,.. 
in which the Mountainiat gonorala were nuraerotu, had teoeived yi— 
m&rked diafavourlho tidings of the 9th Thertnidor; but tbia was notfl 
moment for military insurrection, and they did not slacken lli^ uk 
life movements. Towards the close of 179*, the armies of Ijiei«._ 
and of the Sombre and Meuse, still acting in concert, had driven backd 
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Aostrians beyond the Rhine, and the Anglo-Batayians on the extreme 
frontier of the united proyinces. "Winter had set in, and the troops of 
Pichegru, HI fed and clothed, being in yiew of a rich country, and until 
then respected by the war, undertook the conquest of Holland, crossed 
the rivers and canals on the ice, and spread themselves suddenly through 
all the provinces. Amsterdam, the Hague, Rotterdam, Leyden, and 
Utrecht, surrendered without striking a blow. The patriots, excited by 
the refugees, who had hastened thither, rose against the authority of the 
stadtholder, who was compelled to take refuge in England. A new form 
of 'government was established, and at the commencement of the campaign 
of 1795, tho Batavian republic concluded a treaty of peaco and aliiance 
with the French republic, to which it ceded Dutch Flanders, Maestricht, 
Yenloo, and their dependencies, and stipulated for the freedom of the 
navigation of the Rhme, the Scheldt, and the Mouse. 

Europe began to be weary of the war, in spite of the question of prm- 
ciples at issue in the contest. On the first of February, 1795, Tuscany 
had taken the initiative of conciliation ; and although its example 
had no great weight, it was not the less a favourable augury for the 
future. 

Prussia, deprived of the co-operation of England, which now found 
the ports of Holland closed, and outflanked on her right by the French 
armies, opened negotiations at Basle with the commissaries of the con- 
vention, and a treaty of peace and of good understanding between the 
two countries was signed in that town, on the 5th of April, 1795. The 
impulse once being given, another power, whom family resentments were 
calculated to range amongst the most inveterate enemies of the republic, 
inclined towards peace : this was Spain, which Perignon, Augereau, 
Scherer, and Moncey, had invaded by Rousaillon and the valley of Bastan. 
Figiu^es, Roses, Bilbao, and all tho fortresses were successively falling 
into their hands, and the republicans were preparing to cross the Ebro, 
when the suspension of hostilities was announced to them. The cabinet 
of Madrid acknowledged the French republic, and ceded to it the 
Spanish portion of the isle of St. Domingo, where tho general rising of 
the negroes had occasioned fearful complications; France restored to 
Spain all that she had conquered on the frontiers of the Pyrenees (16th 
July, 1795). The most striking military event was the unfortimate 
expedition to Quiberon. Having allowed La Vendee to succumb — for it, 
too, had made its peace with tho republic — the British government re- 
solved, on the information of De Puisaye, an emigrant noble, to raise the 
banner of insurrection in Brittany, where the Chouans, under cover of a 
pacification, were ready to resume their arms. As tho accounts of the 
emigrants were, however, little to be trusted, and as to send an English 
force into the province would be idle, unless the French royalists them- 
selves were able to make a respectable stand, it was resolved first to try 
the influence and power of the latter, arming and equipping a little 
army of them, and transporting them to Brittany. This was done. 
They were landed on a peninsula, forming ono side of the bay of Quiberon. 
They took the fort commanding the little isthmus, communicating with 
the main-land. The Chouans, to the number of 12,000, joined them ; and 
for a few days tho expedition seemed to prosper. But Hoche, tho

■ioas hetviit the omigrant officers themselvea diatmcted Uiem from fit 
meunresof duFeace. Routed aeveral timM, iLo English gimboila still 
repulied Ihc repubticima, till the latter, guided by descrten fromlir 
emigrants, surpriacd in tlio n%bt the fort Ust guarded ^e uthmnr ^^' 
in the muming the emigrant army fell into the power of Hocbe. 
hod not time to embark, nor pover te reiist, Many fell, many 
drovmed, many aleir themielveB. The Engliah admiral did all i 
paver to ruscue and to aid the unfortunate cmigranta. A great body of 
them, bowoTer, fell into the handa of tlioir enemies. All those tabn 
priaonera were ihoL The Thenuidorian government at tbo Teiy Sme 
incurring the auapiuLon of lenioncy, and a teodeocy ta royalism, duiat sot 
haie spared tliem, even if it bad me inoUiiation. 

T/ielZlk I'end^aia're. — The conveutiuu, in the meantime, waa drawioj: 
to its natural term. All France was weary of ita rule ; and the eiujie- 
ralion againat this imposing assembly, which had played so terrible 1 
part in the gruat roToIutiocary dratoa, waa extreme. It was bitterly 
reproached with all thn violimcea and proaetiptiona of the trinmvteil 
i6gime ; all the respoTiaibility of tbe aanguinary episodes of the reign of 
terror were laid to its charge ; tbe most popular jaumBlisla aitirred up 
public opinion against it; and it became evident that tbo forthcaming 
eleotiona would result in a hostile sense to ita prineipleB, and consequently 
to the republican s^etcm, Many people weie mooKrvhicBllj iacUapi, 

and the ancient royaliiits, raising their heads, began to intrigue and maku 
partisans. The convention made uao of tbe pretext to pass a decree, iJut 
only one-third uf their number should be immediately re-elected, tkc 
remaining two-thirds to subsist, one half to be renewed in eif^ecn 
moutba, the other at a mare distant period ; moreover, that the cnDvention 
wasiUelf to malie choice of tbe two-thirds deatined to be of llienGwlegisla- 
ture. Tiiie wasicfacttoconatitiiteendaecurethemajority. Thiiarbiliuj 
Boteidted everywhere protests and menacea against this flagrant vioU' 
tion of eleotord lihecty.

g^ve anna ta between fifteen and eighteen hundred patriols, who aaa 
rolanteereil their aorvicos", anil ap^in^eft. a. iiinKnaWee of five montbert 
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charged witih proyiding for the pablic safety (Colombel) Barras, Baunou, 
Letoumeur, and Merlin). 

The 12th Vend^miaire, general Menon marched against the sectionistSy 
who occupied the conyent of the FiUes St. Thomas, but he parleyel with 
them instead of dispersing tbem, and the emboldened insurgents belieyed 
that the conyention declined the contest. On the folio vring morning, 
therefore, they adyanced against the Tuileries, to the number of between 
thirty and forW thousand troops, under the orders of generals Danican, 
Dahouz, and Lafon. Menou, whose weakness had been the cause of this 
bold attack, was dismissed from his command, and the assembly looked round 
for an officer to succeed him. In its distrust of all parties and classes, it 
was felt prudent to choose the commander out of its own members, 
althoughno distinguished officer could there be found. Barras, howeyer, had 
belonged to the military profession ; ho had commanded with good for- 
tune in the days of Prairial. He was accordingly appointed. But 
aware of his inability to meet a force of forty thousand national guards 
with merely fiye thousand soldiers, he in turn looked round for some 
officer more skilled and energetic than himself. 

Hii sagacity found one in the young artillery officer, Buonaparte, then 
in Paris, and disengaged ; and he gladly accepted the task. Buonaparte 
placed the fiye thousand men of the conyentional army on all the threat- 
ened points, surrounded the chd,teau with a formidable artillery, and, 
when the citizens debouched by the rue St. Honor^, receiyed them with 
a determined fire of grape. Those of the fugitiyes who did not shrink to 
their homes, hurried to the other side of the riycr to join the sections of 
the faubourg St. Germain in their attack, which had not yet been made. 
When they did appear, menacing the Pont Koyal, Buonaparte was here 
also to receiye them, where his cannon, meeting with no impediments 
along open quays, long streets, and an unencumbered bridge, worked 
tenfold hayoc, and not only succeeded in routing, but in disheartening the 
sections. The battle had commenced at half-past four o'clock ; by six it 
was completely quelled, and the following day the most complete tran- 
quillity reigned throughout Paris, which had been so profoundly agitated 
the day before. The conyention did not wish to stain its last yictory 
with blood; it therefore contented itself with dissolying the staff of the 
national guards, and with disbanding the companies of chasseurs and 
grenadiers, with ordering the disarmament of the sections LepeUetier and the 
Th«Ure Frangais, and with creating three commissions to try the chiefs of 
the rebellion. One of them only, Lafon, was condemned to death, because 
he refused to deny his quality of emigrant, and because he denied the share 
he had taken in the insurrection. After this, the assembly, in a fit of 
clemency, decreed, that the punishment of death should be abolished iu 
the French republic, to commcnco -vyith the general peace ; it changed 
the name of the Place of the ReTolution into that of Place of Concord, and 
granted an amnesty, from which the conspirators of the 13th Vendemiaire 
only were excepted. This was on the 26th October, 1795. The elections 
were terminated ; the two councils of the ancients and of the fiye hundred 
were zeady to enter upon their legislatiye career. There was no further 
boamess before the assembly, and the president, rising, pronounced 
the solemn formula : '* The national conyention declares its mission to 
be fulfilled, and its session terminated." Three years of dictatorship had 
been lost to liberty, but not to the reyolutioii.

Lsbaan of the Diftttary. — The esecutivo directory andeTBlood "H 
dilHcuhiesot the great tosh they had undertaken, and coDUDenesd'flP' 
rciga with atdonr. E,eirbell hod tlie department of jualioc, fiiianiw^ d 
foreign Bifairs ; Lnreyailliero ooeupied himeelfmlh education, aoii ' 
arts, and iadu>trf ; Borraahad the direction of the police; Camotlhe W-. 
partment; and Lelonrneur the marine and coloniea. TheaipeotoT ■! 
lioon improved, Tho oirculntian of promlons voa iasurod, and at 
end of 11 month the direotory rcliCTOd itself of the viclaalling of I 
Hhich luok its unaided ciui'fi.'. The immenae activity created by fi 
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revolution began to manifest itself in industry and agriculture. A portion 
of the population quitted the clubs and the streets for the workshops and 
the fields ; and then were experienced tlic boucfits of a revolution which, 
having destroyed corporations, abolished privileges, and quadrupled 
the means of civilisation, was destined rapidly to ])roduco prodigious 
prosperity in Franco. The direetory favoured this industrial movement 
by salutary institutions. It re-establislied the public expositions of 
industry, and perfected the system of education decreed under the con- 
vention. The national instituU', the primary, central, and normal schools, 
formed an ensemble of republican institutions. 

In its financial projects the directory was not fortunate. For a long 
period there had scarcely been sucjIi a thing as revenue. "Whatever was 
not paid in kind was paid in a^signais, and these were but of nominal 
valu<r, 3,000 francs in them being given for a Louis d'or. There were 
nineteen thousand millions of francs of this paper money in circulation ; a 
quantity that the property of the church and the aristocracy, if quintupled, 
could not pay; yet a fresh issue of miUions was indispensable, in order to 
supply the thousands requisite for current expenses. After discussing and 
projecting divers plans, the revolutionary one of a forced loan was tound 
to be the only practicable scheme, and was accordingly decreed. 

Qraeehua Ba^uf. — Politically, the sole aim of the directory was to place 
itself frankly between the extreine factions, and to strike them in turns, 
vhcn thoy should attempt openly to attack the constituted autliorities. 
The counter-revolutionary audacity of the insurgents of Vcndemiaire Iiad 
brought about a kind of reaction in favour of the vanquished of T/tcnni- 
d',r and Prairial; they deemoil themselves called upon to profit by tho 
defeat of the royalists, and formed a club at the Pantheon, to which they 
Vent armed, and discussed tho chances of an attack against the executive 
piwer. At their head was a man calK'd Uabiiuif, to which he prefixed the 
aarue of Gracchus, lie published a ji)uiiial called the Tn'fmnf of the People^ 
\\i\ wa-san extreme democrat, n-ady to hazard everything to insure '* tho 
vign of universal happiness," which, according to his formula, was based 
ipoQ aa agrarian law. The directors liaving boon warned against Uie plot, 
lused the club of tho Pantlieon. l>iit this merely inspired the members 
o form a more 800i"et and oigani.sod plan, tending to the great purpose of 
usurrection. The legion of police, which numbered in its ranks many 
tsvolutionists, was gained over by them, and the government was com- 
)olloil to dissolve it. Deceived a second tiui;', the ci)n8pirators, amongst 
vhoui figured known terrorists, suihas Vadiir, Amar, Choudieu, Iticord, 
.)rouet, and general lloHsignol, ecdabli^ihod un insurrectional committee 
»f public safety, held frequent mvelings at a place which thoy callfd *' tho 
rcmplo of Ueoaon," and resolved to march against the convention and 
f'lo legislative body. Their proj^rauime was iho constitution of 179.'>,

thence he joined the army of Italy, where, employed 83 an engiaeer, he 
had full opportunity of studying a field of waifare destined soon to be 
that of his reputation. Suspended and put into arrest after Thermidor, 
he was released on an energetic remonstrance, but left without employ- 
ment. Ho betook himself to Paris, where, after some time, he was 
ordered to La Vend^. But it was not merely active service that could 
satisfy him, but an ample field ; he refused to serve against the Vendeans, 
but remained in the capital, making his way in society, and meditating 
an ambitious marriage, since a campaign such as he sought was denied. 
The rebellion in the sections of Vend^miaire occurred ; Buonaparte, through 
Barras, took the command agaiost them, and was, as we have seen, 
successful ; in recompense he was appointed general of the army of the 
interior— of that, in other words, destined to act as guards to the directory. 
From this command he was appointed, in March, 1 796, to that of the army of 
Italy. He married in the same month Josephine, the widow of Alexander 
de Beauhamais, a French nobleman who took part in the revolution, and 
who, after haying been at one time president of the national assembly, and 
served in the armies of France with distinction, was put to death by the 
revolutionary tribunal, just previous to the fall of Kobespierre, in 
1794. Josephine, much older than Napoleon, was a Creole of engaging 
person, and seems to have inspired him with a sincere passion. Napoleon 
was well received by his old companions in arms, with whom he had 
passed four years amidst the snows of the Alps, without pay, without 
clothing, even without shoes, and to whom their young chief had already 
held out, in perspective, the fertile and smiling plains of Lombardy. 
This Italian army consisted of about 30,000 effective combatants, and 
before them was arrayed the Austro-Saidinian army of 60,000 men ; but 
never had republican soldiers encountered themselves in more favourable 
conditions for victory, and never had great captain such a phalanx of 
lieutenants. They comprised Augereau, Massena, Laharpe, Serrurier, 
Eilmaine, Stengel, Berthier, Lannes, Joubert, Murat, Bessierca, 
Buchet, and Victor — alJ those who were destined to be hereafter the 
most brilliant illustrations of the empire of Napoleon. The army 
iebonched towards the sources of the Bormida, on the southern side 
of the maritime Alps, threatening at once Piedmont and Lombardy. 
During the month of April Buonaparte defeated the Austrians under 
Beaulieu, at Montenotte and Dcgo, and the Sardinians at iMillesimo and 
Mondovi. In fifteen days two standards, fifty-five pieces of cannon, 
iftcen thousand prisoners, ten thousand kUled or wounded, testified the 
reality of his victories. The court of Turin, alarmed at the rapidity of 
he French, signed at Cherasco an armistice which detached the king of 
Sardinia from the coalition, which disengaged the army of the Alps under 
ICellermann, and gave up to the republicans Coni, the chateau of Ceva, 
Cortona, Alexandria, and Yalenza, all the strongholds of the country. 
?eace was signed in Paris on the 18th May, 1796, and the Piedmontese 
ieded Savoy, as well as Nice and Tenda.

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mortification to find that Bonaparte was gone, and suspecting tliat ho 
had sailed to Alexandria, he immediately prepared to follow. He was, 
howeyer, again disappointed, for on reaching Alexandria he learned that 
the enemy had not heen there. After this the British squadron pro- 
ceeded to Rhodes, and thence to Sicily, where thoy had the satisfaction 
of learning that the enemy had heen seen off Candia about a month 
before, and haft gone to Alexandria. Thitherward they pressed idl sait^ 
and on the Ist of August descried the French fieet lying in Aboukir 
bay. Bonaparte had landed his army on the 5th of July, and having 
made himself master of Alexandria, he drew up his transports within 
the inner harbour of that city, and proceeded with his army along the 
banks of the Nile. The French fleet, commanded by admiral Brueys, 
was drawn up near the shore, in a compact line of battle, flanked by four 
frigates, and protected in the front by a battery planted on a small 
isluid. Nelson decided on an immediate attack that evening, and 
regardless of the position of the French, led his fleet between them and 
the ahore, so as to place the enemy between two fires. The victory was 
complete. Nine ships of the line were taken, one was burnt by her 
captain, and the admiral's ship, 1' Orient, was blown up in the action, 
with, her commander and the greater part of the crew. The loss of the 
English was 900 sailors killed ; that of the French far greater. While 
his fleet was thus destroyed, he was himself victorious over the Mame- 
lukes — a body of cavalry which had usurped the government, and 
installed its Beys in the place of the Turkish Pashas, — and overthrew 
dicm in two brilliant actions at the foot of the pyramids (1798). 

22nd JFloreal. — ^At the moment of his departure from Toulon, the 
annual elections to renew a third of tho councils had taken place, and 
the extreme republicans, who had been defeated the year before by the 
royalists, obtained the majority. The returned deputies formed instantly 
in opposition, which the directory had but its old mode of answering, 
m., annulling the election. This it did not scruple to put in practice, 
admitting into the legislature merely those candidates that pleased them, 
and who imiversaJly had the fewest votes. 

General War. — A second coalition was now formed against France, 
under the auspices of Great Britain, and was entered into by Austria, 
Russia, the Ottoman Porte, and Naples. Prussia and Spain alone had 
declared their firm resolution to observe a strict neutrality. The war 
during the whole of 1799 was an alternation of successes and defeats. 
Championnet conquered the Roman States and Naples, soon, however, 
to be lost again. Masscna obtained some successes at Zurich, but 
Jourdan was repulsed, and Scherer completely routed. The Russians, 
under Suwarrow, were depriving the French troops of their reputation 
of superiority ; Jourdan was defeated at Stockack, Scherer at Magnano, 
and Macdonald in the Trebia. In the north, the duke of York landed in 
Holland, with between fortv* and fifty thousand Anglo-Russians. The 
situation of the republic became perilous; the Belgian frontier was 
■criously threatened ; the armies of the enemy were concentrating them- 
selves in Switzerland ; Suwarrow, abandoning Italy, had boldly pushed 
fiorward across the mountains with twenty thousand men, in the rear 
of Masscna, who manoeuvred around Zurich, and whose defeat might 
have had incalculable consequences.

1B(A JJ™niBirs.— Nopoleon landed at Fr4jna in October, 1799, wd 
fiiond the directory destitule cf all support in puhllo opinion. Theputy 
diuensiaQS la France, her dnncGi of external toes, and the opportunilf 
which irns Qiereby oifered to his ambition, seemi to have determiueil 
him to quit Egypt. On his arriral in Paiis he repaired tn the Luxem- 
bourg. The directory praised and chid, and ahowtid groat ^ar of him. 
He van soon made acquainted with tlie eitomil and internal situation 
of Franca. He deplored the loss of those conquests which bad ^ned 
to him immortal fame ; but bs further deplored the state of the uountry, 
torn into a variety of factions. An array undolhed, unfed, and unpaid; 
a part of tbo interior of the republic in rebellion ; a boat of foes friim 
without pressing it on &11 aides; the finances in the utmost possible stale 
of derangement ; and tho resources almost decreased to the laat line. 
The quick diaoemment of Bonaparte (old him that nothing short of 1 
grand effort could save France from ruin. As tho army had been called 
in U) sustain the tenure of offioe of the directory, so now it ia tmn was 
employed to dicpoBiesB them, f reparations were made, hy conaulting 
the general;, and by ga ining the garrison at Faiie, for a new tranifcr of 
the supreme power, out of hands that held it by a wrongful title, ijiw 
other hands that seized it by means not less wrongful. On the demand 
of one of the persons in Bonaparte's confidence, the legialaturc met >t 
St. Cloud : tho council of elden in the great gallery ; and tbat of ihg 
five hundred, of whom Lacien Bonaparte was president, in the oraa«ty. 
Bonaparte entered the council of ciders, and, iu an animated aima, 
described the dangers that menaced the republic, and conjured them to 
ttssooiale their wisdom with the force wMoh surrounded him. A 
meni)>er using the word " conslitutton ;" Buonaparte exclaimed, "Tbe 
eonstitution I It has been trodden under foot, and used as n doal fnf 
all manner of tyranny. Meanwhile, a ytolent debate waa going on in 
the orangery, several members insisting upon Itnowing why the plaiW of 
sitting had been changed. Tho president endcaTOured to allay itilt 
storm ; but llo removal had created great heat, and the cry was " DaKa 
with the dictator ! Ha diiitator !" At that moment Bonaparte hinudf 
entered, bareheaded, followed by four grenadiers. On which scretal 
mcmbera eidaimed, "Whoiethat? No sabres here ! No onned men !" 
White others descending into the hall, collared him, calling him " Oul- 
law," and pushed him towards the door. One member aimed a blow si 
him with a dagger, which was parried by a grenadier. Sisooncarted at 
thia cough treatment, gcnoral Lefebvn cams to bia aid, and Buooaparta 
retiring, mounted his horse, and addressed tho troops oatside. Hi) 
brother Luoien abo made a forcible appeal to the miUtary, and the ratalt 
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If that a picket of grenadiers entered tlie hall, and the drums heating 
tiie pat de churge^ cleared it at the point of the hayonet. This truly 
CiDiBwellian argument decided the affair, and in the evening it was 
deoUred that the directory had ceased to exist ; that a provisional con- 
■nlar commisflion should be appointed, composed of citizens Si^ybs, 
DacoSy and fioD^>artei and that the two councils would name com- 
mittees of twenty-five members each, to prepare a new constitution. In 
the interval between the abolition of one constitution and the creation 
of another) the consuls were invested with a dictatorship. Lucien 
BonajMute was made minister of the interior ; Talleyrand of foreign 
afihirs; Camot of war; and Fouch^of police. Thus a new and more 
lasting military government was violently established upon the ruins of 
the manavbhy and every successive party to the revolution, and the 
dreadfol eomTaliioiiB France had suffered for ten years produced no better 
than a luiirpation.

^ (kmUlutim of Tear VIII.^Aii France welcomed with tianspotta 
Joy the tidiDga ot the IBlh Sfuimim. The nation was weary of facti 
veiTf o( the Tioiuitudea of public opinion, and weary of the leeiHeo 
of the direotory. The want of a cuntral government, Tigoromly n 
gtituled, und directed by a Btilful hand, was universjly felt. HOi 
foresaw Iho fiiluro wbidi the seene in tlia orangBry had prepared 
FnuioB : no uue eiw Ilial the new ravolution had been accomplished 
the advantage of one individual. The repuhlicuna applaudad ' 
elevation of a general sprtmg from their own ranka, and formed in ' 
rudo school of the anniea of 1TG3; the royaliata, judging the prra 
time by hUtorioal compariBona, hoped for a new Monk-, the moden 
preeKtd the advent of a wise and peaceful liberty.

hire from Bons^le to the Mag of Engbuid lorpeaco; ^hicK waa 
replied lo by the Englieh. minister, vrho adTerted ta the origin of tiie war, 
aod intimated that "the leatoraliim ottbe ancient line of princca, under 
whom Francs had onjoyed so many centuries of proBperity," ifould 
afford the beat guarantee for the maintenance of pease between the two 
countries. Thii was of course conatraed, as it waa meonti a rejection of 
the oSer. Ho then decided npon TigorouBly punning tha war. Ua put 
bimself at the head of the army of Italy, and by the rapidity of ha 
oparationB out^noralod hia opponents. Having mads himself acquainted 
with the position of the Aualriari army, encamped in a valley at the foot 
of Mount St. Bernard, he formed the bold design of aurpriaing thorn by 
CTOsaiog that part of the Alps, which waa before conaidcrcd inaceeaaibla 
to a regularly equipped army. It waa, in truth, a most ditBcult and 
daring exploit, eioeeding aoythiag that bad ooonrred since the days of 
Hannibal ; but in proportion to the peril of the undertaking, waa the 
glory that awaited it. 

The battle of Marengo, which was fought on the Utb of June, fSOfl, 
decided the fate of Italy, Moreau, who waa at thia time commaaithij 
the army of the Uhioe, gained the battle of Hohonllnden, December 3r^ 
18Q0, and threatened Vienna. These great victories were followed by 
the oonclnaion of a treaty wilii Austria, in its own name, and that of the 
Gaman empire, but without the coacurrenoe of England, on the 9th of 
Febmary, ISOl. 

In thia peace, the course of lie Rhine waa fixed aa the Unlit botwean 
France and Germany. Thoae Oerman princca who had loat their terfl- 

toriM beyond the Hhine by tha new arraugemsnt, were ta be iuiJenuiified 
by additional posaeaaionn on the right bank of that river. In Italy the 
coniae of the Adige waa flied as the boundary between Analria and Qm 
Ciaalpioe republic ; and the former power gave the liriesgau and Ortcnaii 
to the duke of Modona. The territoriea of the grand duke of Tuscany 
ware erected into the kingdom of Etnuia, wliioh waa f-iyen to the hera- 
ditary prince of Parma, according to a treaty between Prance and Spain, 
the grand diike being to be iudenmiaed in Germany for the loss of hia 
lorritoriea. This peace waa the prelude to othera. On tie 29th of 
Sqilember, IROl, Portugal concluded a treaty with France, and Ruaaia 
and Turkey on the Sth and 9th of October. 

In/titial MaeAitu, — Amidst the joy at the return of the Srat oonaul to 
Paris, where ho was now employed in organiaing and oonaolidating hia 
gDvemment, an attempt had been made to Bsaasainate hint at the opera, 
tjoon afler, on CLriatmaa eve, 1800, while proceeding in hia carriugo 
through the naiTow street of St. Nioaiao, a tremendous cxploaion took 
place just after he passed. The glass of the carriage windows waa broken; 
the very hoiisea of the street shattered ; and soma eighty persons killed 
or eerorely injured, Thia ia what ia known by the name of the infernal 
nuiehHU. Of those in the carriage, Bonaparte alone had preacnoe of 
mind. Flinging himaelf forward, he called to the coaohroan, with an 
oalti, to drive rapidly. There waa no need of auch exhortation. When 
hs entered the theatre, tho Qrst coa^'il was calm. Hia eacape seemed 
to enhance tua popularity. Tho first suspicion of Bonaparte fell on the 
aoarcbitla, the dregs of the Jacobina. lie caused a number of them to 
1m seized, and exclaimed against the negligencs of Fqmk,\v€, -otKonSfi 
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■Bppoud to be^friand them. The Utler, howBTer, proved b 
Hon of his Duutci th&t tlie royoUaU were Uie mventon o 
nachiBe.

Ptact of Amiens. — England waa also now disposed (o enter into > 
tistions for poace, and the terma of the trea^ of Amiens were HMD 
arranged. France retained her acquisitions in Germany and tbe Netiw- 
Isnds, and her supremacy in Holhind, Switserland, and Italy. England 
conaented to resign Malta tu the knigbtsof St. John; to mnko the logiin 
islands an indcpendeut republk ; and to restore all the colooies she had 
taken from France, ciccpt Ceylon and Trinidad. France, on tbe otter 
hand, guaranteed tho existence of the kingdomE of Naples and Forturat. 
The treaty was signed oa the 2Td of March, 1ED2; and for a ibort 
lime the inhabitants of Europe were flattered wilb the prospect of conti- 
nned tranqniUity. 

The intenud administration of the kingdom, or, as it was atiU tctme^i 
the republic, under the supeiintendence of Napoleon, waa wiie v^i 
beneficial. An amnesty restored to France loO,ODD cffligraatai coder 
was renewed ; and the code of laws then drawn up becama a model Id 
Europe. Every department of government received its pottionof Dare; 
public in^tniction, the Bdmiuistration of justice, commerce, induslrf, 
TOada, ports, araenala, wore placed on a better fooliag, and the legion vi 
honour became the first at«p towards tbe orcation of nobiKty. X txm- 
cordat wns concluded with the aewly-eleoled pope for tbe GaUiMi 
church, the articles of whioh were— the establishment of tba free eaKreiM 
of tho catholic Telig^on; a new division of the Fiesoh diooeaet^^' 
bkhopa to bo nominatEi by 'ia iai\ toni>il, and b " 
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fidelity to the repuLIic. In May, 1802, Hapoloon Eonaparta wm 
decr^M, in njoorapimuo fur the emineat servicas reodarsd to bit couaOj, 
bst CDtuul for tsn jreua, in addition to tlie ten already elluttedi aad,iuii 
ihdit interral, this wu re-amended into a vote dedactng him cousal fui 

lifB. 

WarBndCimspiriicg. — Hiseittniordumrj BuooeifleB, the aduIatiunsoCUia 
umy, and his doctiua, intoxicated the chief oansul ; ao much so, indoed, 
tbat it was not long tKjfurc he took an oppartunily of cpenly inaulting the 
English unbossadoi'. During a pablio leree he abruptly addrewed lord 
WSilwortli, tlie English ambaaaador : "You ara decided on war, it 
eeenM— f on wieh it. After fifteen veare' oanibat, we miut yet TecDiii< 
mence for SCteea yean to come. Yon Joree me to it." He then turned 
to the ambassadon of Spain and BuBsia^ '^The Engliali will have war. 
The? ore the fint to draw the eword. I will be the last to put it in the 
ECalibard. They da not reipect treaties, and we muat henceforth cover 
them with a h1»ol( crape. You may doalroy France, but you shall not 
intinudate her." A renewal of hostilities was the natural result \ and ti> 
(uch ui extent did fionaparle carry his animosities against England, 
that on the ground that two Frentb ships bad been captured prior to the 
Ibcmal declaration of war, he iaaued a deores for the delontien of all tho 
Eu^Ish in Franca; and under thisinfrin^emcnt of international law, the 
number of Briiish aubjecta deUined in France amounted to 11,000, ami 
iaHuUandtol.SOO. 

A conspiracy was detected in 1 8D4, frir the assassination of Bonaparte, 
and the orertHrow of the consular gnvernmBnt. The principals in this 
pbl were general Fiohcgnt, Georges (an enthuiiaatie luyaliat), and 
Xtjoloin, a friend of general Moreau, who also was charged with disafiec- 
tion to the consular government. Fending the trials, Pichegru was 
filund strangled in prison; Georges, and some of hia accomplices, wuro 
jmblicly tiecnted ; and Moreau was sentenced \a two years' imprison- 
meiit, which was conunutnd to bftniabment to Amorica. 

Ol^ of the foulest atrocitioa ofmodem limeB was next peipelralad by the 
Oidec'ofBanapaite. The duke d'Enghien,ehleBtaonofthe duke of Bourbon, 
WTC E^ed in tha neatral territory of £ad«n, aud taken &xii to Strasburg, 
(tienee to Paris, and afterwards to the castle nf VincenneB, where a 
notary commission met on the night of hia arrival to try him, on the 
cttarre of having served in tho amigrant atmiL'S against Fi'ante, and 
Iff being privy to the cunapiracy of Georges. It, however, signified little 
what (be eharges wore ; ho was predestined for inuncdiate execution ; and, 
in deBanco of every barrier of international law, justicei and humanity, 
tie was taken out and ehot in the castle ditch, dmoet immediately after 
Ilia nudiiight trial waa concluded. A murder worthy of tho worst days 
of the rcfvolutiDn vrls perpetrated ; the heir of Coudo had ceased to live ; 
■ail Bonaparte, endeared by this pledge to the regioides, was assuied of 
tlil& 'Support in maintaining tho imperial thiane. 

: ' Tie ambition of Bonaparto to obtain this dignity, and Lis denunuia- 
Moaa ag^ngt Ulcglaad, eeemed to oocupy aU hia ihuughts ; and, truly, 

_'^'lli«ic were objects of noliltlu magnitude. At length, oti the 1st of May, 
■ motion was made in the tribunate, for conferring on Napoleon Bona- 
'ntito tho rank of emperor, with hereditary suooeeiion in his familjr. The 
decree of the Iribuaate was adopted by the ssuate, oad pover g;i*eii to 
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Boniputc, if he tind no mole issue, to &dapt in heir from tlie cbildron of 
his brotfaere. The titles of prince, priac«es, and imparial liigluteu wen 
oonforrad on aU membeni of the Bonaparto family. Twenty voted for, 
BBTen againat Bonaparte's election lo the aavereigiity in the tribunatf. 
To such ounibEra were reduced evBu tbo mock representalioo of Francu. 
Camot aloni?, as a stanch republican, spoke baldly forth his opiniuit. 
"Shall treedDm, then," aaid be, "be shun-n to man, in order ihaC he 
may never cnjny it } Must it ever be offered lo his view, as a fruil, 
templing indeed, but fraught with death a the conaequenoe of tonchicg 
it? Nature is then, indeed, but a stepmother I" lio people at large 
were lo be caiuultcd as to the hereditary right implied aa belonging tn 
this title ; and it is worthy of remark, that whilst the Yotea for the cod- 
sulBLto had been reacly four miliiona, with a few hundred dusentieiit 

voices, the 3,521, B7S that declared for the empire were cotmterbalauciJ 
by upwards of two miliiona that protested. Thua ceded the Fienuh 
republic under all ilsphaaes. It hadlasted eleven years andfoutmonthi-^ 
almost the Riact diualJOD otthe English commonwealth &om Che dealh 
of Charles I. 
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XII. THE EMPIRE. 
(18th May, 1804, to 21st April, 1814.) 

T%e Chronation. — This nev monarchy brought with it a court and pomp. 
The brothers of the emperor were declared French princes; great dignitaries 
were created, republican generals were transformed into marshals of 
the empire. Pope Pius YII. now proceeded to Paris, and on the 2nd of 
December solemnly anointed the new emperor, who himself placed the 
imperial crown upon his own head, as well as upon Hiat of Josephine. 
Pius YII. spoke an humble homily on the occasion. Comparing himself 
to Elias and to Samuel, and Napoleon to Hazael, to Jehu, to David, 
and to Saul, the pontiff consecrated, in the name of the Deity, whose 
vice-regent on earth he was, the crown of the new emperor. In return 
for 80 much condescension, he had not been able to obtain the restitu- 
tion of the three legations, and he returned discontented. The Italian 
republic followed the example of France ; and on the 15th of Mardb, 
1805, having named their president king of Italy, Napoleon, on the 26th 
of May, with his own hands, also placed the new crown of the Lombar- 
dian kings upon his own head, and was anointed by the archbishop of 
Milan. Ue appointed his wife's son, Eugene de Beauhamais, viceroy of 
Italy. During his presence in Italy, the senate of the Ligurian republic 
demanded and obtained the incorporation of the Genoese state with the 
French empire, on the 4th of June ; and the small republic of Lucca 
was transformed in the same year into an hereditary principality for 
Bonaparte's sister, the princess Eliza. He was already, also, preparing 
thrones to establish his brothers. * 

Third Coalition. — Abroad, the transition from the republic to the 
empire was easy, and well received by the friendly or neutral powers. 
Prussia, Spain, and Austria, hastened to acknowledge Napoleon, and the 
protest of the count de Lille, dated from Warsaw, found no echo there. 
The king of Sweden, on the other hand, continued to call the emperor 
M. Napoleon Bonaparte ; Russia was reserved ; and Great Britain did 
not even reply to the official communication notifying the great change. 
Napoleon, who only aspired to justify his elevation by military triumphs, 
was little disconcerted by this secret or avowed hostility. War became 
inevitable. The threatened invasion of Britain had long been the theme 
of Jevery tongue, and the people of France had been diverted from all 
other thoughts during the momentous changes which, with a magician's 
wand, had taken place in that system of government, for the attainment 
of which the blcod of Frenchmen had flowed with such reckless prodi- 
gality. A third coalition against France was concluded at Petersbiu-g, 
between England and Russia, April 11, 180-5. Austria joined the 
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CDDfederaey In Augoit, and Swedui likG«is« WM muds A [latty to i(, M 
receifod a sub<idy. £ut t)u emperor NipolooD felt usi^ed, tliat a^ 
b* oould deUKh FiuhU &om tbs alliaaee, iihii;h he did by pioiE' 
HanoTer to tlie liiog, he had no great reuoa f> apprebenil any m 
injury from tlie other povera. 

In Italy, tha orcbtluko Chorion vti ojipoaeJ ti> marahal MamkiaU 
the &uiie tune, 25,000 FrcDuh mucheil, imdor St. Cyr, fiom K&plea^ 
upper ItEiIy, afwr a treaty of neuuality had been concluded b-*-^ 
FraiuK and Naplee. The Austrian army in Gennuiy was conn 
by ths ardhduiis Fecduiand and general Usolc.

The flame of independence spread la 
Holland, the yoke of France wns spumed, sod the hereditary claiini of 
the Lonsa of Orange were raptureualy acknowledged. 

Wliile the allies were thus effecting the humiliation of Napoleon, by 
following up their succaaaes to the ven" gates of Paris, 'Wellington's iraiy 
advanced alowly but ateadily towards Bayonne. As he advanced, the Du 
partisans of the Bourbons began to revive ; the exiled family was pro- 
claimed, and the white Sag floated on the walls of Bordeaux. Napaleon 
had the advantage over B'.ucher at Brienne, on the 29lli of Januaiy, 
J3I4, but was forced to treat at La Eorhifere, where the allies had 
eencentiated their forces. He now retired between the Loire and the 
Mamo, with the view of covering Paria ; and it was not without 
difficulty that Bluchar succeeded in ponetrating the French liae. On 
tlie SOtJi of March, two hundred thousand men arrived under the 
walla of the capital. The empress and her eon had left it; the defence 
was wanting in initiativo and concert ; they were still fighting en the 
heights, however, during the whole day ; but the capitulation eould be 
no longer delayed, and Napoleon, who was approaching with fifty 
Ihounand men, Inamt the sad tidings at Fontaineblaau. On the Slsl of 
March, 1814, the allies entered Paris, in the midit of b numerons 
population and profound silence. The senate soon after met ; this body, 
so long humble and submissive before tbo master, hastened to repndiale 
him, and to declare him ^llen from the throne. A council waa held 
between the emperor Alexander, the king of Pruaaia, prince Schwtrt- 
zenberg, M, do Tatlayrand, the duke of Salberg, and baron Louis, it 
which t^e fate af the emperor was finally decided upon ; the allies 
demanded an absolute abdication. Napoleon had already resigned the crown 
conditionally in favour of hia aon, and on (he 13lh of April he finally 
abdicated without conditions. The allied sovereigns had announced tiiat 
tiiey acknowledged the rights of france only lo the teriifory embraced 
wiuiin ila ancient limits, under its kings ; and, finally, that they would 
acknowledge and guarantee the government which the French nation 
ahould adopt. They therefore invited the senate to eetablish aproTidonal 
gOYernmeot for the administration of the country and the preparation of* 
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constitutioii. The provisional government, composed of Talleyrand, de 
BeumonviUe, de Jaucourt, de Dalberg, and the abb^ Montesquieu, called 
to the throne Louis XVIII., and the Bourbons were once more in 
possession of the 80vereig:nt7 of France. France was at the mercy of its 
enemies, who, together with the capital, occupied all the departments of 
the east. Marshal Soult was defeated by the duke of Wellington at the 
batttle of Toulouse; and the count d'Artois was compelled to sign a 
disastrous convention. On the 20th of April Napoleon departed for tho 
isle of ^ba, the sovereignty of which had been ceded to him, with tho 
title of ex-emperor, and a pension of two millions of livres and four 
hundred men of his guard. The empress Maria Louisa obtained the 
duchies of Flacentia, Farma, and Guastalla, with the power of trans- 
mitting them to her son, after her death. A pension of two millions four 
hundred thousand francs was stipulated for the members of the imperial 
fiuuly, and a suitable establishment out of France fer the prince Eugene* 
TI1118 finiflhed the empire and commenced the restoration.

But, at the same time, they were hostile to the restoration of the ancient 
denutiim, which they had been taught to believe was the determination ^ 
of ung Charles and the Pollgnac ministry to revive. ' ■ 

Had Charles X. dismissed his obnoxious ministers, and formed a cabiaal fl 
of moderate men, the crisis, would, in all probability, have passed OTen* 
vitilout danger, and the prerogatives of a constitutional monarch would 
luratwan aecured to blm. Instead of which the minister made a "report 
tDtha king" (July 26th), setting forth the dangers of a free press, and 
adli>B upo''' ^0 ^B 1^ suspend the liberty of the press. This report wai 
woompwued by three ordinances, which virtually subverted the constitu- 
tional privileges of the charter. The first dissolved the nowly-eleoted 
chamber of deputies before it assembled; the second changed the law of elec- 
tiona. and disfranchised the great body of electors; andthethirdsut^ected 
the press to new and severe restrictions, which would have oompletely 
annihilated its liberties. Astonishment and indignation sdxed the people 
of Paris, as sdod as the newa reached the difierent quarters of the city,

activetj emplored in smnmoDing tbe deputies nf Ibeir pstt^ vithin mai, 
DT conoocling meuiires Tor a Tigoniiu reiiBtanee, The pricLnpal jouniBlijU 
prepared and printed a spirited protest against the teatnctiona of Ae 
preu, declaring thetr light tji publish, as usual, and enfarcing l^t right 
upon the ground lliat property in a jaumal differed in no respect fnoni 
any other bind of properly, and that it could only he attacked hy regiJu 
judicial proceedings for a hreach of the lav. The liheral papers, nctwitli- 
atandinK, were all suppreased, and only those which were known lo ba 
faTourable to ^e cot-emmcnt allowed lo appear. 

It was impossible that this etate of things could long exist. "Hia 
deputies, representing the electors of the city, and some from otJierpwIi 
of the kiDgdom who ware then in Paris, in all thirty-two. assembled at 
tbe house ol the depoty. M. Lafitte, the banker, to lalie thsBalyectiBtiT 
■erioiu coDsidoiation, and decide on some immediate course of acbim. i 
number of constitutional peers also met at the duke de Chaiseul'a. At 
each of the meetings it was resolred not to submit ; tbe peers signed ■ 
protest, and sent it by a deputation to the king, who refused to reoein 
it. The rejection strengthioied the resolution of the deputies, and forty 
CDuriers were sent with despiitches to towns and villigos within i 
hundred miles of the metropolis, representing the outrageous conduolat 
gOTemment, sad urging the inbabilnnts to co-operate with tfaa Psrisumt 
in a determined stand for lie liberties of France. 

In the mean time the Goremment was en tbe alert, and aant ■ geneni 
officer to Crenelle, and another to Angers, for military purposes. 31le 
militoiy command of Paris was intrusted to marshal Marmont, duke of 
KaguBa. Troops were ordered in from the barracks irithiti &ltj milet 
around, and the guards in the city were doubled. Towards the evening, 
bodies of gendarmerie were stationed about tJiQ Boura and on the Boule- 
vards. In consequence of the bank refusing to disoount bills, the mantl- 
factur^ perceived it had not confidence in the government, and thof 
immediately discharged their workmen. These arCisaiiE conffregated JD 
the different streets, and reporti^d what had happened to listening crovdl. 
An ordinance was now issued declaring, among other ILinga of a rectfUl- 
ing kind, tbat "every individual keeping a reading-room, coffee-houMi 
&a., who shall give In be read journals, or other writingt, printed con- 
trary to the ordinance of the king of the 2GEb instant, relative to the 
press, shall be prosecuted as guilty of the misdemeanors which the 
journals or writings may constitute, and his establishment shall be pn- 
viaionally closed." This ordinance showed a great ignorance of chs- 
ranter, for a newspaper with a Frenchman's coffee is rendered by haWI 
almoeC as indispensable as his morning's meal. NererthelGss, the offioen 
of police cleared the coffee-houses, reading-rooms, &c., and shut then 
up. By Ihoir interference also the theatres were closed. A sullen dis- 
content was seen in every countenance, and ocoaaionally was heard ''-' — 
cry of Vive la chartc! yet, during all this time, it Would 
ministers had no idea of the mischief that was brooding. 

On Tuesday the 27th, in the forenoon, tho police and a Ian 
gendarmes, mounted and on foot, appeared before the offi . 
Saiiaiial, a popular journal. They found the door fast closed ; and, 
refused entranoe, broke in, ecizod the Ifpes, and carried lie t" 
prison, Tbvj then proijeodei \'i liio offii^ oC the Tempi, osother 
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newspaper, and. though the doDrwa;^ wai 'barricBded, and a determined 
resutODce was offered by tlie printer, thej forced and seized the printed 
paper and the types. This wag the signal for a general resistance to the 
ordimuii^ee. All work whb now abandoned, every manufactory waa cloaed, 
and detachments of artieang vilL largo sticks traversed tlie atreeta. 
Troops of gendannes patrollad the atreets at full gallop, to diaperaa the 
accumulating crowds. The people were aileot, and at an early hour the 
■hops throughout Paris were clased. Troops of the Foyal guard and 
aoIdieiB of Uie line came pouring in. The people looked sullen and 
detenmned. The chief points of rendezvous were the Palais Eoysl, the 
Palais de Justice, and ibe Bouiae. There were aimultaneoiis cries of 
Fhre la eAartt. .' " Down with tie abaolule king !" but no conversation, 
no exohangE of words with each other. Thu king was at the Tuileriea. 
In the Place du Carrousel there were stationed several thousands of the 
military, with a great number of cannon. At the Place Venddme a strong 
guaid of infantry was stationed around the column, to guard the ensigns 
of royalty upon it (rom being defaced; and there were crowds of people 
npaB the spot who menaced the troops. Several smart skirmishes be- 
twecoi the eitixens and the aoldiera occurred in the evening, in which the 
tatter were genorally socceesful, so thatMannont sent a note to the king, 
congratulating him on the suppresdon of the riots. But when night 
cloaed in, the citixens destroyed every lamp, thus securing the protection 
of darkness for their prepaiationa to renew the stniggle in the morning. 

On Wednesday, at an early hour, all Paris was in arms ; the shops 
were cLoecly shut, and the windows fastened and barred, as if the inbn- 
bltsnla full; sntli^ipated an approaching calamity. The tocsin sounded, 
and the people flocked in irom the different fauhonrgs and difierent 
quarters of the city. The prcsa had been in active operation during the 
□igbt ; handbills were profusely distributed, containing vehement philip- 
picB agaioat Charles and his miniaters, and summoning every man to arm 
tor his country, and to aid in ejecting the Bourbons. Nor had the oiti- 
lens in general been idle, during that eventful night ; they were ready 
and organised for a decisive contest; they were in possession of the 
araeDsl and powder magazine ; they had procured arms from the shops of 
the gunsmiths and the police slations ; they had thrown up rude barri- 
cade* across the prinpipal streets to prevent the altacta of cavalry, and 
bad telocted leaders competent to direct their eiertions. A red flag wsa 
bcnsted in the several buildings amidst the ahouta of the people. Tri- 
oolotired flags were promenaded in the streets, and tricolourEid cockades 
and heart-knots were worn by all classes. All Paris, in short, was in a 
HUB of insurrection, and every movement of the people portended a 
teiriUo conflict. 

A deputation of the most influential men in Paris waited upon marsliat 
HmDODt, and represented to him the deplorable state of the capital ; 
tUHiag, at the same tdme, that they mode htm personally responsible, in 
tba tuuae of the assembled deputies of France, for its present alarming 
■itnatiailt and for the fatal coDsequences which must inevitably ensue. 
Tbe marihal replied, " The honour of a soldier is obedience ; but, gcn- 
tlemeii," eaid he, " what are the conditions you propose ■" To this M. 
lafitte made answer— "The revocation of the illegal ordinances of the 
i&Oiotlvij. the dismissal of the ministers, ani ttw t * " ■ 
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chambers of tho 3rd of August" Tberaanhal replied, tlt&t thou^ , 
ettizca ho might even parii(^ipat« in the opiuiona of the deputica, 
wldier, he had only to carry hia orders into eicoutioa ; bnt (Lat if ' 
wuhod to bare a iioufercoce wilh M. de Folignac, he waa doae !tl h.., 
and he would go nnd itsfc him if he Tould reoaivo Uiem. A i^uarterl 
iin hour pnsaed, when the manhal returned with Ma manner 

changed, and told the deputies that M. de Poligjiac had declared 

that the Donditiana pruposed Tendered any ounfcreitce useleu. " W> 
have then, cifil war, ' aaid M. Lafitte. 'i'he marehal boired, and ^ 
deputiea retired. 

Aa soon as Polignac's anaver was made known, all the alJSed feeliuga 
of resentment burst forth, and thu people nubed eagerly fonrud W 
oppoaa the troops whorover a fhTourable opportunity presented itadCi 
With a disinclination to take any docisile stepa, it was noon bttW 
Btaiahal Marmoat determined to clear the streets by military foiUi 
and he then unwisely divided his troops into four cdIudids, which lit 
sent in different directions, thereby destroying the great advantage thej 
pOBseeeed of beisg able to act in concert. The drums of the national 
guard Boon heat to arms, and the struggle begun in earnest. 

Eyery atcp taken by tbe columna waa marked by a seriea of mordewui 
conflicta ; they were aaaailed by musketry from the barricadefl, from the 
windows and tops of houses, from the comers of atreete, and from Ihe 
narrow alleys and passages wbiob abound in Paris. The hottest englga- 
mcnt took place in the Itue St. Honore, opposite the Palaia fioyal, when 
the military had assembled in great force, and the people resisted thcan wilk 
desperate determination. At the Place de Qreve they Qercely conteDdiii 
with the SwisB guards, and compelled them to retreat with great lojt. 
In the Kue Montmartre an attacli was made by the duke of Itagnaa in 
person, but the obstacles which everywhere presented themselvaa to ihe 
troops were so formidable, and the disinclination of the troops of the linn 
to engage wilh the citizens so apparent, that the insurgents were enablal 
to seize many important posts: and when ovuning cloaed, the troopl, 
defeated in every direction, returned to their barracks, wearv, hungiy, 
and dispirited : for while they bad been the whole day witliout tim< 
every family in Paris vied with each other in supplying Iheir felLm 
citizens with refreshment. 

As soon as the firing ceased, the people made prepaiationa for the nelt 
day by strengthening the bairicadee, and increasing their number. 
EiceUent materials were at hand in tbe paving-stones, which wete dug 
up and piled across the atreet in walla brenat high, and four or five feel 
thick, about fitly paces distant from each other. £esidea these defeneei. 
hundreds of fine trees were cut down for blockades; in short, DOlhiiig 
was left undone that ingenuity eould devise, or perseverance accompliili, 
towards making an eneigotio and delaiminod stand ogainat the mihiiiy 
on the morrow. 

Thursday morning had scarcely dawned when the tooain soundod 
"To armsl" and t£e people began to assemblo rapidly and in gretl 
orowda. The military, whose guardhouses had been destroyed, win 
chiefly quartered at tbe Louvre and the TuHcries, the Swigs tiai tbs 
royal guards being pasted in the houses of the Rue St, Honors sod llw 
aifjacsnt streets. At tlie uxaa time the students of the polyte^uii'

joined tiie citizens, netiTly to a man ; they thea Mparated, pro^ 
g' BiBsIf to differeot parts to take the command of the peopUi ar * 
ooUy repaid the cnnfidance that was reposed in them, by the coolness ai 
courage they displayed. The garden of the Tuileriea whs cloaed. ] 
the Place du Carrousel Trere three squadrons of lacoers of the garde royala, 
s battalion of the third regiment of the guards, and six pieces of oanooB.. 
The royal guarda had hardly made themselves masters of the hotel dft 
Ville, irhen they were assailed on all sides with a shower of bullets &on 
the windows of the houses in the place de Qr^ve, and in the streeta 
abutting on the quay. The royal guards resiitcd Tigorously, but wen^ 
ultimately compelled to retreat alone the quay ; their firing by files an^ 
pl&toona succeeding each other with aetonishing rapidity. They ward 
sooa joined by fresh troops, including one hundred cuirassiers of the 
guards, and four pieces of srtillery, each of Ihem eeeorted by a dosen o] 
artillerTDien on horsebaclt. With this reinforcement they again sdvancoj 
on the Hfltel de ViMe, and a inghtM firing began on all aides. Th( 
artillery debouching from the quay, and their pieces charged with canistej 
shot, swept the Place de Crfcvii in a terrific manner. They succeeded It 
dnvingthe citizens into the Bues de Matrict and du Mouton, and entered 
tat the second time that day into their position at the Hotel de Villej 
btU their poBfleaaion of it did not continue long, for they were soon sga' 
attaijced with a perseyerance and courage that was almost irresistible. 

Oa the 29th, general Lafayette was appointed conunander-in-chior W 
the national guards, by the liberal deputies, and was received wifl 
onthUBiBam by the Parisians. A youth of twenty years of age, belongim 
to the polytechnic school led the attack in the Louvre, from which the 
Swim guards retreated to the Tuileries. This place waa also taken by the 
people with one of these youfba at their head. The Luxembourg bad 
■Ireadj fallen into their bonds. Many cf the soldiers solenmly rowed 
th(^ would not cenlinue to aot against the people ; others were disheart- 
ened and diaccmfited ; and two whole regiments went over in a body to 
the eide of the ParisianB. At length all the royal troops left the capital, 



t^ the way of the Champs Elyse'es, and in their retreat were fixed upon by 
tna people. At night the city was partially illuminaled, and perfect tran- 
qnlUty prevailed, while strong patrols sUently paraded the streets, and 
paued gently from barricade to barrioade. 

A depotdtion front Charles X., at St. Cbud, arrived at the HQtel de 
VlUe wriy in the morning. At eleven o'clock, the deputtea and peers 
then is Paris assembled in their respective halls, and established regular 
conununicationa [with each other. The duke de Mortemart was intro- 
duced to the chamber of deputies, and delivered four ordinances signed 
the prerions day by the king. One of them recalled the fatal ordinances 
at van 2Sth ; anchor convoked the chambers on the 3rd ; the third 
■ppaiatedthe duke de Mortemart president of the council j and the foorth 
^pointed count Gerard minister of war, and H. Casimir Perier lotnister 
c^ finance. The reading of these ordinances was listened to with the 
greatest attention. But at the temiinatioa no observation waa made— 
tlu most profound silence was for a time observed — and then the deputies 
passed to other business. The manner in which the duke and his oom- 
monicationa were received by the deputies, wis_an announcement Ihlt.'J 
Cbaiies S.. had oeaacd to reign. 
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^"On the Slst of July, the deputiei publiabed a prooiunation, declaring 
(bit thej had inTiled tlie duke of Orleuu to become UeuMQUit-geacru 
of ttio kiD(;>lom. At noon of the aims daj , Louis Philippe d'Orleitia 
iaaued a proclamation, declaring that he had haat«ried to Paria, weiring 
the " glorious culOQra" of France, to accept the invitatioii of the assem- 
bled deputieg to become tieutenant-genarBl of tbe Idngdom, A prodtuua' 
tioQ of the same date appointed proyisional comnusaarios for the differeol 
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The king, with hia family, had Bed to St. Cloud. They doi 
tti RambouUlet, a small place, »ii leagues of VeraailleB. Three comma- 
sionere wore sent from Paris to treat with him; who, on their return, 
informed the authorities that the king wished to leave France by way of 
Cherbourg; to restore tbe crown jewels which he had taken with him 
from Paris, &ii. These ooncessions were produced by the advance of tlie 
national guard towards Kambouillet, On the momiiig of August 2od, 
the abdication of Charles £. and the dauphin, Louis Antoine, waa placed 
in the honda of the lieutenant-general ; the abdication, bowcTir, wit 
made in favour of the duke of Bordeaux. A letter of tbe king, bearing 
tbat dilu, appointed the duke of Orleans lieutenant-general of the kingdom, 
and ordered him to proclaim, the duke of Bordeaux king, under the 
title of Henry V. 

Tbe abdication of Charles was announced to tho peers and the deputlM 
by the liuuteuaut-generaJ, on the 3rd of August, and Cusimir Perier wu 
at the same time chosen president of the chamber. On the 6th, the 
chamber of doputiiss declared the throne of Prance vacant, dt jurt ftad rfi 
fiiela, uid discussed the proTi^ionB of the charter, Oti the 7Ui, new 

changes were adoplad in it ; and it waa voted to iavila the duke of 
Orleans to become Mug of the French, on i^nndition of hia accepUng the^e 
changes. On the 8th, the diambers went in a body to the duke, tuld 
offered him the crown, which ho accepted ; and on the 91h, he took the 
prescribed conatitutiDnal oalh. 

The spirit of order manifested by the people during the struggle in 
Paris, which prevented all outrage and plundering, was still fmther 
shown in tbe unmoleated retreat of Charles X., who took passage to 
England in two American vessels. He embarked at Cherbourg, an-ived 
off Spithead on the 17th of August, landed at Poole on the 23rd, fur a 
short time took up his residence at Lul worth caeUe, and then removed to 
Holyrood-house, the scene of his former exile. There be remained about 
a twelvemonth -, afterwards retired to the Austrian dominions ; and died 
in hia 80th year, at Goriti, in Illyria, November *th, 1837.

Belgium had been anuexed to Holland by the congraBa of Yienng, in 
ISIS, with a lingulsr disregard of national laslea, prejudices, and 
■ntipalhieB. There was neither commuiiity of religion, nor of languoge, 
nor origin, nur temperament, nor of historical reuullectionB. to aSbrd a 
reaonnblc hope that the union would prove either agreeable or lasting. 
It «u not long before cauie of diautntent upon uno Bide, oppression 
on the other, and recrimination on both, were aooumulated in suores, and 
gave rise to great feare on the part of the diplomatiata that disturbBnoes 
might take place which would endanger the peace of Europe. Their 
■piaehensiona were not groundleiis. The news of the revolution in Palis 
Inwight matters to a crisis, aod precipitated on armed insurrection. In 
August, 1830, an event in the Btreels of Brusaeli roused the passions of 
the diaconlunted, and prepared the way for a more aerious struggle.

It was in vain that the ministry endeavourelT 
la iCow the impossibility of aSbiding effectual Leip at a distance of ona'-^ 
huoA^ laaguea, with a neutral territory between, to an inland oountry ; 
and to dcmonatrata the inadviaability of engaging in a war at suoh I 
critical period wilL two, or at leaat one, of the most powerful nations <K 
ivintitiKntiil Siiriq)e. They wera accused of wisliing to purchase peael 
ll any price, oven by baae aubiervience to Die inl»ieat3 of despotisii^ 
ud of puttiiig a nation of gallant men, and of cavaiierB, under the he<)B' 
Bfa (ordid at^ money-loriag bouigeoise. Thoy were accusod of falso^ 
hood to tLe prinuiples of the revolution, and of desire to restore the ollt^ 
nSglime, with all its inerlnesii, and hatred to the cause of liberty. 
After tiese came another cause of discontent. The mi" 
Chailcs X., MU. de Peyronnet, de Guemon RaDville, and d>'

Dut Louie Philippe vas uiziDua not ta wound Ilia maiunliicd 
prtjudio!!! and Eensibilides of foreign DBtioag, and hii diipodtioii 
wa> oaturally ti}o hiutisne to wisli thst the first judiciul act of Idi 
gorenmivnt, Ehontd be the tgcrifice of political oSnaden to popultr 
vengesnce. To torn over thwe men, vhateTer their criniea or fmillj^ to 
the eieoutioncr, VDold have beon, indeed, to giye bloody pUdgta c^ 
deiotioa to the rfTolnlioii.and vould have alarmed all the ariatumdMoT 
Europe. He would not, therefore, even trust to the contingendea ol a 
trial, hut rfl*o1ved upon prnposing to the chamben the abolition of (h« 
penalty of death, and in this way prepared the public mind for an ait of 
clemency ; and, u a still further meaeure of securilr, to entrust thd 
pasung of the gentmco to the peen, moet of whom were friends of the 
ei-miniaton. On the 17th of Augurt the abolition of the penalty uf 
death for political offoncra was propoied in the chamber of deputise, and 
n-M received with favour and even applause; and M. de Xeratry w« 
ordered to draw up an address to the king, that bis mnjeaty mieht thke 
Iha initiative in a measure of euuh magnanimoua clemiaicy. "fbe aged 
Lafayette warmly supported its adoption, by ealling up mourafu! reipi- 
niaeenccs of the Erst revolution, when so many good men were aaorifit 
to political bigotry. 

The UlDg gave tho deputation which repreaented the addreaa „ 
reception. "Ttic wish you eipress," said be, "had long eiistad . 
heart." But it waa feared, and not witboat reason, that tbja mc, 
might seem in the eyes of the populace to promise impunity to 
signers of the ordonnnDce, the men who had brought bo much ' 
upon society, and so much misery npon individnalB. On tbe 1 
day, therefore, Ouiiot made an announcement in tbe chamber 
served the double purpose of ioothing diasatisfiwtion, aod of f iilfi 
great national duty. "Messieura," laid he, " tbe king has longed in- 
patiently like rotiratlvoa to sanction, by a legislative measure, the ireat 
act of nation olgratitude which tho country owea to the victims of our 
revolution." He then stated Ibat the tbrco days had coat more ttm 
500 orpbans their fatherF, more than 500 widows their huabandi, mere 
tiaD .500 old men tbe affection and suppoit of their children ; that 311 
citizens would remain mutitsled and incapable of reeumiiig their occupa- 
tions; and tbat 3^64 wounded would have to endure a temporary ni- 
cppaeity. Such is tbe terrible pricewbicb tbe people so often has to pay 
for the crimes and follies of government 1 It was proposed, therefon, Id 
grant to the widows of those killed in the struggle an annual penston ta 
Ufe of SDO francs, or £20 ; and to the children 350 francs a year, until 
they reached tbe age of seven years, and to bo educated at tho eipenicof 
tbe state. The Kiitet des Icvalidea was opened for the admiaiion of those 
wto were maimed or mutilattd. 

When it became generally known that tie penalty of death for 
political ofibnceswere abolished, aod that the es-minirtera wera to be 
tried by Ibc chamber of peers, there wad great commotion amongal Ax 

Soclallsis and red republicans. They alleged that there was an ubrioDl 
eferenee paid to the rank of Ibe ofl'ender?, in taking such pains to mt 
J tosra from the fate olten reserved for less guilty but bumblor cul[vQ*i

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court to the ui(toorui7. The faubourgs forlhirith Wun to puur au^ 
thnrerowdj oCmh» athliti, Uic (urelmrbiiigeiB of political eturma. t^ 
the lath of October tliree lataa bodies of men Fot out from tfiL- Pantli^oa* 
nnd marobed along tba Rue St. lionorJ, towardi tto Palais Eoyal, sirw^^^ 
ing the Fariaiiiint, and MaritUlaiit, anil carrving a Sag inscribed, " Deatlt 
to the Miniiteri <" The nippel wu immediately' l^ten ; the nattoiuil guar^ 
hutened to the apot and the gates of the garden beiug skut, tho croT^ 
relioaled, sod took the road to Vincenaes, bUII loudly shouting, "Martam^ 
Mmitlrea!" Upon tbe arrival at the fortreaa, tbe gOTernot cams DU 
and addrssBed tbem, and tbreatened that if tbef advanced any farther k 
would blow Tip the keep. They tbea returned to the Palais Royal, mo» 
turbulent and clamoroiia than ever. A cabiact council waa sitting in 
aide, but the na'.ional guard stood firm, and the rioters at last dispersed. ^ 

Thaugb DO practical resiilts followed from this demonatratioD, it left )d 
Tsgue feeling of uaeasinesB in the public mind, and gave rise to flerd^ 
recriminatioiie between the republican party and the royalista. It wM^ 
alleged on one aide that tLe democracy ha ' waded knee-deep in blood !i^i 
1793, and that ita old toatcs and tendcnuies had not yet deserted it, einc^ 
it clamoTired for the lives of four helploss prisoners ; and it waa teloitcdfi 
by the other, that no more favour waa duo to those who murdered bjy 
deputy on a great aoale, than to tho bravo who slabbed his Eolitai^ 
victim io the dark ; and that if it were, the people alone who had bceH' 
the (offerBrs, were competent to remit the penalty attaching to the offfence, 
tnd that thur decision should not have been anticipated by a decree of ■ 
cliambec which only repreaented the bourgeoiaie. These diacuasions' 
were carried oa wltti that fiigbtful acrimony whicb in France malce^ 
political opponents, almost invariably, peiscmal enemica. Inthemcaii' 
time before the agitation had yet auhaided, Odilloo Baraot, the prefect of 
the Seine issued a proclamation denouncing tho instigators of the dift- 
tuibanccs, and characterizing the presentation of the addreea to the kin|^ 
by tlia chambers as " inopportune." 

I«uiB Philippe was greatly annoyed by thia— the more so, 
loilg disiiled Barrot, a shrewd, plain lawyer, bruaquo in hia u: 
mther too straightforward in hia language to make a good c( 
va» therefore determined that he shoidd be dismissed. Bi 
oaaier to resolve than to act upon. LaFayetts and Dupont dc I'Eure, tli» 
gmrdt di aania, or kenper of the seals, were bis intimate friends, and 
Would in any caae refuse to act without him.

Dupont de I'Eure forthwith resigned his functions as 
minister of justice. It was accepted with alacrity ; but, in losing the 
jdupport of these two men, the monarchy of July had lost powerful friends; 
and, what was worse, diminished its moral influence amongst the middle 
irlasses. The command of the national guard was conferred upon general 
Lobao, and there was now no obnoxious person in the ministry but 
Odillon Barrot, and the doctrinaires felt oonyinced that his claws were 
cUj^ped, when unaided by Lafayette and Dupont de FEure.

H the beginning of 1831 (he kiiij, while declaring hia intealion lo 
avoid all tBuao of qiuurel willi foreign natioiix, and to pursue a middle 
course nmong contending fnctioiis at haute, began to make Tigenms 
preparaliona, neyerllielesH, for putting the kjngdom in a atate of defenoe. 
The army wM inQreaacd ; the garriaona I'Drtificd, provisiDced, and raa- 
foree3. Theaa moaanioa of course could not be carried ou mdiont 
Gonnderable oipense, aud conaequcntly the budget, when brought £ir- 
waid by M. Lafitte, amounted to 1,187,000,000 franca, or three SimdreJ 
Biilliona more than under the leitoration. Thio excited a tremeudoui 
outcry. ThelegitiroatiBtapointt^dtriumphantlyto these figures, and naked 
the republicans what had they gainad by their revolution ; irhilsl the 
war party, who advocated interreution in the affaira of Poland and Ilely, 
enecTingly deotared that it ivaa aa expensive to sit at home in ingloriani 
ease, aa to be constantly in sctiDD. In the first seven months of tSM

Much of thia might no doubt bo justly aacribed to the ahoolc giimjl 
credit by the eventa of July, anil the temporary Buapcnaioa of tcj 
conie^^uenf upon a bloody revolution, na well aa to the uncertainty I 
diatniat which naturally prevailed before the new govEmment had fli 
ealabiished itaolf. But partieaoa do not reason ; they declaim. 

In the mean time the eharobera proceeded to moke some very nocei 

reforms. It was enacted thnt the number of counsellora and jajgl 
in the courts of aaaize ahouldbe reducod from fire to three, andlh«^ 
majority of aeven votea in the juries should be sufficient to acquits 
convirt an aocused peraon.

^npuleon had abolisbed trial hj jury in Coraica, iui natJTe country, 
and it had oever alterwarda been leatared. By the exertions of Dupont 
de I'Eure, however, the evil was now rectified, and the institutions of 
tho Bounty iji eyery respect aaaimilatad to those of France. 

The attenlion of the chambet^ was next directed to the important 

Saestion of mmiicipal mform. As has been stated in a previous voluDte. 
efore the revoluUonof 1789, France was divided into provinces, governed 
by intetidttnta haying but little connsxion with ono another, diiferent 
wdea of law, and but little direct communication with the sapreme 

Siar of the Glat«. One of the first acts of the national asaemhlj was 
saumilation of the institutioas of all these, and the completa 
centralisation of the supreme power in Paris. This was perhaps neces~ 
aary in the days when there wss nothing bnt niiBrchy at home, and war 
abiTOid, and when the very existence of the stale hung upon tie united action 
of aU its powers and resonrces. But now, when wars and convulsions 
wore at an end, it WB» evident that this was no longer necessary, and the 
dunibera proccedod to roatare tho diitction of their offnirs to the com- 
munea of tbe provinceB. Aiter a long discusaion, a law waa passed, the 
provisions of which ma; be summea up as fullowa: — Tho municipal 
cainicillors were to be cho^n by a body of eleetora compoaod of Voa

The municipal 
councils wore to be cleolud for six years, and to consist of members not 
imder twenty-five years of ago, cue half of whom were to retire every 
three years. The mayor atid his assessors were hi be uhosen from 
amongst the municipal councillors, but in the ableftown of oacb. armn- 
diisement, and in communes of throe thousand inhabitants ami upwards, 
tite nomination waa to rest with the king ; and in those whose population 
vaa leas, with the prefect. This latter clause was the great error in the 
law. This interfarcnca with the election of tho mayor, on tba part of 
Ols lupreme government, was moat objectionable, and in. England would 
Oever be tolerated. But strange to any, irascible and excitable as the 
French are, they suG&r wrongs and indignities to which the more phleg- 
matia Euglishman would never subnut The baneful eSects of tins 
inflaenoe of the government over the mayors and prefects has been 
deplorably manifeat in the recent eleotiona of Louis Napoleon's " legisla- 
tive assembly," as well as in his own. 

The mayors and their adjoinia were nonunated for iree yeara, but 
were liable to be set wido by royal ordmanw at sus^emSiRi ^^ 'Coa ^fw;- 
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^R&' together, till ill lelGah deairea are biniibcd, till idlenen it a thili^ 
hnknoifn, iind industry no longer anadmiiL-d virtue.

Failurs in the great rnee ie Tisited n-ilh incriluhle 
penalties. Man has not created either the poniihineiita or the [eiraid^, 
Tbej are of God, who oausea the rain to descend upon the irickcd and 
the good, and Iho mn to ahine iiyKin the just and upon the unjurt. 

Rut it may thui be seen, at all evente, that at the bottom of all lociatist 
Khetnes, whether Simoniam, Fourrierism, Hohbiam, or au^ht else, bae a 
great philanthropic prineiple, that of muTerssl love. It is m the applica- 
rion of this principle to the existing state of smioty tliat the projectors 
err. They began in Franco. Tceir great chief »M St. Simon, thn 
foonder of the sect known as St. Simoniana. His theories were ss wild 
as they were ciroDeous. He dirided mankind into two clasaes, tho 
workers and the idlers, and the former into three classes, artists, 
jdiiloaophers, and tdcb of labour and traffic. The next thing vns to 
coonect these three ; and hia scheme iraa to open s subseriptiott before tlis 
tomb of Newton, to which every one wss to be called upon to eontribnf* 
acoording to bis or her meana or inclination, and each contributor was t(j 
rnune three matbematieianB, three phyiiciana, three chemiatf, threephyi 
nologiatf, three men of letters, three painlerf, and ihrcG miutcians; 
These twest;^ -one persons, BO selected, were to form a council, to be CuIIe^ 
" Tile Council of Newton," and presided over by a mathematician, and 
t) theoi VIS to be committed tho gigantic taskoforganiaiDgand direutin^ 
towards a common end all the nationa of the globe. 

It may be seen that in all this he gives the precedence to the iavati), 
llie men of intellect; but he aoon diangod bis mind, and came to t))4 
■jjnolmion that they were a body without internal life or energy; thai 
they, as all the world, receiTed their impulses from the men of labim* 
and hard-handed industry, who took the initiative in all thinge, snl 
-wereereiydsy becoming more powerful. He therefore adopted as his motte, 
■- Ibut par. It paw rindiutrit," and declared that the f"^ of idlenesD 
iraast anend, and tho reign of labour vras now to begin. Thokingof this 
naw mode of goveniment waa to be he whom the men of labour considered 
brat amoDgac them, and his ministers were to be these who should be 
da?med fittest to prepare the budget, and take ebarge of the finances.' In 
tb* distribution of the electire franobiso, csre was to be taken to substi-' 
tuta the influence of the cultivator of the soil for that of the IntidlonI,' 
whoEtedupon the prneeeda of the labour of others. But St. Simrn now 
mmembered that the labourer ooutd never supply the moral and inle)^ 
luittuil Decesaitiea of mankind, and he therefora appealed to the nrtistst 
led t2iea oombining these three ideas, be fbrnied a system wbiuh hv eaBe4 
Ao "New Chriatianily," having for its object tlm amelioration of thrf 
physical conditioD of mankind. 

In all ihia there was much that was beautifiil ; bnt the whole seheiB* 
wat fanoiful. and, of eonrse, impraiTticable. It would be, of ovurse, ti 
itasoDable to hope that mpu would all grow to be of one height, aairr 
oipect tbcm to live in harmony, accord&g a synnnclHcAl system of'ic 
hrulbcr man's making, let the prinoiplea on which it wait fipnnd^dlbit' 
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were in Tulure to govern aoiMly : — UaiTcmal m 
sud CQDuqueiitly no aiore hostile oooipetilioD.

France tlias in any countiy in the wnrld. St. Simon hisiBelf had all a 
requisites of the foondcr of a new sect wbether in tvti^n, politic 
philusophy, — evidect disinteceitodneN, unbounded aelf-relionctt, a 
psBsionate conTiction of the truth of what he taaghC. He belong 
one of the noblest housps of Prance. He was heir to the name and 
of the famous duke of St. Simoa, the hiatorian of the reign of Lorna X 
and the last of the old race of grmult seigniurt, and yet ke denounce) 
privileges derived from birth with fieroe esergy, and lavished his fii 
in tlie propsgstioD of his daL'tria~s, so tJiat be died in indigence. 

The revolution of July gave them a great impulse. It seemed 
UDseUJed everything, and given aGur opportunity of bringing forwut 
that was wild, fantastic, sirange, or plaiuiblo, whether in politica iM. 
religion. Tbousaniia of young men of &igh talents and great entkiuitri 
enielled thcmselTes in the ranks of 6l SimoiiisDi to fight in tbe erua 
againat all that men held most saoced — property and family. Tboj a 
biished a newspaper called the Bloif, for tiie pnrpgee of diaaemiiuktiii] ' 
views, and before very long liej found themselves preaching lie niosti 
species of eommuQigm — thatwhiah dissolvea the maniage tie, and sub} 
the holiest relations of li£i> to be dissolved by the waning of incUoatii 
the caprice of the moment. To follow them (hrongh tim 
eitrevagsnt doutrines into which they were afterwards lad, wob 
narrow apace, be impossible. We have given this brief aJcetcli, 
pat the reader ia poadession of some of the oansea whioh wen 
agitaljng the masses of the people, and plseiBg the 
society in (Continued danger and perplexity. We da not n 
the developments uf St. Simoniam found favour io Uie eyes of the p<9l 
butf the principlea upon wbiob it was based, speulous in apt 
inviting to the aggrieved, the disappointed, and the distressed, a 
Cftted throDgh the columns of the Oloif, and in tbe elubs by auch 
Augiiitin Thierry, Olinde Sudriguez, Enfuntm, Bsiard, Bu^ 
Armand Carrel, could not fail to produoe a powerful cETeot upoD tb) 
mind. Thousands of converts were made amoDgst all olaMe^ w1 
unanimous in tlie opimen that society, sa then constituted, wai ._ 
and oppressive, and ought to be abuli^ed ; tbough probably not ten 
agreed a? to wbat they would erect on the ruins. 

Side by side with the St. Simoniana were ths democmtB, mooting 
rights of man, and clamouring for a repablic, one and indicisiUe, aid 
Bonaparljsts promising liberty io tbonameoftheempire.

He delivered with gr«at vehemence of lanBuage, but in atraiiu 
of the highoat eloquence, baoiiad up by e diaplsy of Icamine BoquiredS 
jam of indefatigahlo slndy, that the church waB entirely independeat of' 
the itate, and raaponaible to tlie pope alone ; aad repudiating irilh Boora 
the dootrine which the Gnllicans had always preached, and whiii bad left 
to oomequenoaa ao fatal to the mooarchy, that Hnga reigned by dirinB 
dght, he applauded popular resistance to dea[iotic force, and declarod (Si 
people to ba the only eeat of power.

cmried through the streets nmidat Iniid cries of "VengcsnuB on tid 
uunin "' Count de Clonard made hia esoape in. the Eonfiisiiin, but Sf 
Antgo, having acwiinpanied the wounded man to the hospital of Chi 
R3td Dicu, was n.'ized upon a^ the morderar when ho oame nut of tlu 
building, uud hurritd towards tha river. He owed his life to his giu^ 
penonu strength and prosenoe ^rmind. ' 

There wss now nothing tD pr«TUDt tho attack upon the archbishoi^i 
piloES, and conseguvntly it was in a, few minutes complstet; wruckcd,-9 
the lUmitnre, murora, and windows hrokan, the books torn up aitf 
thrown out into the street, and rare paintings and manuscripts burnt, in w 
([Ojit of the mast ruthless vandalism, and all amidst a loud chorus tr 
j^b, eiecatiouB, and horse laughter. Tho mob appeared to dirMg 
their lagG in particular against crosses and 9cilrs-de-lis, as the eiahlemu 
in their ejct, of priestcralt snd Imaponaihlc pnwer. Wherever theafi 
were seen, they were instanlly torn down or eiliiced. Quiet was nod 
natOTcd before evening; hut in a few hours after the Hotinc had ceasepC

The deputies who now BUed the chamber had been elected bafore 
levoliition, and had retained their posiUou after it was over.

arranzed. The popular voice now cUmoui'cd loudtj ful a dissolutioi|^ 
that the nation might hive an opportunity of exprejsing its senCintena'J 
on tba recent events, and of distinctly marking its censure or approval'^ 
of the courae pursued by the govemmonr. It was said, and not without'j 
some show of truth, that the present repreBcntatives derived all thoirff 
right I and authority from the old ej'stem, and that Once it was gon«^ 9 
liiKr pasition was anomalous, if not Ulflgitimale.

Some days nftcrwarda, ho asked its sanction for a law againat rioloua

It seized its viotima in 
P«ria by hundreds, comniEncing, la uaunl, amongat the poor, who dwelt 
hi tho narrow and ^t^y streets of tho faubourgs, but graduallT extaoded 
itsalf to tbe quarters of the ricli, until there wna hardly a house in the 
ct^inwhicii the voice of wailing was not heard. The buspitals wurs 
mnvded, and tha wearied surgeons, in many instances, esoapsd 
*)iidi»miii obIj tu fall viotims to fatigue and exhaustion. On all i 
trva terror, oanfusian, and dismay. More than 12,700 persona 
ia. ibe month of April alone, and during tho ono hundred and eighty- 
OJne daya that the epidemic lusted, it was caleulnted that it out oS 
no laas than 13,402 vietims. Many flod away to tho eountry, hoping 
ti> baflle the destroyer bj; a ehnnge of place ; but it must, at tha aane 
tune be confessed, that In this awful ciisia, that lofty and chivsltoua 
courage for which the French are distinguished, end which atones Iv 
M many of their faults and foilicJ, shono conspicuous aa ever. They 
tuei Qua unseen Hoe with as much courage and ooolucss, as they hud 
mr diaplayed in a thousand brilliant battles. Women of all uaaaas 
watched by the oouches of the friendless patients in the hospitals, 
oaaaoliogi ohuering, and animating tbem; and the rich sent in profusion, 
wliatever was needed to alleviate the torments of the poorer — -'--

It was in vain that they flourished their uworda, and 
mied, "Vive Henri Cinq!" the crotrd hloked on with a sort ot quiet 
eiuiwit;, as if tho whole aSair were a pieoe of acting. The dAiotument 
m* brought about by some shouting out that it was a plot of Iho police, 
■nd bidduig the pooplo he on their guard. This was enough. The cor 
raintora s«w that tiieir *nterpri« WB8, 80 far, a failure, and that it w 
high time to proTido Cor their praaonal Bafety by an inglorious flight. 
tiQop of luiccrs eoming up, dispersed the crowd, &ad succeeded 
wresting some of their number. The ducheea escaped out of &s 
lawn, but was obliged to wandor about in the woods for a whole night, 
without being able to find shelter, At last she reached the chateau of 
one of her meat zealous adhcrenta, and here it was now resolved that ihe 
diould try her fortune in La Vendee. On tie llh of May she atarted 
with two of her adheranti, in a calash drawn by post horses, haying 
obtained a passport under an assumed name.

"Ueiiieura. en Vendee!" The steamer, in which many of the party 
hai Tomained, was captured hy a goTemment cruiser before she lelt 
Uaneilles. 

The duchess sucoeeded in reaching La Vendee in safety, and took up 
her abode in a farmhouse, where she assiuaed the dress of the peoBBnt 
lads of Uie district, and called heraeK Psl'it Ficrre. She gathered the 
chia& of her party around her here, and fixed the 21thof Uay as the day 
(or UMng up arms. But in the interval her followers b^an to toss 
heart. They aoticed the apathy and indifltrenee of the people, and 
usored the duchess that it was useless to attempt a rising there, ^oe 
tlu attempt in the south bad faili'd. M. Berryer even went so far aa to 
Borae down from rarie, and seek her out in her retreat, and implore her 
iiilh all the farce of his eloquonca to relinquish the enteniriae.

Se 
deqiieed popular clamour, aud bad no scruple about uttering unpalatable 
tratha ia galliDg language ; the people hated him. Thiers was witty, elo- 
quent, lirSy, and greatly and generally admired ; buthisyotith, the lowneu 
offais origin, bis flippancy, and well-known personal ambition, prevented 
hie having mnch influence. The king chose de firoglie, stipulating that

Although no death puniahmenU had been inflicted in. GonsequoDce of 
the inanirecticn, Fsris bad been placed under martial law, and the 
phyncians bad been, in many instances, obliged to give information 
laaiiut wounded persons who had placed themselres under lh<»r care. 
Thia exasperated the republicans ; and it was loudly nunoured Qiat, 
Bince open resistance was of no avail, it only remained to resort to asaaa- 
nnation, and destroy the monarchy at oae blow. The Mite went in 
ittte to open the session, on the 19th of Norember. Two oamageis, one 
eantaining the queen and her daughters, the other the ministry, headed 
tha pioceseion. l.ouis Philippe rode behind on horseback, surrounded by a 
briliknt staff. The whole way from the TuilBticj to the Palais Bourlion 
the rtreets were lined with troops. When the cortege hod reached the 
Pont Boyal, a pistol-shot was heard olose by, and the king bent oyer the 
saddle, as if wounded ; but quickly recovering his sel^posEsssioD, he 
raieed his bat, bowed to the crowd, and passed on unharmed. But 
Uie oonstemation at his adherents was great, as they anticipated a 
geoaral attack.

Ths darliDE iFiah of Lsuli Philippti's heart was tlie formation of u 
oUisnce witA lome of tlie royal huuies of Europe, wbiclighould place Ma 
ftttnily on a par with Uioao of the great powers, and wipe out the recol- 
Itclion that he owed hia thronQ to an imeutB, Long deeceuded aa ha 
vag, B cloud hung over the memoiy of bis father, and though be wore 
(he crown of one of the Gret nations of the world, amoagat mooaichs be 
w«i atill but a jiartfnu. To a really "citizen king" who had the good 
of his gubjecta at heart, and a mind auperior to the paltry conTenliooal- 
ignu of courts, tj> bo the moaaruh of the jieople's choice, would have 
been a prouder position than to be the heir of twenty generation* of 
masts. But LouIb Philippe had hia foiUea, and none more miachieTous 
Uan tha deaire of consolidating hia dynasty. It was determined. Here- 
fore, that the duke of Orleans should ho aenl to Berlin Mid Vienna, to aeek 
■ wife amongst some of llio silly princesses of the German courts, 
woimen as hcartlets and frivolous as induleoce and want of education 
could make tbom. At Berlin he was graciously received, and feted by 
the king uf Fruaaia ; and passing thence to Vienna, be ao charmed tbo 
Vicnnoie hy the grace of Ms mannere, that, flushed with hia pnpulaHty, 
he proposed far the hand of the prinoeaa Theresa, the daugbtor of tbe 
irchdube Charles. The latter received Mm favourably, and seemed 
diiposed to accept his offer, but the Austrian nobility, a beggarly race, 
irhoee patents do not hide the emptineas of their coffers and the darkness 
of Uieir intellects, thought it foul acorn that adaughterof the house of 
Hspabui^ should wed a man who owed his position to tbe triumph of

hoceeding to the quartera of the infantry, he met with a Tery differeni 
leoe^DD. The soldiers levelled their muskets, while the commanding 
dBeei odTanccd nnd tore the epauleta elf the dioulilers of one of thoge 
VAo had declared hie adherenoe to the pretender. Ihe artillery were 
nunHmded on all sidea, and forced to surrender. Louia Ifapoleon and 
hiiprincipol followera were aneBted. The former pledged hia word to 
nDuin in America for ten yeara, if he were oUowed to depart freely,

In Iforember, 1836, Charles X. died at Goritz, in Stjrio, whither he

Ouizot, Thiers, and Odilion Bjurot, all beloQgei b 
difiinoDt piuties, and ollhoagh thsy had untt«d for the oTorthrow of tht 
Cdminoii enemy, nhcn sucueea wai achieved their differoti<*ea brokt oU 
afrosh. la OOTKiaition they h«,i been called the conlili'm, and it vu 
proposed that they should merge their minor diapntes, Bud form a cooSito* 
miniilri/, to proloet the parliamrntary prorogativB from th« onJMt 
ecEraixchmoata of the Mng. But when they came to settle the diabobii- 
tiou of the various ofBces, it waa fouod impowihle to satia^ any. it cull 
considered himself entitled to the highest Bod best pUce. Under these or- 
cumstancea, thekiogaddresBedhimieltto Thi»i personally, ccquctlingbiffl 
to fonn a cabinet as be beat oould. The lattsi made Gre ittempta, teiaj 
one of irhich was a. laHare, but t^e uxth and last to all appconnw 
proved sueeesaful. Upon the very first meeting, hon'cver, die new 
minifltry qoarrBlled and broke up, leaving Prance still without S govem- 
m£nt. Anarchy at last hegan to prevail in the capital ; tumulboouA 
mobs assembled in the aquares, and had to be dispersed by ohsi^ 
of cavalry ; seditinua cries were heard on every aide ; and at length two 
secret sooictieB, which had been tanaei in 1834, after the guppreHCii 
of the Socii'te dea Sroitt deV Rimims, determined upon giving tho signal iin 
open iniuTTeotion.

He sustained under all 
lis reverses by a profound conviction, nor was it altogether eiToneous, 
Itat the name of Napoleon was immensely popular, and that the 
sminiscenoes of his career possessed magic power. But he deceiyed 
xixoBelf in supposing that these souvenirs had influence in every class of 
looxety ; amongst the government functionaries for instance, who always 
jliiig to the party in power, or amongst tho bourgeoisie, who always 
lated the emperor. They lived perhaps amongst the lower classes, the 
jeasantry and workmen, but what political influence had these ? what 
xiald they contribute to his success savo unskilled bruto force, which 
zaA never be relied upon in great emergencies or desperate enterprises ? 
And as to the army, nothing but ignorance or infatuation could have 
induced him to count upon that ; for all armies arc so moulded bydiscipline 
Hudi they have but one idea, and that is, — ^fidelity to their standard, and 
dbedience to the orders of their superiors. Some discontented non- 
commissioned officers — ambitious officers — might perhaps promise their 
adhesion ; but when the moment of action arrives the difference is soon 
seen between promising and performing. The democratic party in 
France had more than once sent deputies to him to learn his intentions, 
BO that they might know whether they could consistently offer him their 
Bopport or not ; but he invariably dissembled, so as to leave them com- 
pleteljr in the dark. 

Daring the month of July, 1840, Louis Napoleon, through the me- 
duun of a third person, hired a steamboat called the Edinburgh 
Cattle^ the property of a London Company, ostensibly for Uio 
nae of a pleasure party, for one month dating from the 6dbL of July, 
at the rate of one hundred pounds a week.

^otwiTHSTANDiNa the threats and protestation of the minister^ 
lie powers proceeded to pnt the treaty of the 17th of July into 
secation. The English formally notified its provisions to the pacha > 
PfV., that he -wonld he allowed to retain Egypt as an hereditary 
pachaUc, and Acre for his lifetime; and in case he refused to 
lecept these within ten days, he should have nothing but Egypt; 
and if he still held out for another ten days, he should abide the for- 
tune of war. Mehemet Ali sternly rejected all these offers, and on 
the expiration of the appointed time commodore Napier seized his fleet, 
and soon after .bombarded Beyrouth, the French fleet being ordered to 
absent itself &om the scene of hostilities. When this news reached 
Paris, it produced the greatest agitation amongst all classes of the people. 
In the saloons, tho public promenades, and everywhere, nothing was 
heard but denunciations of the minister. Every evening in the theatres, 
both in the capital and in the departments, the pit and gallery called for the 
Marseillaisey and sang it often in defiance of the police. The alarm of the king 
reached its height when he learned that the national guard was not froe 
from the prevailing discontent. Marshal Gerard, the commander-in-chief, 
had been for some time in the habit of assembling them for drill once every 
week, and when together they were accustomed to discuss the current 
svente of the day. Some of the colonels, upon hearing of this, expressed 
themselves in strong terms as to the danger of bringing together such 
large bodies of men in the present state of the public mind. The privates 
instantly met and drew up a protest at great length, in which they 
reviewed the recent acts of the government seriatim, and passed a violent 
censure upon every one of them. This document was published in the 
journals, and added fuel to the flame of discontent which was already 
raging. The ministry, driven to extremities, again assimied a warlike 
attitude. An ordonnancc appeared on the 29th of September, announcing 
the addition to the army of eighteen new regiments, twelve of infantry 
and six of light cavalry ; so that the whole effective force, exclusive of

Bcoglie, Mol^, or Tliiers, none had succeeded in getting a hold on tha 
country, or seturing a strong position in the chamber, and Ihey had ona 
by one withdrawn to make way for the great doctrinaire; and he, mow 
fortunate thaa they, bore down all opposition by the magic of hia 
eloquence, and the splendour of his learning, and the implauable bitterness

a lady who had tha same pursuits. His first official post was that of 
leerelary to tho due do Uontesquieo, in ISM, in the first ministry 
of Uie teatoratioQ. On the retnm of Kapoleon, Guiiot was uint to Ghent 
to eiplain the situation of public opinion to Louis XVIIL by the com- 
Butt«e of moderate royaliala at Paris. At the second restoration he waa 
■gainin offiue, and attaubed himself to the party of Boyer-CoUard, then 
^cti called doctrinaire. Aa professor of history, his lectures had a Ean>- 
piiHn reputation, and he contributed hia quota to jonmalism in tho yean 
preoeding 1330. Under the new dynasty he had always been a man of 
aMErk, at the tribLiaeand when in o^ce. Always a man of system, bo now, 
M foreign miuiaLsr, devoted all hia efforts to the establishing gnod inlelli.

The two connlllM 
were drawn together eloscr than ever by the interuhange of visits wtu^ 
took place between. Loaia Philippe and qaeen Victoria, in 1844. Wbea 
her majeity first eicpretsed her intention of going to France, the ddi^ 
of the French king was extreme. His great ambition, obildiah aaimq 
teem, wag to take unqueetloned rank amongtt the European eoreingDi; 
and thii apontaneoua viait on the part of the monsjah of a soweifid M* 
was, iu hia eyoe, a conucration. On the 2nd of SeptemWr the QMS 
landed at Treport, and proceeded to tiie CbfUeaa d'Eu. lioaiM Elulifft 
did the honours in a style of great magnificence. There was notll^ 
from morning till eight but a sooceuion of splendid banqneta, xideain lb 
forcGla, and pic-nic.3 on the graea. FuUtics and royally seemed. farifOm 
for the time, and Guizut and lord Aberdeen chacted and " hob-noblMd* 
as if they had never written onarling dcBpalchea, or tried to firil tU 
another in diplomatic intrigues. The king returned the visit duiJDg tb 
same year, and waa extremely well received by the Eugiish people. 

These and many other minor acts of intematioDal courtesy had pltMJ I 
the two countries On a friendly footing. But this enleiUe eordialt •w j 
rudely broken in upon in 1H46, by the event known as the " i'i:ini'!. i 
marriages." We have already alluded to the king's an-iit^-. t. 
aggrandisement of his family, and tile strengthening of bi^ i .

The harvests on the folluwmg 
intameT were pleuleoai, aod the vineyards w»re productJTe, and 
g|«Hli(il abondaneB followed. The political horizon was dear, save in 
MM ffUnrter, wba^ a cloud hung nn larger than a man's hand, but it 
'Wntamed the nucleus of a deluge. Munnurs began to be beaid agamaC 
fiMiiitl corruption, andihe agitation for parliamentary reform was rcncwiid; 
'Int Guizot, Bs if struck with bllDdnesa by nn idl-seeing PcoTidcitce, 
inAuMil to believo in his danger, and, Belf'WiJled to the last, intrenchBd 
Vteetf behind his large majority in the chamber. But what a ohamber 
«l4'what a mBJority ! France had a population of ihirty-flva milliona, 
'tfUdoftbesB only abont two hundred and sixty thousand were iupoBSeasioQ of 
140 dmtnral franchise. EobIs of goTcmment fuuctiouaries, disciplined 
IfiM m ■nD7, u)d ffpriiad sll ovet the countrr, were t>»ploj'ed openly in 
tedniidating, eaiolicr, and bribing this handiul of electors, whom the; 
'fcr ontnumbered. The eonsequenco was, the nutjority of the deputies 
med to the chamber were dependent, directly or indirectly upon tbo 
"he ministry could at all times command at leiiat a hundred 
'^Dn snteeD votes, and thii odious and anomalous system was justiiiod on

Ho waa now well stricken in years, and the infirmities 
of Bge or the death of his sister, who had always been hit best counsellor, 
Wumei to iavo totally paralysed his energies. After the Spaniah mar- 
Mages he gave no evidence of hia farmer activity and lore of command, 
bnt left everything Co the minister. The tniatuation which both of them 
ApI^Tsd seems almost incredible.

Loilm 
lEoUic, un the ulisKS liand, waa violent, fluent, and unecrupuloua, aai, 
above all, ambitloua. £ath were advocates. Thiera remained neuUil, 
but LunBTtine tlicew himBclf heart and coul into the movement.

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CHAPTER Vn. 

THE BEVOIiUTION OF 1848— THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THEREPUBUO 

— INSUJaB^CTION OF JUNE. 

Tkb speeeh of the king in opening the chamhars attacked those who had 
attended the refonn hanquots as nostile to himself and hlind to results. 
MaiLj of the deputies were of course amongst the numher, and were thus 
exceedingly irritated, so that the dehate on the address was unusually 
fierce and animated. Thiers made a hrilUant onslaught on the foreign 
policy of the goyemment, while Odillon Barrot addressed himself more par- 
ticularly to the question of reform, and defended the conduct of those who 
had att^dedthe banquets, and Lamartinedeclaimodagainst any iuterfercnco 
vith. the right of meeting. To put the matter to a test, the opposition 
leaders promised to attend a banquet which had been got up by the 
twelfth arrondissement of Paris. It was to take place on the 20th of 
February, 1848. The government announced its intention of suppressing 
it by force. The opposition then met to consider what course it would bo 
best to adopt, and came to the resolution that it would be traitorous to 
the country to succumb quietly. They therefore resolved upon attending 
at the appointed place, and protesting against this illegal -v iolence ; but 
they learnt before evening that no banquet would take place. "We shall 
relate what followed in the words of Lamartine. 

** The government, however, foreseeing the events which might arise 
from such an agitation and tension of the public mind, had drawn a large 
number of troops into Paris or around it. They were rated at fifty-five 
thousand men. The artillery of Vincennes had orders to present itself 
on the first summons at the Faubourg St. Antoine. By dispositions 
carefully studied, and made as far back as 1830, in anticipation of insur- 
rection, posts had been assigned to different bodies in the various quarters 
of the city. Each body of insurgents, hemmed in, or intercepted by 
those posts, would be withheld from joining others ; the fort of Mount 
Yalerian was to be occupied by a strong garrison, mounted on the road 
b -'tween Paris and St. Cloud. Thirty-seven battalions of infantry, one 
battalion of Chasseurs d' Orleans, three companies of engineers, twenty 
squadrons, four thousand veterans of the municipal guard, and five batte- 
ries of artillery, formed the garrison of the capital. 

The night was passed in silence — the silence of a city reflecting before 
action. 'J he morning did not prognosticate a day of fate. There were no 
arras concealed under the garments ; no rago was painted upon men's

There some indeiatigable and intrepid republicans, who had eyes for 
every orcumstancs and despaired of nothing, had coQcentraled lliam- 
bcItes, either by preconcerted plan, or by that revolutianaiy instioot. 
wiiiiili is sponttuieouB uid common in its operation. Their very leader* 
disapproved their obatimuiy and temerity, ae they were al moat not more 
Utu four or Sve hundred in number. Another detachment of repub- 
lieana, altogeUier without leaders, disarmed the naUonal guards of tiie 
Batignalles during the night, burned the station at the barrier, and forti- 
fied themielveB in a neighbouring quiirt<:r, where they awaited the event. 
Ho attempt was made to dislodge them. 

At break of day, the rands which led to the seroral gates of Paris wera 
otnvred wit^ columns of oaralry, infantry, and artillery, sommoned hy 
the orders of government. These troops presented an impotinc e&'ecC ; 
Ihej were obedient and in perfect discipline, but sEent and dejected. 
^lOT earned in their oauntenaoces their grief at being called to act in It 
mnl war. They sucoeseively took up positions in the quarters where the 
mnldtude of Paris chiefly reside. The mob did not combat in ma^g on 
my point. Scattered groups attacked and disiinned isolated posts, 
fined their entnince into armauiera' shopa, and from concenled gituatioiu 
fired random, shots at the troops. 

Barricades, cammeacing with, and radiating Irom, the ce^itre, formed 
by the church of St Mery, were raised from distance to distance, and 
built and multiplied almost before the very faces of the soldiors : they 
were no aoanf r erected than abnndoned. The troops bud only stones to 
oppose. The bottle was a silent one, — its progress was felt ; its sound 

The national guard, summoned by the call to arms, was assembling 
LagioD by legion. It preserved a noutralilry, or limited its manitestutions 
to an interference between the troops and the peapli<, whilst it louiliy 
demanded the dismissal of the ministry, and reform. Thus the nalionu 
gmrd becune t^e shield of the revolution. 

Bach, on the down of the 2ti.h of February, was the state of Paris. 
3%e troops, wearied by seeing no enemy, whilst they were the objeou 
st Bniversal hostility, remained st their various posts, uawavering but 
dejected. The generals and offlcors conversed in bw tones upon the 
innqdicafale indecision of events. At Iho siit of the principal streets, 
groups of caTnlry, enveloped in their grey claaks, and holding the naked 
•abre in hand, might be scon. They had been in the same spot, and 
maintained the same position, for thirty-ui haura ; their hnrscs slept 
imAar them, and tbey themselves shivered from cold and hunger. Uffi- 
csn were passing at bard gallop up and down the streets at erery second, 
CBrying order* and oounter-orders, from one port of Paris to another.

After a moumfiil pause, the proceuioti (akea its way to t^e Bue Mout- 
nartie, and halts before the ofHoe of the E^ornK pap«r— a new appeal to 
the iireconcilable hatred subsisting between the monarchy aiid the re- 
publio. Dsep and oraifused cries, as if soiothered by indignation and by 
the wbe of the prooesslon, rise to the windows of the houses, A man, 
standing upon the carriase with his feet batlied in blood, niscs from time 
to time, from the lifeless heap, the carpee of a woman, exhibits it tu the 
multitude, and laya it again in its blood; bed. At this sight the pity of 
Uie bystanders assumes the oharaoter of fury, and they rushed to their 
houses to arm. The Bfreela become empty, A eiose array of men, 
amed with muskets, parades around, and Enteca the gloomy hines of the 
densely-populated centra of Paris. In the direction of the square of St. 
Haftin, the Mount Arentine of the populace, they rapped at every dauT 
a BiiAciKuan to summon bdv combatimts to vengeance. At the spei;tadla 
of these victims, exhibited to the reproach of royalty, these districts arise, 
ntah where they are Bummoned by the hells, sound the tocsin, onpave 
the streets, and raise and multiply bairicadea. From time to time the 
noise of Eriug echoes, and forbids aleep to nBauagB the anxiety and the 
iafignation of the capital.

Art ordonnaDce had just been signi^d, appointiiig marshal fiugeaul 
to the command of the military forces in Paris. The very mention of

He was an iron soldier, determined, courageous, and inSeiiblc, 
end had Iho affsir been left entirely in his hands the insurrection would

Thia house, aoncealed 
amidat treea, is bitiit od an eminence, at the distance of about half an 
honr'a walk from the town. 

Thia was on the aflth of February. M. dc Perlhuis, the owner of tio 
liDtlae, was not there at the time, but the gardener, an intelligent and 
oonfidentiHl man, had been jrreTionaly made acquainted with the Iruat 
Ihtrt vaa about to be ropoaed in him.

BOW^kore greater than in England. The principal evil which flowed ftolfj 
it was the fiilie hopes aiui extravagant expectations which it led tlw^ 
labouring claises to entertain.

Until tho nonTocalmii (.( thr 
iBBmbly, these workshops formed a oonnlerpoiae tothi^.i, (ijiPiii 
kUemblagoB at the Luiemboarg, and the sBditioua meetiDgs in dieLluN'. 
Tbfj were ofltenaive to the eyce of tho Pariaiane, by reason of iheir »«l 
magnitude, and the inutility of their Inboiua, yet they aevpral llnwa 
proteeled and aaved Paris, though that fact was not known to the iBlia- 
bitanla of the capital. Bo for from being in the pay of Lonis BlanO, u 
was alleged, the workmen were inepired by the apirit of his adTcrBan«9. 
At flrat they numbered only twenty thousand, hut every da ^ ' r i ' 
afresh rein foroement of poverty or idleness. The fortiiiiiii 
conunenced so improvidently and precipitately, had dravn j r 
mass of abont forty thoueand workmen, who, being onre rat n ii i 
the capital, would not leave it. These men, wbowero for lin in t 
carpenters and DtasODa, had none of the condittone of areeiilciH n i 'li 
Won. The republic waa thna doomed to expiate the imprudu i , it tl.r 
monsTchy. Those branches of industry wMeh eopply the I'limi'i ' 
Inxnry, and whinh are nafuraJly the flrit to milfer in political cinro) 
eiora, were eudilBnly au«poiided throughout Paris. Tbe ssvin^ et H 
wflricpcnple soon beCBrao e.'cbausted, and Iheir families were Tedapui 'L 
severe privation. Some of tlia more wcalthj^ wnanOwtuMm tfytm* 
renerona desire to aaaist their workpeople, retained a piOTion <rf ll 
nalf.wttgfS. In oertain manufacloriee, one-half of tile wot*^™^ 
ItUlead of being employed throughoatthe whole week, woilied Mih'M 
(fajB, whilst lie other haM weva \4\t\ -iiat aow who hud he«.'^ 
pwyed left off work, intitteir VfliTi,tet "iiasiwiA-aiaiuj-^re^feitl 
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Iades. But from week to ireat Isrge eitablishmenta wsre aaoccs. 
]r closed ; and tha ooasH|Ui<auH was. that Lira tuadred tliauund 
artiaaiu of Paria gmduaUf enrolled thumaelvefl in tho tempamy irmy 
vUch MKupied iIid national -workahnpi. 

To these artiaaasM'iiru spucdily joiaed numeious piolcssan of tJie liberal 
•rti, whoBe last reaoarces wcru liken-isc eihauated. Tbese conaidled of 
wtiste, deBigaera, oorreotorB of Ihe prcai, baakaollerg' darkg, liUrarj 
m«D, BDtori, &e. Persons whose OGOupntions had heretofbre been eon- 
fiaed to the pi^n or tiie graver, now presented themBelres at chs nfttkmal 
Woduhops cuuniBOQUslj asking for pickaxes or spades, wherewith to di; 
^u earth intheCbamp deMare; ur rajueeting to bo sent to sjij car- 
penter'B yard where labour migbt bs asaigned to them. 

EvBry nidming, on Ihc boulevards, in tha Champa Elja^ea, and in the 
&ubourge, parlies of front twenty to a kundrcd men, of all agca and in 
■U sorts of attire, mielit ba aeon proceeding to their work — each party 
being preceded by a Stg and headed by a brigadier. The couatenaaoas 
o( these men wore a melaneholy, but euraoat and patient eipreasion. 
It waa ovidoDt that they felt an honourable uonviiitiun of the Bad duty 
ttof hod to fulfil to tlieir fumiliea ; but it was aUo evident that they 
were fully sensible of tho duties which the goveriunent was fulfilling 
tnraida ibon>, in aiding them by means of labour. Owing to the defec- 
tive way in whioh that labour was organieod, it wa^ unfortunately but a 
MBtUanoe of publio aasistance — an expedient diutal^d hj the urgaacy of 
dM moment, with the view of providing aguQBt want, trouble, and 
^eqair. Every evening thcEO men retumwl in the same older to their 
mpecttve qmrten. Tbey themBulyes perfarmod iheiiownpoltDedutifa, 
Mod kept up a voluntary system of discipline among tbemselvee. Tbeii 
mgea were paid to them every Saturday. Thia was not a government 
Wganisatjon, as waa enbaequeutly sadeavonced to be ahon-n ; it was ■ 
■uied and indiirpensabls dietribution of alma on tha part of tha state, 
•nd. hoDonred by the semblanca of labour. These workshops of Paris 
(tod the same neoeEsit; caused similar ones to be inelinclively argaoiied 
M »U the manufacturing to»n>) had cerlainly Ihe effcct of weaning 
nuuiy workmen from tbo habit ol acnoua labour : but they reaouod the 
^iBirnn from atarration and dcapair, eared society from tumult, and pro- 
pert? from pillage. 

' Xhs government committed one grand error in the outset. It was that 
«f negleoting to apply the labour of these workahopB lu great works of 
yitUie DliLty, and of not Ji^peraing them at certaia distances from PorU 
■nd other great citioa, which were the nurserios of sedition, ^^1ien this 
dispersinn was found Co be deairable, it was to tale too effiict it. Another 
■Ray would have been required to onlbice the evoeuKlJon of the capital. 
Hamaatty as well as necessity caused the workshops to be tolerated until 
■Mil time as tha rovcdiitioBttry crisis liaving puaaed over, theaa elementi 
were lo-absorbed by private labour, and their overSowing Btemnud by 
RSlArcd ptiblic energy. 

So mtuih for tha national worluhoiis, whioh hare been represented M 
• ■ratMii, but which' were merely a transient expedient, tonible, biu 
aaocnary. Those members of the governoient puasessed of most fbra- 
■ighl looked forward with apprehention to tlio momest when aeditian

In short, the proTiiional goTernmeiit mere eipeoted to fead Ulb vtaHag 
popolstion, to augment and equip the armj, to reetore credit tothadii- 
ordered fioanees, and ce-eetabliab trade anil inAastrj, and all this wittout 
any of the inBvhiDerr or element! of gtrength which a regular gonn- 
ment has at its oommond', and it mult fhr eTerrenutjii n strildag ^ndif of 
the latent and devotedoeeB of Che individuals yrha £lled the varioui oOm^ 
that errry one of liieae difficulties iraa overeome. 

Their next cure waa to tolce immediate steps for the olectiiai rf a 
natianal aaecmblj, by th» aui&agea of tite vhal« popnjation — vtMl 
should settle iLe fuTDi of the eonilitution, and relieve them of the laW h U 
of their eelf-aesumed power. But before this, they had to detel dn 
Tery exialenEe of property and eoeietf against the attempla of ite 
■oeialiats and radrcpiihlLcana ortairorists; and the dnngorwaa tiiegfMMt 
Dnce Louia Blanc and Ledru-Kollin irere both in their interastl. od 
were doing all in their power to thwart the efforts of thoir caUcoguo ad 
nndermino their intluunoe. On this subject we shall anin quolu lim ir- 
tine, to whoae zeal and discretion Fraoee owes so inudi. iis abit IBI- 
Irais of the composition of Parisian aooiety at the period uf tJia nroJt^ 
bon, may araigt us in understanding many of the OTBQtB which haie mem 
ODaiin*d:^ , 

"This school multiplied during the resbiratiDn and tha reign of IMJI |

" This party, which sufiered their ideas (<i transpire in tbeir wiitioiK 
jouTBoIs, sjid public addresses, disclosed them mure elettrly, andcoM* 
mented on them with more aoerbiCy in some of their associations and Mlh 
terranean assemblies. There the words rerolntioo and repuUiownsMb

Taoquished (he eTeniog before ia the Isst canvuliive dlaturbnoce, at 
tile Hotel de ViUc, by the reaolutjoa of ths provisiunal governmsDt, aup- 
ported by Ilie enecgutic co-operation of Lomartiae'sprcseaca aad additw, 
the teiTorisld hid retired ia silenoe, but not with resigiiatiaa. Thqr 
nnaimced fur the moioeat nil hope of diaputtng the eupreiae power witb 
k ^vemment that had been eat^lishod by the twoiulil acdaniatioaa of 
the diamber of doputiua and of the Place do Or^re, loi they had do 
aamea they eould bring foiward to compete with the popularity of Ihoae 
of DiqHmtde l'£are, Arago, Ledru-HoUui, Marie, Cremieui, and Lamar- 
tiao; iome of which had been rendered illuattioua by parliamentary

The masi of the indiutrioua population of Paria had, during ths pre- 
ceding fifty years, mado immuDse progross in knowlodgc, true ciriliu- 
tioa. Bad practical liitue. Equalit; hud eanubled and indiutry enridied 
them. CoDtiu.-t with the diffureot classes furmcrly kuovn aa the bonr. 
BBOuie had polished and Eoftened tbeli ideas, language, mannera, and 
babita-, tho ditfuBion of initruction, the promotion of economy by the 
oatabliahmeDt of eavinga banks, the inrreasiDg numbers of baoks and 
jenniBla, of aooial and religious aocietiea, the increase of oompetence, 
irhicli aSbrds a greater oppoituaity for leisure, and leisure which favours 
Mflection. had lUl tended to produce in them the happiest change, while a 
ntional conception of the trus commuiiity of intar^ta betveea them and 
dw bourgeois olasgea with whom they became amalgamated had also pio- 
diued a oommunity of ideas. The immense mass of information that had 
ponetrsted through all diutinols among the wcrting olasAea of Paiil, 
guarded them ngaiaat a bhnd predilection for the domination of the 
tenoristB ; whilu the recoUootioti of the tciTora, punishmenia, proscrip- 
tions, coaGscations, atiignats, and forced loans of the first republiu, ren- 
deted familiar by the general diffusion of hialorleal knowlailge among 
all claaaea of the nation, inspired horror ia the poor aa wall ai the rioh. 
Conacience occ&sionslly decides with more justice among the general 
maaaes than the ilili of the population, for it is almoal the only monl 
mgan whiuh they exerciae.

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inmiense bodies of men. Augmenting tenfold their itreogUi, ai the warefl 
of ft rising aea increase the force of the winds. These groups were not 
animated by any nudeyolent intention towards society ; on the contrary, 
they had come down armed to defend the hearths of the citizens of PaxiB 
against the return of the troops, who, they were told, menaced the capital 
with the Tengeance of the kmg. 

These dubbists agitated for the postponement of the elections and the 
settlement of what they termed their "g^yaaoes," as they feared that 
the establishment of a strong regular government would of oouise dis- 
appoint their machinations. These grieyances, of which they clamoured 
for the removal, were in reality property, order, riches, and high birth. 
They wished for a rotom of tiie old scenes of 17^3, massacre, confisca- 
tions, and proscription, with community of goods to boot. Their first 
plot found ycnt on the 16th of April. It is thus described in the 
HiHary of the JRevoktiion : — (we may state first, by way of explanation, 
that most of the regular troops were absent from Paris, and that the 
govemmcnt was oompeUed to confide the defence of the city to general 
Cbangamier, in command of the national guard alone) — 

A column of about twenty-five or thirty thousand heads, led by the 
most Auious dubbiBts, and by some socialist chiefi, had just issued forth 
by the Pont Royal and dashed with a numerous column of national 
g:aards, whom general CourtaiB had drawn up in battle array under the 
walls ef the Louvre. They had not proceeded to blows, but the meeting 
had been a confused tumultuous one ; hostile looks, cries, and gestures 
had been exchanged. It was as it were two armies marching upon the 
same line in silence, and for the purpose of mutual observation. Already 
the first groups of this column of the Champ de Mars, preceded by flags 
and men wearing red caps, began to emerge dowly from the quay upon 
the Place de Gr^ve. At this moment a forest of bayonets glistened 
on the other side of the Seine at the extremity of the bridge of Saiut 
Michel. This was a body of thirty or forty thousand national guards of 
the left bank of the river, running at fuU speed at the call of Lamar- 
tine and Marrast. The breadth of the bridge was not sufficient to allow 
them to pass freely. They rushed in a compact column into the square 
to the cries of *' The Ecpublic for ever !'' ' * The Gro vemment for ever !' ' 
They blocked up the quay against twenty or thirty thousand insurgents. 
These remained immovable, undecided, and in consternation, at the 
angle of the Place de Gr^vc, being unable either to advance, retire, or 
reoeive in their rear their reinforcements from the Champ de Mars, inter- 
cepted by the legions under arms from the Champs Elysees to the ex- 
tremity of the quay Lepelletier. The legions of the left bank drew up 
in order of battle on the square. The legions of the precincts, of Belle- 
ville, Bercy, the faubourg of the Temple, the faubourg Saint Antoine, 
md all the streets on the right bank, arrived at the same moment by all 
tike quays, and all the outiets of the great arteries of Paris, at their very 
vtmost speed, amid cries of enthusiasm. These legions inundated with 
torrents of bayonets all the streets and squares from the Arsunal to the 
Lofuvre. In three hours Paris was in arms and on foot. Not onlv was 
▼ietory impossible to the conspirators, but even for them to attack was 
fbliy.

All fears for the safety of tha oountry were now at on cad. Tbs 
people Lad shomt their htm determination lut to allon~ themselm tu 
be ridden over hy jticobios and Icrroriela, and that they knew how to 
combine liberty with iow, and ceyolution with retpeot for property uid 
order. The general eleotiona took place on Easier Sunday, the 27ih st ■ 
April, in the midat of perfect peace and hanoany. 

On tliB 4th of Alajr the national usembly was opaned amidst g 
aolemnities. The provisional goTenuueut then laid down their od 
An act of indemnity fur all they had done was passed by the aasei_^ 
and it was unanimoufly voteil that they bad deserved well ofq 
country.

Pages, and Pagnerre had lemained at tha Liuembourg to provide fot 
the oontingencieB of tho day, in cose their colleaguRS abonld tie oonSned 
in the Palais Boorbon. A contmed agitation reigned in the hall, aa 
immense din arose from 'without. The petition in bvour of Poland waa 
read, and was supported by soma oratorB, in order to answer whom 
Lamartice asceaded Ihe stops of the tribune.

" Caniideriiig that Franue desires Co found tha republicaa gavenunent 
in peace aod order, trithout being dieturbsd in her task by dyntucio 
waleasioos and ambiliona, of a nature to ereala purtica and faotiona in 
Vie state, and consequently to foment civil var, how-eyer undeeignedly ; 

^* Considering that CharltH Looia tiunapaite has twico plaued himaalf 
in the poaition of a pretcndiir, by attempting to eetablish a mock republic, 
IB Tirtne of tka unaHia CBOiullam of the yeu XIII. ; 

" Coniiilering that agitationa imurioua to the popular republic irhioh 
*• deura to found, and ualeulaCed to compromise the safely of institu- 
UooM, and to disluib the public peace, have already taken place in the 
Hmw of Cbacles Louis Napoleon Bonaparte ; 

" Consideiing that these agltationa, which arc symptomatie of culpabla 
intri^uei, might be an obstacle to tlie pacificestabliahmeutof Iherepublio, 
if OLCoimiged by negUgonce or weakneee on the part of the goreni- 

" Coiuidering that the goTOrninent cumot ma^e itself reaponaibla (or tha 
daugBi to whioh republican iostitutiomi, as veil aa the public peace, 
vmUd be oxpoeed, if It wore wanting in its first dnty, iij failing to 
«XMUtG an existing law, justiSed more tbau ever in unuetlled times, by 
rauona of slate, and ibr seconding the public welfare ; 

"Declares— that it will enlbrce, as far aa concerns Louii BonapartSf 
Ihfl law of 1832, until such time as the n&tianal ueeiobly abnll other- 
viae decide." 

The intrigues of tlio red repnblicane were still not baffled. Distui< 
bmoea were of daily oeuuriBace in various parts of tho cify, aad every- 
tbins betolceneJ an approauhing couvulsion. 

"It broke out on the 22r.d cl June at ten at night The government, 
WUned of the rioting and clamour whith attended the Gnt steps that had 
baea token for distributing a portion of the workmen through the 
dopaEtsiesI^, assembled at the Lu^tembourg. la the iiourae of llie even- 
ing numeiouB moba had sereral times assailed the palace with furious ehouti 
ot'jltaiMarif!' • Abaa Lamariine!' those two members of the govern. 
ment being considered moat determined en the qucetion of the dissidatiint 
of the national iroikBhopB. The government had appointed general Oa- 
Taipiaij aammander-in~chief of tu troops and the national guards, witb 
tlM view of concmtrating the whole plu, and the itoity of its eiecuticD 
in a eingle individitaj. Clement Thomas, no less disiinerestedthwliiBTe, 
Madily concuned in this unity, reaerving to liimsalf only Che honour of 
nhnilinnrn. abnegation, md danger.

" The government having remored from the Luxembourg ferrfliejlM- 
posG of being near the national assembly and protecting it, MtablidH' 
itself at once aa a council and a camp, with general Canignao laM 
aparfmenta of the president of the aasombl/. 

"The general, inconcuTrencowiththemembawofthegf 
oeited a plan of operations. He resolved to concentrate bis tnx^ («■ B 
been determined beforehand) in the garden of tho Tuilariea, in the Obarf 
Bys&B, on the PUoe de la Concorde, on tlie Esplanade dee Invalidet,!! 
round the palace of the rcprosentatires. In the Hotel de Yills ha fotUt 
between fifteen and sixteen bat^Aliong under tho command of gaunl 
Duvivier, maintaining free channels of communication b^ the qna]« ^_i 
the brsre general Dumeene, wham tho government had juat Bpi"'" " 
conimandcr of the raoUk g\iari,^6 ^oie'tVs iBwaniniA of tha vi 
populous digtiiol exlen^Jig fcom.

Moat of Iheae hntTe ToluDteei* 
peruhed hetoioalijr under tbe first fire of the inmrgenta. 

"Noon [trriTed, and the troops, go long lield in readiness, and so long o^ 
■mnmoned, did not malm their appeanmce. The seat of goTernmenC was 
thnoged by eilizens, mayoia, aidea-de-osmp, md membcrB of the naecm^ 
bl^, ^1 requesting to Eoe general CaTaignae, and all, on being intiiiducei 
to him, imploring reinforesmeata for defending Ihe distrioU to wiutfe 
tfa«y belonged. The general cciild not grast naaiilance which whb not 
at bia diepofal. Lamartine and hia colleaguea oould not bnt approve tlio 
BztTeme prudence of the commander in thus refusing to diaperao jiia 
lattoliona, whilat, at the same time, Uiey observed witb regret the ovidunt 
imnffleienoy of the military fotcrs. What had beoome of tha twenty 
tfaotuaiLd troopa of the line in the bnrradu of Paris ? Where wcro the 
fifteen thousand men Btationed iu the garrisons adjacent to the capilnl ? 
Where were the twenty thousand troops of Ibe army of the Alps, whiuh 
Lsnartine bad applied firaa a reserve thirteen days previotuly 1 Gencncl 
CftTaigoac hoe since satisfactorilf proved that the niimbcc of troops of tho 
line in Paris was conformabla with, the number fixed ; but in Ibo Eiit 
DKilaent of confnaion, the axigontiea of a conSiet on anch a field of battle 

absorbed and, na it were, buried tihe bituUoni bo cnmplet«l}', tb:it wbols 
regiments Taniahed, no one could toll wbitber. The troops encaoipea 
before the walla of Paris had not begun to march. The gutrisans in tbe 
liwglibourhood of the capital eould not, in the apaee of a few houra, renclt 
the barriers. The circumatancea of ths pruceding day had not Rppearel 
B4 Bcrioua in the eym of Ibo commander-in-ebicf as to induce him t» 
Eummon tbe troops posted round Paris. Kelisnce had been plai^d OB 
tlie national guards, who, in spite of the inoessiuit beating of the ra/iptt, 
did not as usual rush from their honeesin amass, or who were imprisoned 
in tlair quartera by tha insurgenta. In fine, it must he confessed that, 
whether owing to some fatality or to reluctance, the army didnotactin 
sucb a way as to meet the imminent and Ihe uniTcreal danger— a danger 
which the numerical weakness of the army tended to aggravate. Davi- 
'Vier oomniaitded tbe central part of Faria at the Hotel do Ville. Dumeane 
■nd Ijlmoriciere, who seemed, aa it were, to multiply themselvea, pei^ 
Enmed prodigiea of resolution and activitj' with tho mare handful of men 
■t thaii dispoail. By four o'clock in tbe afternoon Dumemc bad cleared 
■nd made bimaelf mailer of the left bank of the Seine, and had overswed 
the whole masa of inaurrectionary population in tho quarter of tho Pau- 
fttfoD. Hia reports, hourly transmiUtd to the government, afforded 
:&vourD.ble prospeute for Ihe night and tbe aucceeding day. 

'■LamorioieTB, invincible, though hemmed in by two hundred thouiand 
of the insurgents, occupied the apaoe eitending from tbe Rue du Temple 
to the Madeleine, and from ClicJy to tho Louvta. He was incesaantly 
galloping from one point to anotbor, and always eifasinK, bismdC Ui 
■«oeir« tha Bnt ahot that might U fttei. Hn tai \»i(i Ww*.^;)^^, 
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under Lim. Witk liu face bUcktoed bj gunpovder, 
trickling tfoDi hia brovr, hii voioe boarae and broken by vocifeR 
wmDilibdi, tnd hit «fe ezpretsTe of tbe calm coarage of ll 
his native element, he inspired bia troopa with enthnsiaHD, o . 

confideQi« to the diamayed oatiaiial guards. Hii repoiti breatkel Q 
intrcpidilj of his own heart ; but he did not conceal the inaui&cieDOrL 
hii fame, ihe InunBose numhers of the UBaUanta, the prolan galion of a 
barricades between the Baetille Rnd the Chateau d'Eau, andfroni^ 
buripra lo the bLiuIeTaid. Ha implored those reinforcementa which A 
goTernment waa inceiaonlly luiiuiidniiig. both by Ith'gruihic coBunor 
cationi uid by ordeily cifficcra. At Itngth the national guards of A 
Bsnlieuc began tu snive by detachmenU. By oommand of the p — 
they rungi d themsclvwi round the luaembly, mingling with the ni 
guards 01 Paris, lu whom they Eet a good example. On the an 
Uie nHtiDDal guards firom the coontjy round I'aria, the govenune 
the aBsurancB of viotory even amidst the agoniea of the conflict. 

".General Cavaigntic aeemed to be act at ease rcBpeuling the final m 
o£ erenta, on punuing the last reporta brought by hia aidca-de-oM 
The inaurreution hod been uhcclted or repressed at all points, aare in 
faubourg du Temple, in the faubourg St. Antoioe, and the exieil 
adjacent dittriots, occupied by a dense population, previously tuibidl 
but BOir coQVulatd. The troopa, who had been figliting since ni ' 
were worn out ; but night wsa to bring the leinlbruementa lui 
by the gftvenunent. 

"Lamartiae sent for hif horses, which had been ready saddle! 
tooming, in aijligip«tian of the event* oi' til* d»y, He himaelfm

TIm name of Lamartine, 
his presence and his gestures, with difficulty restrained the impetuositj 
of this multitude. He was surrounded hy crowds, who followed him, 
raising shouts, as far as the houleyard. At length the column was 
formed, and it received orders to charge. 

« Lamartine and his friendi rode forward with the hattalions of the 
mobile guard and troops of 'the line, amidst cries of ^ Vive la JRepublique /' 
These young soldiers seemed to be inspired by the spirit of Austerlitz. 
After repeated assaults, kept up for the space of three-quarters of an 
hour, and amidst an incessant shower of balls and bullets, decimating 
both officers and men, the barricades were carried. Lamartine felt as 
though he could have wished for death to release him from the odious 
responsibility of bloodshed which pressed upon him so unjustly, but yet 
80 unavoidably. Thrice he dismounted from his horse and stationed 
liiwiHftlf at the foot of one of the barricades, where ho might have a 
chance of falling in the foremost rank of the brave combatants ; and 
thrice did the guards of the assembly gather round him and draw him 
back by force. The horse ridden by Pierre Bonaparte was killed by his 
side, and the one he himself rode was wounded. Guns of the largest 
calibre, sent by general Cavaignac, demolished the remaining fortifica- 
tions of the insurgents on that point. Four hundred brave men lay 
killed or wounded in different parts of the faubourg. Lamartine 
returned to the Gh&teau d'Eau to rejoin general Cavaignac. 

'* Accompanied only by Duclerc, and a national guard named Lassaut, 
who had been his companion the whole of that day, Lamartine passed 
the line of the advanced posts, to reconnoitre the disposition of the people 
on the boulevard of the Bastille. The immense crowd, which feU bask 
to make way for him as he proceeded along, still continued to shout his 
name, with enthusiasm, and even amidst tears. He conversed long with 
the people, pacing slowly andpressiif^ his way through the crowd by the 
breast of his horse. This confidence amidst the insurgent masses pre- 
seryed him from any manifestation of popular violence. The men, who, 
by their pale countenances, their excited tone, and even their tears, bore 
evidence of deep emotion, told him their complaints against the national 
assembly, and expressed their regret at seeing the revolution stained with 
blood. They declared tiieir readiness to o\iej him (Lamartine), whom 
they had known as their coimseUor and friend, and not as their flatterer, 
amidst the misery they had suffered, and the destitution of their wives 
and children. *■ We are not bad citizens, Lamartine,' they exclaimed ; 
*■ we are not assassins ; we are not factious agitators ! We are unfor- 
tunate men, honest workmen, and we only want the government to hdp us 
in our misery, and toprovide us with work ! Govern us yourself ! Save 
us! Command us I We love you! We know you! We will prevail on 
our companions to lay down their arms !' 

<* Whilst giving utterance to these and similar exclamations, the men, 
who were worn out by four months of privation and excitement, touched 
the clothes and the hands of Lamartine. A party of tiie crowd ran to 
the stalls of aome flower-dealers, and, seunng the flowora, strewed them 
oyer his horse's mane. It was only at intervals that the sinister figuro 
of a conspirator was observed gliding along the pavement and utterimq^ 
the msMsij, which was, howeyer, w^a^Ho^ ^isssw^tsA. vasL^ii^ ^^»q^ ^

Pk*Bucli mtttiiodiiposiliim of tie people in dirtricti whithhad Uuttniglil 
lieeil well Jiif^ throwTi inlo a state of complete inaurTectlon, monuj 
throash the wml of a mfficimt Rumliei of troopi to occupy thoBB pirti 
of the capital, 

" LaaiBrline, without baring hcen cither attacked or insulted, returned 
to rejoin gensral Cavaignac on the boalcTard. He described to tia 
general tho conditiou aod the feeling of the people, and they Brrugtl 
together the orderg requiiile to be despatched to the troopa out of Paris, Id 
summon them to maivh iritliout delay on the different roads adjacent ti> 
the capital. Lamaitine left the general at the Furte Saint UlKia, to 
make ftiTDngementt for its defence, and he proceeded to commuiiicate Is 
tlie war departnient and tlie council the orders thay had oonjoin^ydalec- 

■'Ni^Ut bidnaw-act in, and the firing had erery when ceased. Dmiu 
Lamarlino's abaencc, hia coUeaguee," Arago, Gamier- Page», Marie, bJ 
Pagncrrc, had visited the Hairies, and animated the national gnaril^ 
their eiample and their cihortationi. Ledm-Bollin remnined at the pre- 
sidency, to doBpatch urgent orders, and tc watch any danger to Mfah 
the asaombly might ho ciposed. 

" At midnight the regiments nearest to the capftaJ, and the na^ond 
pilBrda Of the adinrcnt towns, entered Paris in a nuus, marching thwwih 
all the birrxera. Victory might still be tardv, yet it was now certain, 

" But tiie confidence which woe restored in the Kind of the govflminalt 
was not realored in the national assembly. A Buspicioaa party resolred 
to profit by this crisis to overthrow the eiecutive commission, which itiE 
continnei to be reprdcd with unfounded distrust. Neit morninft at 
eirtit o'clock, a certain number of repreaentutiveB forced open the door 
of the council-room, and requested the membera of the goycrnment to 
tender their resignation. It had long been the uoanimous wish ofthese 
individuals to retiro from a situation m which feelings of derolednisi Is 
the publii; welfare had caused them to continue, very much to their oirit 
discomfort, and against thoir own interest. Kerertlicless, Ihey detcf 
mined not to resign amidst a storm, or to retire from the field Ifte 
cowiitda deserting during the battle. Lamartioe, Oanuer-P^is, « 
Pagnrrre, eDergcticully protested against such a proceeding. 

*' 'I*ttlie ossemblviiamiea us, and appoint other men to fil! a 
places,' aaid they. 'We will obey, as good citizens ought to do. T 
dismissal will be on order. But our volnntary retirement at nw* 
moment as the prcecnt would be a disgrace !' 

"At ten o'clock, the aasemWy, in apermanent sitting, conferred fln 
whole civil authority on general Cavaignac, wliom only on the pr 
day the civil authority itself had invested with fiill military 
Lamartine, on thepirtotiiis coUesgues and himself, wrote the lo 
letter to the assemhiy : —

^txa assembly wna ocoupied fiir the neit tew montlia in settling the form 
of the CDitBtitutiau, and afCec much delay aad difficulty, Hucceded in 
tranuag oae much iipoa the model of thst of America, the eiccutire 
power to be lodged in the banda of a jicesideat elected by univetBtl 
saffirage for four years, vitli almost sovereign poiren, including, of 
cwmei tbst of appointing the cabiaet miniitf rs. Louis Kapoleon wai 
elected hj nearly sii milliona of vutus, while his competitors, Cavsignac, 
launartdac, and othors, who had rondored inoaltnlable service to tlio 
npublic and to Franco, uonid not boast ovdi a few tbousauds at the most. 
!l£iere nevnr was a mora convincing proof of the total want of politicat 
education amoogst Ihti itia»t)B of the pwp]e in Frutce. fltn wm ft man 

of whom the natioii knuw sothln^ beyond liis name and birth — who had 
turer set a foot upon French soil since his boyhood, except twice, and 
then only as a defeated and convicted oonspitator — whoae career abroad 
was well known to be that of an abandoned prodigate, the nightly com- 
pgnion of dissolute giiTDblerg, — placed in one day at the head of a great 
cni{nre. So littla competent wore msray of the peasantry in tliB depart- 
■oeots to exercise the right of vating which the oonstilution placed in 
Qiaii hands, that great numbeis of them believed the man of thoir 
dunce to be Napoleon the Great, who bod baffled his enemies, ajid ones 
imna ngaincd the noil of France I So that the astounding iact is 
now placed upon the records of history, that a nation baasliug iUelf 
Iha ^TMteat and most oiviliEedin ths world, which had just arestod 
itself into a democratic and social republic, and had adopted as its motto, 
Libtrti, Egaliti, Fi-aUmili, had without hesitation placed ovei it at one 
ittijce an unpriocipled adveatiu'ar, of whom they knew nothing, and of 
wbomiuitoDa partiule of good evei was or could be said. All this was owing 
taJuaname, to the A:laf he had giinod by hii attempts at Strasbourg and 
Boulogne, his long impnsonment by Louis Philippe, and more than all, 
to the encouragement given by the latter to Kapoleoaic idsas, by the 
poo^us interment of the emperor's remains in the lavalides, and by the 
froquent allusions to imperial reminiacenises made by hia sons, ialhahcpe 
cpf Bfuning popularity amoogst the army. Honever, the deed was novv 
iozm, which wna destined to be the ruia of France, and place another blot 
Onthe page of her history.

nadera. After a defenoo sustamed bj undiecipliited Tolunteers, behind 
dOapidBtod foitiGciitiom, fur a -n-bule montb, agiinet a lai^ aimjr of the 
finest troops in ika world—liter friglitful Blaaghler, and ehameful de- 
Btrudaon of public buildings and antique temaiua, the French enlerad 
Borne, and tba hAy father resumed the eavurninent of "his children." 
trnfoTtanatdy, however, tlie army has had to remain there ever since to 
Iwep them in subjection. 

Sia priTBte aS'oira now demanded tbe attention of the preaidflnt. He 
lutd not carried on bis debaucheries and eitraTagoiunca without money. 
Tbe mone; was obtained from Jowa and bill brokera, and thoy of cmniB 
were aniioiis to bo paid. He vaa thus heavily involved in debt, and hia 
Bmbarraaimenta were every day increasing, as he carried his old hahita 
irith him into bia rev position. At the present moment his tiras ia 
divided between tbe tiauAaction of buainesa with bis miniaten, re- 
•fUniag tbe troops, toying with bis mistraeaes, or ecioying the pleasures 
otOit table. His aalory was dxed by the NaUonal Assembly at ^1,000 
per annum, — amply aufficicnt, one would thinV, for the wanta of tbo 
jrerident of a republic ; and it was eipreasly provided that this wai to 
MTST the eipensc of public TeotpIionH. His debts began to press heaTfly 
man him, bowever, and be was soon after driven to apply to tbe sasem- 
IG& fbr an additional Bum of £24,004, to cover the incidental cipenua of 
In office, leaving tbe other £24,030 for his private lue. It wu granted 
Urn. While we ate upon this subject, we had better ^e a step in advanoe 
and diamias it altngcther. In June, ISSO, the minutry aougbt to have 
Ma Mlary increased to £114,000 ilcWiHJ prr minsm. This extraordinary 
pripoiBj was instantly nepitiveii, but an eitraordinary uradit of 2,160,000 
Banoa was vuted him for that year only. Ue was n'^t yet satisfied. Ha 
■pptied in January, 1S51, for a grant of 1,800,000 franca sxfraia dt ri- 
profitatioii. This waa refused by a majority of 120. 

&e now look tuurs through the provincef, aaeidng popularity amongat 
fttpountry people by calling up remiuiscenuea of the empire, andponr- 
faig [orth Bsauranote of moderation and devoUon tu tbe lepublic, Hk 
greet him on bis way were, however, complete 
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ilurea in aNapbleunie point of view. He next tried to tamper with the

ezpenae. Be made frequent offers to general Cbangamicr, of bribes in 
nnk or monty, if be would attach himself to hia interesla.

At thi9 very time he via meditatio^ the coup d'Hal, vhiuh, being ii 
terpreted, means "pecjury ia the high'at degree, nmrder ia the dii' 
degree," piLlage, eonfisoation, proacription, the oyerthrow of the conslit 
tiaa, deitiiicCion oCliber^, and the establiehment of military deBpodaia. 

At the lut meeting of the aaaembly, the subject under diaoiudoa wu 
the bill for deining the responaibUity of the preaident. Tha mo*t 
tremeiidous confuiion prevailed. A reatoiatiou of tlitt monarchy wti 
Dpeoly moved and aeconded. Amendment* proposed by M. Berryet 
■ad otheca, attaching the penalty of high treason to tha violation of the 
conilitution by the preaidcut, were rejected, amidst the florcest recrimiua- 
tioil. and the sitting was suspended amidn the greatest excitement. 

When the membi^ra awake on the tnoi'iiing of the 2ad of December, Ihsjr

Ghan- 
gwniet, Uedeau, M. Thiers, lud a great number of repreaenlatires had 
Men arrested during the night, and sunt off to Vinaeniies ; and that, is 
■bort the aoup d'Sat had be^ri aeoompliahed. In may bo well to relatti, ' 
in the words of one of prince Louis' own adherent^ how thi^ was done : — ' 
" The sttuBtiOD was intolerable, and it was necessary to oomo to aome 
tenninalion.

Eveiything vaa to be carried into etfeet with ft 
I^elloiis pimotoality, and no arrest occupied mare than tventj 
mmatea." 

The representatives, finding thenuelves unable to obtain admUsion 10 
tlieir room, adjourned in a body, to the number of 230, and a»g«imfaled in 
the Maine of the 10th arrondissement. They were presided oyer by two 
of their Tice-presidenta, and attended by their aeeretories and ahocthnnd 
WRiera, and having duly onslitutod themselves, the articles of the 
COTiBtitntion were read which the president had broken, and be was then 
formally deprived of hia authority, tie pnblic officera and fnootionarie* 
were forbidden to obey hiro, and tbe high court of justice was com- 
naoded to meet forthwith for the trial of himself and hia nccamplicei. 
busediately afterwards soldiers entered the room, arrested Ihem, shut 
ihtot up in a cold barrack-rODffl all night, and drove them off in the 
CMLTiot cellular vans to prison the next morning, Tbe high court of 
jnttice met, aa directed, and proceeded with the trial, but was dieparaed 
at the point of the bayonet, Sanicadea were erected in variona parts of 
FSria during the day, and some reaiatance attempted, but the inaurgents 
Wero overwdeimcd by the enormaus military force, and iil those taken 
with arms in their bands were dragged, in batjjhoa of fifty or one 
buadred, to the Champs de Mars, and there allot in cold blood, If a shot 
iraa ftred from a window, the houae was entered, and every one in it 
butohered ; and in many places whole rows of houses, tilled with 
inxrffensive inhabitanta, who were looMng on in astonishment at what 
WBB psaaing before them, were riddled with volleys of musketry, and the,, 
tnnuttes massacred. The struggle was soon over, and Paris was thetf^ 
pronouneed to be " all serene. 

Many of Uie departments were then placed under martial law, Kai 
•Tcry person suspected of holding opinions hostile to Louis Napoleon w- 
■eized, tried by a military commission, and transported to Cayenne

Instead of the iuaug.uratioa of a new era, they hut 
Braided the overthraw of auother r^ime. Perhaps the last is the 
ime. A grand btill and Gceirorks followed it, and the pleasure -loving 
'ariaians thronged in crovds to the scene, as it was confidently expeoted 
ta empire wouJd have been proclaimed. But either the fears or the 
raft of the usurper have as yet prevented his taking this step, whiohwill, 
nwever, without doubt, some day or other form the consummation of 
ia triuntphs. He has nothing to gain by it, but the name ; his power 
Im hardly be greater. 

It is useless to speculate how long the present state of things may last; 
be future ts in the hands of God, and France is the land of I'haDgo. 
Dlis mnch is certain, that if the approbation of the wise, and learned, 
nd upright men of the nation be the only sure supports for any govem- 
isnt to rest upon, that of Louis Napoleon does not posiiSB them. Ohan-

dl; France ia neither free nor contented: for Ihe preaa is gagged 
Od the parliament silenced, and even the aacred tribunals of juatice are 
M safe from arbitrary coeccioD. The men who now hold the reina 
f government ai« soldiErs of fortune who have lost theiz hoaoui 

I the struggle for power, and needy hicelings, without pHnoipla or 
lanung, whusu only recommendation ie their audacity towards the 
eople Euidtbeir servile and nnscnipuloua obedience to the behests of their 
laater. IntheballattheTuileries, after the Feast of Eagles, tbe diotatoi's 
litiAls appeared on the walls with a peoaant oa one side and a cuiraiaier on 
le other, symbolisinE his intention to lean for support upon the army 
ai the peasantry, — in other words, on brute force and ignoranca.
